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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

PURPOSE  AND  OBJECTIVES 

AFFILIATIONS 

Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  is  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools  and  the  Mississippi  College  Council  on  Accreditation  and 
Studies. 

Copiah-Lincoln  is  also  an  active  member  of  the  American  Association  of 
Community  and  Junior  Colleges,  the  Mississippi  Junior  College  Association, 
the  Mississippi  Association  of  Colleges,  and  the  Southern  Association  of  Com- 
munity and  Junior  Colleges. 

HISTORY 

Copiah-Lincoln  Agricultural  High  School,  through  the  joint  efforts  of 
Copiah  and  Lincoln  Counties,  was  established  in  the  fall  of  1915  at  Wesson, 
Mississippi,  in  the  edge  of  Copiah  County.  During  its  early  years,  the  high 
school  was  a  boarding  school  serving  the  rural  districts  of  those  counties. 
However,  as  consolidation  of  local  schools  progressed  within  the  counties, 
practically  every  family  in  each  county  had  access  to  an  accredited  high  school. 
This  availability  of  local  schools  created  a  new  role  for  the  agricultural  school. 

In  addition,  educators  in  the  agricultural  high  school  and  in  the  county 
public  schools  became  aware  that  the  youth  of  Copiah  and  Lincoln  Counties 
needed  educational  opportunities  beyond  the  level  of  the  12th  grade.  To  meet 
this  need,  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  was  organized  during  the  summer  of 
1928  under  the  authority  of  Section  308,  Chapter  283,  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  State  of  Mississippi  of  1924.  Enrollment  for  the  first  year  was  more  than  90 
students. 

Since  its  establishment  in  1928,  Copiah-Lincoln  has  continued  to  grow  in 
size  and  prestige  and  now  occupies  a  prominent  position  in  the  state's 
educational  system  with  an  enrollment  of  over  2,500  and  a  plant  valued  at  more 
than  $14  million. 

In  1934,  the  officials  of  Simpson  County  requested  an  opportunity  to  join  in 
the  support  of  Copiah-Lincoln  so  that  its  students  might  have  the  rights  and 
benefits  of  the  public  junior  college.  Accordingly,  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Board 
of  Trustees  accepted  Simpson  as  a  cooperating  county. 

Since  that  time  four  additional  counties  have  joined  in  the  support  of 
Copiah-Lincoln:  Franklin  County  in  1948;  Lawrence  County  in  1965;  Jefferson 
County  in  1967;  and  Adams  County  in  1971. 

In  the  fall  of  1972,  upon  the  request  of  local  and  state  officials,  Copiah- 
Lincoln  opened  a  branch  at  Natchez,  Mississippi,  to  better  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  the  citizens  of  that  area.  The  Mississippi  Legislature  in  the 
1975  session  authorized  that  "there  shall  be  two  campuses  in  the  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junion  College  District:  one  located  in  or  near  Natchez  to  be  known  as 
the  Natchez  Campus,  and  the  other  in  or  near  Wesson  to  be  known  as  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  Campus." 
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STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE 

Recognizing  the  worth  and  potential  of  each  individual,  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  seeks  to  provide  for  the  student  an  environment  beneficial  to 
intellectual,  spiritual,  and  social  growth.  The  college  seeks  to  contribute  to  the 
student's  self-understanding,  thus  enabling  each  individual  to  choose  realistic 
educational  goals,  to  make  a  wise  vocational  choice,  to  develop  successful 
interpersonal  relationships,  and  to  adapt  to  a  constantly  changing  and  highly 
complex  society.  Through  its  instructional  staff,  activities,  and  facilities, 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  strives  to  offer  the  highest  quality  education  at 
minimal  cost  to  individuals  in  the  seven-county  district  served  by  the  college. 

OBJECTIVES 

1.  To  provide  an  effective  instructional  program  for  the  first  two  years  of 
university-parallel  curricula  for  students  desiring  to  transfer  to  senior 
institutions. 

2.  To  provide  vocational  and  technical  programs  designed  to  prepare  the 
student  for  immediate  employment. 

3.  To  provide  a  developmental  program  of  instruction  for  students  whose 
academic  foundation  requires  strengthening  and  to  provide  an  enriched 
educational  experience  for  academically  talented  students. 

4.  To  provide  guidance,  counseling,  and  other  student  services  to  aid  stu- 
dents in  the  attainment  of  personal,  educational,  and  occupational  goals. 

5.  To  provide  special  industrial  training  programs  which  will  develop  a 
productive  work  force  for  new  and  expanding  businesses  and  industries. 

6.  To  maintain  support  services  for  physically  disadvantaged  or  handi- 
capped students. 

7.  To  provide  administrative  services  which  support  the  faculty  in  its 
commitment  to  offer  a  high  quality,  innovative  educational  program  for 
students. 

8.  To  offer  community  services  and  continuing  education  programs  for 
both  youth  and  adults  and  to  cooperate  with  high  schools  and  service 
agencies  in  community  education  programs. 

9.  To  serve  as  a  cultural  and  recreational  center  for  the  service  area  by 
offering  a  broad  range  of  programs  to  enrich  the  community  and  to 
enhance  creative  expresison  in  music,  dance,  theater  arts,  visual  arts, 
sports,  and  recreation. 

10.   To  evaluate  systematically  the  above  listed  objectives  in  terms  of  the 
needs  of  the  student  and  community. 

FACULTY 

All  teaching  faculty  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  must  have  special 
competence  in  the  fields  in  which  they  teach.  This  special  competence  is 
attested  to  by  advanced  study,  culminating  in  appropriate  graduate  degrees,  or 
by  extensive  work  experience  in  the  teaching  fields  or  in  a  professional 
practice  which  is  demonstrably  of  highest  quality. 

In  all  academic  areas  the  master's  degree  with  specialization  in  the  teaching 
field  is  considered  the  minimum  requirement.  In  specialized,  professional, 
technical,  or  vocational  fields,  evidence  of  professional  competency  is  accepta- 
ble in  lieu  of  formal  academic  preparation.  This  competence  must  be  based 
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upon  appropriate  specialized  training  or  successful  experience  as  a  practitioner 
in  the  occupational  field. 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  physical  plant  of  the  Wesson  campus  consists  of  twenty-eight  principal 
buildings,  nineteen  residences,  and  the  maintenance  buildings  located  on  over 
475  acres  in  Copiah  and  Lincoln  Counties. 

The  J.  M.  Ewing  Administration  Building  houses  the  administrative 
offices  of  the  President,  Dean  of  Instruction,  Business  Manager,  Admissions 
and  Records,  Director  of  Public  Information,  Alumni  Office,  Director  of 
Adult  and  Continuing  Education,  and  Director  of  the  Upward  Bound  Pro- 
gram. The  R.  E.  Rea  Auditorium  has  a  seating  capacity  of  900  including  the 
balcony,  and  has  a  large  stage  for  plays  and  student  events. 

The  W.  H.  Smith  Building  is  fully  air-conditioned  and  houses  all 
academic  classrooms  as  well  as  modern  laboratories  for  biology,  microbiology, 
chemistry,  physics,  and  reading.  An  audio-visual  room  is  also  located  in  this 
building  along  with  three  large  lecture  rooms  and  academic  instructors' 
offices. 

The  W.  S.  Henley  Student  Union  Building  houses  the  college  dining 
room,  the  private  dining  room,  an  ultra  modern  kitchen  and  serving  area,  the 
college  grill  and  the  college  bookstore  on  the  first  floor.  The  offices  of  the 
Dean  of  Students,  Director  of  Student  Life,  Director  of  Development, 
Financial  Aid  Coordinator,  Director  of  Student  Activities,  and  other  student 
services  offices  are  located  on  the  second  floor.  There  are  two  student  lounges, 
a  locker  room,  and  showers  for  commuter  students.  The  second  floor  also  has 
two  meeting  rooms,  storage  and  mechanical  rooms. 

The  Gertrude  Mutton  Building  is  used  for  continuing  education  and 
miscellaneous  activities. 

The  Maggie  Flowers  Ewing  Fine  Arts  Building  provides  housing  for  the 
music  and  art  departments.  The  air-conditioned  structure  has  a  band  and 
orchestra  room,  a  choral  room,  a  245  seat  auditorium,  an  art  drawing  labora- 
tory, several  studios,  individual  practice  rooms,  and  classrooms,  in  addition  to 
the  offices  for  the  Fine  Arts  faculty. 

The  Memorial  Building  houses  the  Evelyn  Oswalt  Library.  The  second 
floor  includes  the  Vivian  Byrd  Study  Lounge,  carrels  for  individual  study, 
librarian's  office,  and  periodical  room.  The  library  contains  more  than  36,000 
books  and  bound  periodicals  providing  materials  for  the  subject  fields  as  well  as 
for  recreational  reading.  Active  subscriptions  to  some  265  magazines  and  13 
daily  and  weekly  newspapers  are  maintained.  Several  indexes  give  easy  access 
to  subject  fields. 

The  library  is  air-conditioned  and  has  a  seating  capacity  of  200.  A  copy 
machine  and  several  typewriters  are  available  for  student  use.  It  is  open  60 
hours  each  week. 

The  F.  M.  Fortenberry  Vocational  Technical  Center  is  one  of  the  finest 
vocational-technical  complexes  in  the  state.  Air-conditioned,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  shop  areas,  this  building  houses  classrooms,  laboratories  and  shop 
areas  for  vocational  and  technical  programs,  as  well  as  offices  for  the  staff  and 
faculty. 

The  Noah  Wallace  Building  provides  for  the  commercial  truck  driving 
and  the  heavy  equipment  operator  programs  which  moved  into  the  Wallace 
Building  in  1986. 
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Callender  Hall  is  air  conditioned  and  provides  space  for  student  activities, 
intramural  and  physical  education  offices  with  student  recreational  facilities 
on  both  floors.  The  Security  Office,  the  telephone  attendant's  station,  and  the 
student  mail  service  are  located  near  the  front  entrance  of  the  building. 

The  Baptist  Student  Center  was  occupied  in  May  1976  and  is  located  west 
of  the  Maggie  Flowers  Ewing  Fine  Arts  building.  The  Baptist  Student  Center 
and  property  is  owned  by  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board,  Jackson, 
Mississippi.  The  Copiah-Lincoln  Baptist  Student  Union  provides  a  full-time 
director,  and  offers  religious  programs,  activities,  and  counseling  for  the 
college  students  and  faculty. 

L.  Russell  Ellzey  Hall  houses  college  men  and  the  residence  and  office  of 
the  Director  of  Student  Life.  This  building  is  centrally  heated  and  air- 
conditioned.  A  study  room  for  the  students'  use  is  located  on  the  second  floor. 
The  lobby  is  provided  with  color  television  and  vending  machines. 

Lincoln  County  Hall  houses  college  men  and  a  resident  counselor.  This 
building  has  central  heat  and  air-conditioning.  The  lobby  is  provided  with  a 
color  television  and  vending  machines.  This  building  will  be  demolished  in 
1987. 

Lula  Stevens  Hall  houses  college  women,  a  dormitory  hostess,  the  college 
nurse  and  a  dispensary  on  the  first  floor.  This  five-storied,  air-conditioned 
residence  has  an  elevator,  a  sunken  patio  and  a  sun  deck  on  the  roof.  The  lobby 
has  color  television  and  a  lounge  for  student  relaxation.  There  are  washing 
machines,  dryers  and  vending  machines  in  the  basement. 

Copiah  County  Hall  houses  college  women  and  a  dormitory  hostess.  This 
building  has  central  heat  and  air-conditioning.  Each  room  is  provided  with  a 
private  bath.  The  lobby  is  equipped  with  color  television  and  vending 
machines.  This  building  will  be  used  for  office  space  and  visitors'  quarters  upon 
completion  of  the  women's  new  dormitory  in  1987. 

The  Graydon  L.  Mullen  Gymnasium  contains  the  sports  arena  for  inter- 
collegiate basketball  and  physical  education  classes.  This  facility  provides  team 
dressing  rooms  and  overnight  facilities  for  visiting  teams. 

H.  L.  Stone  Stadium  provides  facilities  for  football  and  track.  The  stadium 
is  designed  to  seat  10,000  people.  Other  facilities  include  a  press  box,  rest 
rooms  and  concession  stands. 

The  Frank  Pitts  Field  House  is  located  in  the  north  end  of  H.  L.  Stone 
Stadium.  This  modern  facility  houses  varsity  and  visitor  dressing  rooms, 
coaches'  offices,  physical  education  and  athletic  training  equipment,  and  one 
classroom  equipped  with  audio-visual  aids. 

The  Walter  R.  Sullivan  Field  includes  the  baseball  diamond  and  practice 
football  areas.  Four  modern,  well  surfaced  tennis  courts  are  located  next  to 
these  fields. 

The  completion  of  a  new  two-storied  Dormitory  for  women  is  scheduled 
for  1987.  Adjacent  to  Lula  Stevens  Hall,  the  new  dormitory  contains  39  rooms 
designed  to  house  78  students.  A  central  bath  is  provided  for  each  four  suites. 
Outside  entrances  are  featured  in  the  new  dormitory. 

Two  new  Dormitories  for  men  will  be  completed  in  1987.  Both  are  two- 
storied  and  are  being  built  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  Oswalt  house, 
which  is  being  renovated  for  a  dormitory  manager's  residence.  The  new 
dormitories  contain  79  rooms,  housing  237  men.  Each  dormitory  will  have  ten 
apartments  with  four  rooms  in  each,  with  one  room  for  janitorial  supplies. 
Outside  entrances  to  each  room  are  a  main  feature  of  the  new  dormitories. 
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The  Otho  Messer  Vocational-Technical  Building,  housing  the  auto 
mechanics  and  heavy  equipment  mechanics  programs,  was  completed  in 
November,  1986.  Located  on  the  golf  course  road,  the  new  facility  was 
constructed  by  state  and  local  funds. 

The  Communications  Building  contains  classroom  and  working  space  for 
speech  and  theatre  on  the  bottom  floor.  Studios  of  the  student-operated  radio 
station,  WCLL-FM,  are  located  on  the  second  floor. 

The  Golf  Course  presently  has  nine  holes,  with  plans  to  add  an  additional 
nine  at  a  later  date.  A  full  time  golf  instructor  is  employed.  The  Pro  Shop  has 
golf  equipment  for  sale  or  rent.  Also,  a  refreshment  area  is  available.  All  new 
golf  carts  were  purchased  in  1986. 

Josie  Ellis  Hall,  recently  renovated,  contains  twelve  one-bedroom  and  five 
two-bedroom  apartments  for  faculty  and  married  students.  Also,  the  building 
has  a  meeting-game  room  and  a  laundry  room.  Each  apartment  is  carpeted, 
air-conditioned,  and  equipped  with  a  stove  and  refrigerator. 

The  Dwight  Harris  Transportation  Center  or  motor  pool  is  the  service 
center  for  all  college-owned  vehicles,  and  those  vehicles  are  parked  in  the 
enclosed  premises. 

The  Dan  Watson  Physical  Plant  Building  houses  the  school's 
maintenance  office,  employees  room,  and  workshops  for  campus  maintenance. 
Also,  it  houses  the  receiving  department  and  serves  as  a  supply  and  general 
storage  area. 

The  J.  J.  Wesson  Building  houses  the  Data  Processing  Center.  The  Data 
Processing  Center  is  o(  latest  design  and  most  functional  for  teaching  data 
processing  and  keeping  college  records. 

The  J.  S.  Youngblood  Building  houses  the  welding,  air-conditioning/re- 
frigeration and  heating  programs.  The  classrooms  and  offices  for  these  pro- 
grams are  air-conditioned  and  the  laboratory  and  shop  areas  are  well 
ventilated. 

The  R.  E.  Anderson  Vocational  Building  provides  space  for  Technology 
of  Child  Care  Development,  Occupational  Food  Service  and  Management, 
Medical  Laboratory  Technology,  Practical  Nursing  and  Radiography  pro- 
grams. This  air  conditioned  structure  also  includes  a  day  care  center  which 
enables  students  to  have  actual  work  experience  with  children. 

The  Natchez  Campus  is  located  in  the  former  Washington  Consolidated 
School  facility  on  Highway  61  North  in  the  Washington  community.  This 
leased  facility  houses  the  Natchez  Campus  programs  with  administrative 
offices,  general  and  specialized  classrooms,  an  auditorium,  gymnasium, 
student  center  and  special  program  areas. 

The  Natchez  Campus  Library  is  housed  in  the  east  wing  of  the  main 
building.  This  area  provides  seating  space  for  up  to  sixty  people  as  well  as  the 
book  stack  areas,  librarian's  office,  and  audio-visual  equipment  room.  Nearly 
16,000  volumes  and  seventy  periodical  subscriptions  provide  material  for  all 
subject  areas  of  the  curriculum.  The  library  is  open  from  8:00  a.m.  until  8:30 
p.m.  on  all  class  days. 

CARE  OF  PROPERTY 

The  plant  of  Copiah-Lincoln  has  been  built  at  the  expense  of  the  taxpayers 
of  the  supporting  counties.  Students,  instructors,  and  visitors  are  expected  to 
take  good  care  of  school  property.  Abuse  and  destruction  of  property  will 
not  be  tolerated. 
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OFFERINGS  AND  SERVICES 

STUDENT  SERVICES 

The  Division  of  Student  Services  bears  the  basic  responsibility  of  providing 
those  services  to  the  students  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  which  are  not 
directly  related  to  actual  classroom  work.  This  division  attempts  to  maintain 
adequate  facilities  and  services  in  the  areas  of  housing,  food  services,  recrea- 
tional activities,  social  activities,  health  services,  student  activities,  athletics, 
and  student  participation  in  self-government. 

ALUMNI  AFFAIRS 

Alumni  Affairs  is  a  division  of  the  development  office.  Maintaining  com- 
munications among  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  graduates  is  the  purpose  of 
Alumni  Affairs. 

Active  alumni  receive  THE  COLINIAN  and  ALUMNI  ACCENTS. 

Alumni  Affairs  supports  the  Alumni  Association  and  urges  Co-Lin  students 
to  become  active  members  of  the  association  upon  leaving  college.  Inquiries 
about  the  association  should  be  directed  to  the  Alumni  Director. 

The  Natchez  Area  chapter  of  the  Alumni  Association  was  formed  in  1980. 
Membership  in  the  chapter  is  open  to  graduates  of  either  campus. 

Associate  membership  is  available  on  both  campuses  to  those  who  did  not 
attend  the  college. 

MEDICAL  SERVICE 

The  registration  fee  for  each  student  includes  a  medical  fee  for  the  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junior  College  Wesson  Campus.  Each  student  is  entitled  to  the  routine 
services  of  a  licensed  practical  nurse  and  a  doctor.  The  nurse  and  doctor  are 
subject  to  call  at  any  time.  Students  must  report  to  the  college  nurse  to  be 
referred  to  the  doctor.  All  expenses  beyond  the  routine  services  of  the  doctor 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  student. 

The  dispensary  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  Stevens  Hall. 

Medical  services  are  not  provided  at  the  Natchez  Campus. 

RECREATION 

Copiah-Lincoln  strives  to  continually  improve  the  recreational  facilities 
available  to  its  student  body. 

Recreational  activities  are  provided  in  the  Student  Activity  Center  in  Cal- 
lender  Hall.  The  Student  Activity  Center  is  equipped  with  pool  tables,  snooker 
tables,  ping  pong  tables,  and  coin-operated  games. 

Callender  Hall  contains  a  regulation-size  gymnasium  on  the  second  floor. 
This  area  is  used  for  basketball,  and  volleyball. 

Copiah-Lincoln  also  operates  a  comprehensive  program  of  intramural 
athletics.  Tournaments  are  organized  in  football,  basketball,  softball,  volley- 
ball, snooker,  pool,  and  ping  pong.  On  the  Natchez  Campus,  the  "Hob-Nob" 
provides  pool  and  other  recreation. 
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CO-LIN  BOOKSTORE  AND  GRILL 

The  Co-Lin  bookstore  and  grill  are  air  conditioned  and  equipped  with 
modern  fixtures  and  furnishings.  This  makes  the  grill  an  appealing  place  for 
students  to  relax  and  drink  coffee,  soft  drinks,  or  milk  shakes,  and  eat 
sandwiches. 

The  bookstore  is  the  source  for  all  college  textbooks,  school  supplies, 
college  jackets  and  shirts,  physical  education  uniforms,  pennants,  toilet 
articles,  art  and  drafting  supplies,  greeting  cards,  posters,  study  notes  and 
departmental  supplies. 

MAIL  SERVICE 

All  students  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College,  Wesson  Campus,  will  have 
mailboxes  in  Callender  Hall.  Mail  should  be  addressed  to  the  student  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College,  Wesson,  Mississippi,  along  with  the  box 
number.  Mail  service  is  not  provided  for  the  commuter  students  on  the 
Natchez  Campus. 

GUIDANCE 

Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  recognizes  the  fact  that  almost  all  beginning 
college  students  need  assistance  in  making  educational  and  vocational  plans  as 
well  as  help  with  their  own  personal  adjustments.  The  primary  goal  of  the 
guidance  program  at  Co-Lin  is  not  simply  to  direct  the  student,  but  to  aid  him 
in  understanding  and  solving  for  himself  various  problems  which  may  arise. 

A  complete  program  of  vocational,  educational,  and  personal  counseling  is 
conducted  on  campus  through  the  services  of  trained  counselors  working  in 
cooperation  with  all  other  faculty  members. 

A  library  of  occupational  and  educational  material  is  maintained  in  the 
Career  Development  Center  for  students  who  may  be  seeking  additional 
knowledge  regarding  careers  and/or  senior  institutions. 

Diagnostic  testing  and  self  analysis  is  available  at  no  charge.  This  service  is 
by  appointment. 

Through  the  Vocational-Technical  Counselor's  Office,  assistance  is  offered 
to  graduating  vocational  and  technical  students  in  locating  suitable  employ- 
ment. Consultation  services  are  also  offered  through  this  office  in  regard  to 
labor  market  survey,  job  analyses,  and  job  openings. 

As  a  student  encounters  various  difficulties  and  problems,  he  is  invited  to 
discuss  these  with  one  of  the  counselors.  Guidance  and  counseling  offices  are 
located  in  the  Henley  Student  Union,  in  the  F.  M.  Fortenberry  Vocational- 
Technical  Building,  and  in  the  Admissions  Office  on  the  Natchez  Campus. 

CAREER  DEVELOPMENT  CENTER 

Planning  for  a  career  should  be  one  of  the  most  important  steps  anyone  takes 
to  become  a  self-directed,  self-supporting,  productive  individual.  Because  of 
Co-Lin's  "open  door"  policy,  the  student  population,  both  traditional  and 
non-traditional,  is  very  diversified  and  the  career  or  occupational  needs  of 
each  student  vary  from  those  preparing  to  transfer  to  a  four-year  institution,  to 
enter  the  work  force  after  one  or  two  years,  or  to  prepare  for  immediate 
employment.  The  goal  of  the  new  Career  Development  Center  is  to  help  meet 
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the  needs  of  all  students  in  providing  information  pertinent  to  their  education 
and  their  chosen  career  and  how  to  meet  the  demands  of  living  in  a  changing 
world. 

STUDENT  CONDUCT 

One  of  the  objectives  of  Co-Lin  is  to  develop  self-reliance  and  to  form 
desirable  and  acceptable  habits  of  conduct. 

Instead  of  numerous  regulations  designed  to  cover  in  detail  matters  of 
student  conduct,  all  students  enrolled  in  Co-Lin  will  be  expected  to  conform  to 
the  ordinary  rules  of  a  polite  society. 

Some  acts  of  misconduct  which  are  unacceptable  and  subject  the  student  to 
disciplinary  action  are  listed  in  the  Co-Lin  Student  Handbook. 

All  matters  relating  to  discipline  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Dean  of 
Students  on  the  Wesson  Campus  and  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records 
on  the  Natchez  Campus. 

VETERANS 

Veterans  are  admitted  on  the  same  basis  as  other  students.  Published 
calendar,  policies  and  regulations  apply  to  those  students  enrolled  in  non- 
accredited  clock-hour  courses  in  receipt  of  educational  assistance  from  the 
Veterans  Administration  and  to  those  students  enrolled  in  academic  programs 
unless  otherwise  specified. 

The  school  maintains  a  record  of  the  previous  education  and  training  of 
veterans  or  eligible  persons  and  clearly  indicates  that  appropriate  credit  has 
been  given  with  the  training  period  shortened  proportionally,  when 
applicable,  and  the  veteran  or  eligible  person  and  the  V.  A.  are  so  notified. 

A  veteran  should  contact  the  VA  Representative  on  the  campus  to  apply  for 
benefits  and  advance  pay.  Provided  he  applies  in  time,  a  check  will  be  waiting 
for  him  for  payment  of  fees  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 

SCHOOL  STANDARDS  OF  PROGRESS  AS  REQUIRED 
BY  VA  REGULATION  14253  (D) 

All  academic  and  attendance  records  pertaining  to  students  who  receive 
benefits  from  the  Veterans  Administration  are  kept  in  fire-proof  files  in  the 
office  of  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records.  They  are  open  for  inspection 
by  the  Veterans  Administration  at  all  times. 

Students  are  admitted  to  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  on  a  temporary 
basis  until  all  admission  requirements  are  met.  They  are  not  certified  to  the 
Veterans  Administration  until  these  requirements  are  met.  These 
requirements  are  checked  on  the  student's  permanent  record. 

All  VA  forms  pertaining  to  a  VA  student  are  kept  in  file  as  well  as  previous 
education  records.  Each  permanent  record  shows  previous  education  and 
training.  Proper  credit  is  recorded  on  the  Enrollment  Certificates  submitted  to 
the  VA. 

The  permanent  records  show  the  final  grade  in  each  subject  for  which  the 
student  is  enrolled.  It  shows  his  withdrawal  and  re-enrollment  in  subjects 
should  he  re-enroll  in  one  from  which  he  has  withdrawn. 
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The  policy  of  Copiah-Lincoln  relative  to  conduct  is  outlined  in  the  Student 
Handbook.  All  VA  students  enrolled  are  advised  of  these  regulations  and  are 
expected  to  abide  by  them. 

A  student  receiving  VA  benefits  will  be  placed  on  academic  probation  when 
he  fails  to  pass  nine  (9)  semester  hours  on  the  Wesson  Campus  and  six  (6) 
semester  hours  on  the  Natchez  Campus  during  a  term.  A  VA  student  who  is 
placed  on  academic  probation  will  be  removed  from  probationary  status  if  he 
passes  nine  (9)  semester  hours  on  the  Wesson  Campus  and  six  (6)  semester 
hours  on  the  Natchez  Campus  the  following  term. 

If  a  VA  student  fails  to  remove  himself  from  academic  probation,  he  will  be 
suspended  for  one  term  and  the  VA  notified. 

The  attendance  requirements  are  listed  in  the  college  catalog.  The  atten- 
dance records  are  kept  in  the  instructor  grade  books  which  are  turned  in  to  the 
office  of  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  at  the  end  of  each  year  and 
stored.  The  total  absences  are  turned  in  with  the  grades  each  semester  and 
become  a  part  of  the  student's  permanent  record.  A  student  dismissed  for 
unsatisfactory  attendance  may  enroll  the  next  semester  on  probation.  If  a 
student  enrolls  on  probation,  he  will  have  to  be  out  of  school  the  next  full 
semester  should  he  be  dismissed  for  unsatisfactory  attendance  while  on 
probation.  The  VA  will  be  notified  of  all  academic  dismissals. 

VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL  EDUCATION 

One  of  the  primary  objectives  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  is  to 
provide  vocational  and  technical  training  programs  designed  to  prepare  the 
student  for  immediate  employment.  In  keeping  with  this  objective  a  wide 
variety  of  vocational  and  technical  training  programs  is  offered  on  both  the 
Wesson  and  Natchez  campuses. 

Vocational  training  programs  include  auto  mechanics,  commerical  truck 
driving,  machine  shop,  welding,  heavy  equipment  mechanics,  heavy 
equipment  operator,  practical  nursing,  cosmetology,  occupational  food 
service  and  management,  and  air  conditioning,  heating,  and  refrigeration. 

Technical  programs  include  drafting  and  design,  technology  of  child  care 
development,  sales  and  management  technology,  computer  technology, 
computer  operations, electronics  technology,  medical  laboratory  technology, 
radiography,  and  business  technology. 

Special  interest  and  special  short  term  vocational  courses  or  workshops  may 
be  offered  when  the  demand  and  interest  is  shown  for  offering  such  courses. 

Start-up  training  for  new  and  expanding  industries  is  available  upon 
request.  Any  business  or  industry  that  desires  training  for  employees  due  to 
expansion  or  relocation  may  contact  the  vocational-technical  division. 

DIVISION  OF  ADULT  AND  CONTINUING  EDUCATION 

Copiah-Lincoln,  as  a  community  oriented  and  service  institution,  offers  a 
wide  variety  of  activities  to  the  citizens  of  the  district.  Special  interest  non- 
credit  courses,  conferences  and  workshops,  and  Adult  Basic  Education  courses 
can  be  developed  in  each  of  the  supporting  counties  as  need  arises. 

Evening  Classes  will  be  offered  in  any  subject  or  subjects  taught  when  it 
becomes  evident  that  there  is  sufficient  demand  to  justify  the  offering.  The 
purpose  of  evening  classes  is  to  meet  the  following  needs: 
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1.  For  adults  who  desire  trade  training  courses. 

2.  For  adults  who  feel  the  need  for  additional  citizenship  and  cultural 
courses  to  be  taken  without  regard  to  entrance  units  or  college  credit. 

3.  For  adults  who  desire  to  earn  regular  college  credits  to  apply  toward 
graduation. 

Evening  classes  for  which  regular  college  credit  is  given  will  meet  the  same 
minimum  requirements  in  hours  as  for  other  regular  courses.  The  meeting 
nights  and  courses  will  be  set  up  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  largest  number 
of  students  concerned. 

Continuing  Education  Unit,  a  unit  of  measure,  is  a  means  of  recording  an 
individual's  participation  in  non-credit  classes,  courses,  and  programs.  The 
units  are  issued  after  successful  completion  on  the  basis  of  one  C.E.U.  for  every 
ten  contact  hours  of  participation  in  an  organized  continuing  education  expe- 
rience under  responsible  sponsorship,  capable  direction,  and  qualified  instruc- 
tion. 

Conference  and  Workshop  service  is  provided  by  the  division  of  Adult  and 
Continuing  Education.  The  division  will  assist  any  department  of  the  college, 
state  and  local  agencies,  education  and  professional  groups,  and  civic  organiza- 
tions in  the  development  and  presentation  of  conferences,  workshops  and 
programs  which  provide  educational  opportunities  to  the  people  of  this  area. 

Adult  Basic  Education  is  a  program  primarily  for  adults  who  have  not 
completed  their  high  school  education.  These  classes  are  conducted  in  all 
counties,  usually  at  night,  with  the  cooperation  of  county  school  officials.  This 
program  has  been  planned  and  developed  in  accordance  with  the  State  Plan  for 
Adult  Basic  Education. 

STUDY  PERIOD 

Students  are  encouraged  to  budget  their  time  so  that  they  may  have  ample 
opportunity  for  preparation  of  class  assignments.  During  vacant  periods  of  the 
day,  college  students  have  access  to  the  library  or  they  may  study  in  their 
rooms  in  the  dormitories.  Commuting  students  have  access  to  the  library  and 
the  study  lounge  in  the  Henley  Student  Union  building.  The  Learning  Center  is 
also  available  for  students  who  wish  to  study  there. 

Students  who  encounter  difficulties  and  problems  with  courses  are  advised 
to  go  to  the  Learning  Center,  see  one  of  the  counselors  on  campus,  or  see  the 
appropriate  faculty  advisor  for  assistance.  Counselors  are  located  in  the 
Henley  Student  Union  (Academic)  and  the  Fortenberry  Vocational-Technical 
Building  (Vo-Tech).  The  Admissions  and  Records  Office  provides  counseling 
service  on  the  Natchez  Campus. 

THE  UPWARD  BOUND  PROGRAM 

The  Upward  Bound  Program  assists  high  school  students  from  low-income 
families  in  developing  the  skills  and  motivation  required  to  experience  success 
in  post-secondary  training  for  a  career  of  their  choice.  During  the  academic 
year,  the  program  provides  instructional,  tutorial,  and  counseling  services  in 
the  high  school  setting.  A  summer  residential  program  enables  students  to 
improve  academic  skills  and  performance,  and  to  participate  in  social  and 
motivational  activities  relevant  to  making  career  choices  and  building  self- 
esteem. 
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SPECIAL  SERVICES  PROGRAM 

The  Special  Services  Program  at  the  Natchez  Campus  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  encompasses  several  academic  services.  The  Developmental 
Studies  Program  is  offered  to  help  students  develop  basic  skills  and  understand- 
ings necessary  to  succeed  in  other  college  programs. 

Diagnostic  testing,  peer  tutoring,  career  counseling,  self-help  modules, 
mini-courses,  and  various  lab  enrichment  services  are  available  to  Special 
Services  students  throughout  their  college  curriculum. 

HANDICAPPED  COUNSELING  SERVICES 

Counseling  services  are  available  for  handicapped  students  who  attend 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College.  A  full  time  counselor  in  the  Vocational 
Technical  Division  coordinates  the  identification  and  counseling  services  for 
those  students. 
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STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS  AND 
ACTIVITIES 

Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  believes  in  and  promotes  a  well-rounded 
program  of  student  activities.  It  is  a  part  of  the  philosophy  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  that  students  gain  development  for  life  citizenship  from  partici- 
pation in  various  student  organizations  as  from  classroom  activities. 
Therefore,  all  students  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  some  student  activity. 

RELIGIOUS 

Wesson  campus  religious  organizations  include:  B.S.U.,  Wesley  Founda- 
tion, and  the  Student  Christian  Association.  Opportunities  for  religious 
activities  are  available  at  the  Natchez  campus  based  upon  student  request  and 
interest. 

CURRICULAR  ORGANIZATIONS 

Clubs  to  promote  academic,  cultural,  and  professional  interest  and  growth 
among  students  are  the  Dramatics  Club,  VICA,  Art  Student  League,  Cosme- 
tology Students  Club,  Future  Teachers  of  America,  Gamma  Lambda  Sorority. 
Phi  Beta  Lambda,  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  Debate  Club,  English  Club,  Annual  Staff, 
Paper  Staff,  Microcosm  Club,  Esprit  Humaine,  and  Data  Processing  Club. 

To  form  a  new  organization  or  club  interested  students  must  select  a  faculty 
advisor  and  with  the  advisor  make  application  for  a  charter.  The  application 
for  charter  shall  set  forth  the  purpose,  aims,  and  need  for  the  new  organization. 
The  charter  must  be  approved  by  the  executive  council  of  the  Student  Associa- 
tion and  signed  by  the  President  of  the  college  before  the  new  group  shall  be 
considered  officially  organized. 

EXTRA  CURRICULAR  ORGANIZATIONS 

Students  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  some  extra-curricular  activity 
because  they  are  educational  and  promote  social  participation.  Included  are 
the  Culture  Club,  Shutterbugs  photography  club,  Afro-American  Plus  Club, 
the  band,  intramural  sports,  athletics  (football,  basketball,  track,  baseball, 
tennis,  and  golf)  the  college  choir  and  other  musical  groups. 
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STUDENT  FINANCIAL  AID 

The  financial  aid  programs  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  are  funded  by 
the  college,  individual  donations  to  the  college  and  the  federal  government. 
This  aid  is  made  available  to  help  deserving  students  further  their  education. 
Financial  aid  is  divided  into  four  major  categories — scholarships,  grants,  loans, 
and  work-study. 

All  academic  scholarships  are  honored  upon  enrollment  during  the  first  fall 
semester  or  term  immediately  following  the  recipient's  high  school  gradua- 
tion. Scholarship  recipients  are  expected  to  maintain  a  full-time  status  along 
with  a  certain  grade  point  average.  Withdrawal  from  the  college  terminates 
these  scholarships. 

Academic  promise  and  financial  need  are  two  basic  requirements  for 
eligibility.  The  availability  of  funds  is  a  very  important  factor  relative  to  the 
total  number  of  students  who  receive  financial  aid.  Aid  is  awarded  in  various 
amounts  for  one  academic  term  at  a  time.  Financial  aid  is  not  automatically 
renewable.  All  recipients  of  financial  aid  must  re-apply  annually.

Those  students  completing  all  the  necessary  paperwork  prior  to  July  1  will 
be  given  priority  consideration.  Only  applicants  who  have  been  accepted  for 
admission  to  the  college  will  be  considered  for  financial  assistance. 

SATISFACTORY  ACADEMIC  PROGRESS  POLICY 
WESSON  CAMPUS 

In  order  to  be  eligible  to  receive  federal  student  aid  such  as  the  Pell  Grant, 
Supplemental  Educational  Opportunity  Grant,  State  Student  Incentive  Grant, 
and  Guaranteed  Student  Loan,  the  student  must  progress  satisfactorily  toward 
completing  a  chosen  academic  or  vocational-technical  program.  These 
requirements  also  apply  to  students  participating  in  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
Work-Study  Program. 

Students  will  have  the  equivalent  of  six  (6)  full-time  semesters  in  which  to 
complete  the  degree  or  certificate  requirements.  The  required  number  of 
hours  to  be  completed  will  be  reduced  proportionately  for  part-time  students 
receiving  financial  aid.  At  the  end  of  this  period  students  will  not  be  eligible  to 
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participate  in  the  financial  aid  program  regardless  of  their  grade  point  average, 
cumulative  hours  earned  or  changes  of  programs.  A  student's  entire  record  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  will  be  evaluated  to  determine  eligibility  for 
financial  aid  regardless  of  whether  or  not  he  or  she  has  received  aid  for  all 
semesters.

Any  student  who  fails  to  meet  the  standards  will  be  allowed  one  semester  of 
probation.  Only  one  probation  semester  will  be  granted  to  students  during 
their  course  of  study.  During  this  probationary  semester,  a  student  will 
continue  to  be  eligible  for  all  financial  aid.  Upon  completion  of  the 
probationary  semester,  all  financial  aid  will  be  terminated  unless  the  minimum 
standards  are  achieved.  A  student  will  be  notified  in  writing  from  the  financial 
aid  office  as  to  his  or  her  probationary  or  suspension  status. 

Developmental  courses  will  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  regular 
courses  since  students  receive  institutional  credit  and  grades  for  these  courses. 

Students  may  repeat  a  total  of  nine  (9)  semester  hours  credit  without 
increasing  the  total  number  of  hours  attempted  for  grade  point  average 
computations.  Hours  for  repeated  courses  beyond  the  allowed  nine  (9) 
semester  hours  will  be  used  in  computing  grade  point  averages. 

Any  semester  in  which  a  student  withdraws  for  any  reason  will  be  counted 
as  a  semester  of  attendance  and  will  count  toward  the  number  of  semesters 
allowed  to  participate  in  financial  aid. 

Students  receiving  a  grade  of  "I"  (incomplete)  in  any  course  will  not  be  able 
to  receive  any  type  of  financial  aid  until  the  "I"  is  removed. 

In  order  to  be  reinstated  for  financial  aid,  a  student  must  attend  at  his  or  her 
own  expense  and  attain  the  required  hours  and  GPA  as  required  for 
satisfactory  progress.  A  student  wishing  to  appeal  the  decision  of  the  financial 
aid  office  may  do  so  by  requesting  in  writing  a  review  of  his  or  her  case  by  the 
financial  aid  committee.  The  student  in  question  must  submit  to  the  committee 
in  writing  why  the  aid  should  not  be  suspended.  The  financial  aid  committee 
will  then  meet  with  the  student  to  discuss  any  problems.  The  appeal  will  then 
be  reviewed  and  a  decision  reached  as  to  whether  the  financial  aid  probation  or 
suspension  is  justified.  Financial  aid  suspension  does  not  prevent  students  from 
attending  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  if  they  are  not  on  academic 
suspension. 
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NATCHEZ  CAMPUS 

In  order  to  be  eligible  to  receive  federal  student  aid  such  as  the  Pell  Grant, 
Supplemental  Educational  Opportunity  Grant,  State  Student  Incentive  Grant, 
Guaranteed  Student  Loan  and  the  College  Work-Study  Program,  students 
must  progress  satisfactorily  toward  completing  a  chosen  academic  or 
vocational  technical  program.  These  requirements  also  apply  to  students 
participating  in  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Work-Study  Program. 

Students  will  have  the  equivalent  of  eight  (8)  full-time  terms  in  which  to 
complete  their  degree  or  certificate  requirements.  The  required  number  of 
hours  to  be  completed  will  be  reduced  proportionately  for  part-time  students 
receiving  financial  aid.  At  the  end  of  this  period  students  will  not  be  eligible  to 
participate  in  the  financial  aid  program  regardless  of  their  grade  point  average, 
cumulative  hours  earned  or  changes  of  programs.  A  student's  entire  record  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  will  be  evaluated  to  determine  eligibility  for 
financial  aid  regardless  of  whether  or  not  he  or  she  has  received  aid  for  all 
terms.

Students  who  fail  to  meet  the  standards  will  be  allowed  one  term  of 
probation.  Only  one  probationary  term  will  be  granted  to  students  during  their 
course  of  study.  During  this  probationary  term,  students  will  continue  to  be 
eligible  for  all  financial  aid.  Upon  completion  of  the  probationary  term,  all 
financial  aid  will  be  terminated  unless  the  minimum  standards  are  achieved. 
Students  will  be  notified  in  writing  from  the  financial  aid  office  as  to  their 
probationary  or  suspension  status. 

Developmental  courses  will  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  regular 
courses  since  students  receive  institutional  credit  and  grades  for  these  courses. 

Students  may  repeat  a  total  of  nine  (9)  semester  hours  credit  without 
increasing  the  total  number  of  hours  attempted  for  grade  point  average 
computations.  Hours  for  repeated  courses  beyond  the  allowed  nine  (9) 
semester  hours  will  be  used  in  computing  grade  point  averages. 

Any  term  in  which  a  student  withdraws  for  any  reason  will  be  counted  as  a 
term  of  attendance  and  will  count  toward  the  number  of  terms  allowed  to 
participate  in  financial  aid. 

In  order  to  be  reinstated  for  financial  aid,  a  student  must  attend  at  his  or  her 
own  expense  and  attain  the  required  hours  and  GPA  as  required  for 
satisfactory  progress.  A  student  wishing  to  appeal  the  decision  of  the  financial 
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aid  office  may  do  so  by  requesting  in  writing  a  review  of  his  or  her  case  by  the 
financial  aid  committee.  The  student  in  question  must  submit  to  the  committee 
written  reason  why  the  aid  should  not  be  suspended.  The  financial  aid 
committee  will  then  meet  with  the  student  to  discuss  any  problems.  The  appeal 
will  then  be  reviewed  and  a  decision  reached  as  to  whether  the  financial  aid 
probation  or  suspension  is  justified.  Financial  aid  suspension  does  not  prevent 
students  from  attending  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  if  they  are  not  on 
academic  suspension. 


STUDENT  CONSUMER  INFORMATION 

In  compliance  with  Section  493A  of  the  Higher  Education  Act  of  1965  as 
amended,  certain  consumer  information  will  be  made  available  to  any  student 
or  prospective  student  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College.  This  information 
will  include  a  description  of  all  financial  aid  programs  plus  scholarships 
available  to  students,  application  procedures,  eligibility  requirements,  criteria 
for  recipient  selection,  a  statement  of  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  students, 
means  of  payment  and  any  other  financial  aid  information.  Information  will 
also  be  made  available  concerning  cost  of  attendance,  curricula  offered,  refund 
policy,  student  retention,  the  number  and  percentage  of  students  completing 
programs,  facilities  for  the  handicapped  and  other  general  information 
pertaining  to  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College. 

The  financial  aid  office  will  provide  this  information  to  students  requesting 
it  or  help  students  obtain  the  information. 

EXPENSES 

All  fees  are  payable  at  the  time  of  registration.  All  dormitory  students  will 
be  required  to  purchase  a  five-day  meal  ticket.  This  meal  ticket  is  not 
transferable.  The  right  is  reserved  to  increase  any  expenses  as  necessary. 

Students  may  be  required  to  move  from  a  dormitory  or  may  be  dropped 
from  class  if  fees  are  not  paid  as  agreed.

SPECIAL  FEES 


Auditing  Fee  -  One-half  of  regular  registration  fee  per  semester  hour. 

Supply  Fee  (non-refundable) — All  students  will  be  charged  $3  per  semester 
hour  for  instructional  supplies,  not  to  exceed  $30  per  term. 

Cosmetology,  Practical  Nursing  and  Medical  Lab  Technician  students  must 
purchase  uniforms  in  addition  to  registration  fees,  supply  fees  and  books. 

Special  interest  class  and  evening  vocational  class  fees  —  Cost  per  course 
will  be  announced  prior  to  registration  of  each  class. 

TEXTBOOKS 

All  students  are  expected  to  own  a  text  for  each  course.  The  cost  of  books 
varies  in  different  fields  of  study.  It  is  estimated  that  new  books  will  cost 
approximately  $150.00  for  the  first  semester  and  $100.00  second  semester,  as 
some  books  are  used  both  semesters.  Many  students  buy  second-hand  books  and 
effect  considerable  savings.  Second-hand  books,  as  well  as  new  books,  may  be 
purchased  at  the  Co-Lin  Bookstore. 

All  textbooks  which  are  in  good  condition  and  are  on  the  adopted  textbook 
list  for  the  following  year  will  be  bought  back  from  the  students. 

BOOKS  MAY  BE  SOLD  BACK  TO  THE  BOOKSTORE  DURING 
EXAM  WEEK  ONLY. 

LATE  REGISTRATION 

It  is  very  important  that  students  register  during  the  regular  days  provided 
for  registration.  A  late  registration  fee  of  $15.00  is  charged  for  any  student  who 
registers  late. 

ROOM  RESERVATIONS 

Students  who  plan  to  reside  in  a  dormitory  should  make  a  room  deposit  of 
$25.00  at  the  time  application  for  admission  is  submitted. 

Rooms  will  be  assigned  according  to  the  following  priorities: 

First  Priority — Students  from  tax-supporting  counties. 

Second  Priority — Students  from  other  counties  taking  vocational- 
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technical  courses  not  offered  in  the  student's  local  junior  college 
district. 
Third  Priority — Students  from  Mississippi  not  included  in  first  or  second 

priorities. 
Fourth  Priority — Students  from  outside  the  State  of  Mississippi. 
Students  are  allowed  the  privilege  of  requesting  a  specific  room  and  room- 
mates when  they  make  reservations.  If  both  requests  cannot  be  met,  the  request 
for  roommates  will  take  precedence. 

Students  should  make  an  on-campus  visit  to  make  room  reservations  and  to 
request  roommates. 

Rooms  will  be  held  for  students  only  two  days  after  registration,  unless 
special  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Director  of  Student  Life. 

The  reservation  fee  is  NOT  REFUNDABLE  after  August  1,  unless 
students  pay  one  semester's  room  rent. 

GRADUATION  FEE 

A  graduation  fee  of  $15.00  is  due  and  payable  upon  application  for  gradua- 
tion. There  will  be  an  additional  charge  of  $2.00  each  for  departmental 
certificates. 

STATEMENTS  OR  BILLS 

No  monthly  statements  are  mailed  to  parents  or  guardians  except  upon 
special  request  to  the  Business  Manager.  Students  will  be  responsible  for  seeing 
that  their  fees  and  expenses  are  paid  when  due  and  as  agreed  with  business 
office  personnel. 

REFUND  POLICY 

Students  who  withdraw  from  college  or  drop  a  course  without  adding 
another  are  refunded  tuition  and  fees  according  to  the  full  time  status  on  the 
following  schedule: 

First  calendar  week  80%  of  amount  paid 

Next  four  calendar  weeks  50%  of  amount  paid 

After  fifth  calendar  week  No  refund 

Students  who  drop  below  full-time  status  will  be  re-assessed  fees  at  the  part- 
time  rate  through  the  eighth  week  of  each  semester  or  term,  and  may  be 
required  to  withdraw  from  the  dormitory. 

Room  rent  and  meal  ticket  refunds  are  pro-rated  on  the  number  of  full 
weeks  remaining  in  the  semester. 

Refunds  are  made  only  when  a  student  has  officially  dropped  a  course  or  has 
officially  withdrawn  from  school. 

The  refund  policy  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  with  reference  to 
Veterans,  Veterans'  Widows,  or  War  Orphans  enrolled  under  chapter  34  or  35 
in  non-credit  clock  hours  courses,  is  on  a  pro-rata  basis  for  the  number  of 
weeks  remaining  in  the  semester.  This  is  provided  the  proper  withdrawal 
procedure  is  followed  and  refund  is  requested. 
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FURNISHINGS  FOR  ROOM  (WESSON  CAMPUS) 

Students  should  furnish  their  rooms  with  the  following  articles:  four  sheets, 
one  pillow,  two  pillow  slips,  blankets,  towels,  and  drinking  glass.  A  bedspread 
is  recommended.  The  rooms  are  furnished  with  single  width  beds  and  mat- 
tresses, dresser,  table,  and  chairs. 

Each  student  is  required  to  purchase  a  key  for  $5.  Upon  proper  withdrawal, 
$3  of  this  amount  will  be  refunded  provided  the  key  is  returned.  Students  losing 
a  dormitory  key  will  be  assessed  a  fee  of  $15  to  have  the  key  replaced  and  the 
lock  repinned. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 

All  academic  scholarships  are  honored  upon  enrollment  during  the  first  fall 
semester/term  immediately  following  the  recipient's  high  school  graduation. 
Scholarship  recipients  are  expected  to  maintain  at  full-time  sta- 
tus.Withdrawal  from  the  college  terminates  these  scholarships. 

WILLIE  AINSWORTH  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND— This  endowed 
scholarship  was  established  by  Ms.  Willie  Ainsworth,  a  lifelong  resident  of 
Simpson  County,  Mississippi,  and  a  1936  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior 
College.  Two  scholarships  will  be  awarded  each  year  to  two  Simpson  County 
students. 

R.  E.  "Bob"  ANDERSON  VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL 
MEMORIAL  SCHOLARSHIP— Established  by  his  family  and  friends  in 
memory  of  his  32  years  as  a  state  representative,  is  awarded  annually  to  an 
outstanding  vocational-technical  student. 

MARY  LILLA  ASHLEY  EDUCATION  FUND— This  fund,  estab- 
lished by  the  late  Miss  Mary  Lilla  Ashley,  is  used  as  a  loan  for  worthy  students 
to  continue  their  education.  The  recipient  must  reside  in  the  southeastern  area 
of  Copiah  County,  and  the  loan  is  to  be  repaid  monthly  when  the  student 
completes  college  training. 

NOEL  H.  ASSINK  DATA  PROCESSING  SCHOLARSHIP— This 

scholarship  was  established  by  Mr.  Noel  Assink,  former  instructor  for  data 
processing  at  Co-Lin.  This  scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  a  data  processing 
major. 

BATEMAN  CREATIVE  WRITING  AWARD— This  scholarship  for 
outstanding  creative  writing  students  was  established  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
A.  Bateman  of  Hazlehurst.  The  Batemans'  interest  in  poetry,  in  written  word 
and  in  students  prompted  the  award.  Mr.  Bateman  is  the  author  of  several 
books  of  poetry,  including  "Cotton  Candy"  and  "Turnip  Greens."

Boyd  of  Wesson,  Mississippi  and  Nice,  France  established  this  scholarship. 
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JAMES  WILSON  BRIDGES  MEMORIAL  SCHOLARSHIP— This 

scholarship  is  made  possible  by  contributions  of  the  family  of  Mr.  Bridges.  He 
was  born  and  reared  in  Wesson  and  was  a  constant  supporter  of  the  efforts  of 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College. 

BROOKHAVEN   KIWANIS   CLUB   MUSIC    SCHOLARSHIPS— 

Each  year  the  Brookhaven  Kiwanis  Club  awards  two  scholarships  to  music 
students.

ANNETTE  WEST  DONNAN  MEMORIAL  SCHOLARSHIP— This

WILLIE  H.  SMITH  SCHOLARSHIP— Mrs.  Willie  H.  Smith  of 
Brookhaven  established  this  scholarship  for  a  student  majoring  in  the  field  of 
science  and  who  is  planning  to  return  to  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  for  the 
sophomore  year  (preferably  from  Lincoln  County).

This  scholarship  was  established  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ben  Durr  of  Denton, 
Texas,  in  honor  and  recognition  of  Lt.  Colonel  Grover  Smith  and  the  members 
of  the  854th  Medical  Collecting  Company  which  was  activated  during  the 
Korean  Conflict.  This  scholarship  fund  assists  faculty  members  with  the 
expenses  of  advanced  study,  travel,  and  other  educational  opportunities. 
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ADMISSIONS  AND  REQUIREMENTS 

The  college  reserves  the  right  to  reject  or  admit  any  student. 

To  be  admitted  to  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  a  student  must  give 
evidence  that  he  is  qualified  in  scholarship  and  health.  Candidates  for  enroll- 
ment in  the  freshman  class  will  be  admitted  in  the  following  ways: 

(1)  Receipt  of  a  transcript  from  an  accredited  high  school  showing  a  min- 
imum of  15  acceptable  units,  or 

(2)  Receipt  of  a  statement  from  the  State  Department  of  Education 
showing  satisfactory  scores  on  the  General  Educational  Development  Test. 

Before  admission  can  be  granted,  the  following  must  be  in  the  office  of  the 
Registrar. 

1.  A  college  application  on  the  official  form  furnished  by  the  college. 

2.  A  transcript  of  high  school  or  previous  college  record. 

3.  Documented  evidence  of  immunization  for  measles  and  rubella  of  all 
students  born  after  1957. 

4.  Scores  on  the  American  College  Test,  (applicants  25  and  over  years  of 
age  are  exempt  from  the  ACT  requirement) 

5.  A  $25.00  room  deposit  if  the  student  is  to  live  on  campus. 
Admission  to  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  is  not  denied  to  any 

student  on  the  grounds  of  race,  color,  national  origin,  or  handicap. 

Admission  to  the  college  does  not  necessarily  guarantee  admission  to  a 
specific  program.  It  is  necessary  to  check  the  prerequisites  for  each  program  in 
order  to  determine  eligibility  for  enrolling  in  a  particular  program. 

TECHNICAL  STUDENTS 

Students  enrolled  in  a  full-time  technical  program  must  meet  the  general 
admission  requirements  of  the  college  and  the  specific  program  requirements 
listed  under  the  technical  program  descriptions. 

TRANSFER  STUDENTS 

Students  who  wish  to  attend  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  after  having 
attended  another  college  must  meet  the  same  general  requirements  as  entering 
freshmen.  District  students  whose  record  shows  unsatisfactory  scholastic 
standing  may  be  accepted  on  probation  if  their  individual  cases  indicate  they 
deserve  such  consideration. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  VOCATIONAL  PROGRAMS* 

1.  Application  and  transcript  from  last  school  attended  should  be  on  file  in 
the  records  office. 

2.  Applicants  must  take  achievement  and  aptitude  tests  as  determined  neces- 
sary for  entry  into  specific  program.  All  full-time  vocational  students 
must  take  the  Test  of  Adult  Basic  Education.  Deficiencies  in  language, 
reading,  and  mathematics  will  indicate  the  need  for  additional  instruction 
in  these  areas  until  proficient  levels  are  achieved. 

3.  Applicant  must  be  of  legal  working  age  (18)  upon  completion  of  program. 

4.  Interview  by  instructor  and/or  advisor  prior  to  registration. 
NOTE:  See  specific  requirements  listed  under  the  program  descriptions. 
^Subject  to  change  in  order  to  comply  with  State  Department  of  Education 
Vocational-Technical  Division  Regulations. 
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ADMISSIONS  PROCEDURES  (Natchez  Campus) 

Having  met  the  requirements  for  admission,  the  student  is  then  assigned  a 
faculty  advisor  who  will  assist  him/her  with  schedule  planning.  Students 
should  advance  schedule  for  classes  offered  during  summer  and  fall  terms. 
Students  may  advance  register  (make  schedules  and  pay  fees)  for  winter  and 
spring  terms.  Deadlines  for  advance  scheduling  and  advance  registering  are 
announced  each  term. 

HONORS  PROGRAM 

The  purpose  of  the  Honors  Program  is  to  provide  enriched  educational 
experiences  for  academically  talented  students.  Specially  designed  honors 
classes  are  offered  to  stimulate  the  honor  student's  spirit  of  inquiry  and  to 
provide  the  opportunity  for  more  indepth  study. 

The  Honors  Program  gives  students  the  opportunity  to  engage  in  indepen- 
dent projects  and  research,  to  confront  greater  intellectual  challenges,  to 
participate  in  more  intensive  intellectual  discussion,  and  to  join  with  others  of 
similar  ability  in  an  atmosphere  of  stimulation  and  camaraderie. 

ELIGIBILITY 

In  order  to  enroll  in  the  Honors  Program  a  student  should 

have  a  superior  ACT  score 

have  a  superior  grade  point  average 

have  two  letters  of  recommendation  from  former  teachers  or  counselors 

fill  out  an  application  form  which  includes  an  essay 

If  three  of  these  4  are  found  acceptable  by  the  honors  faculty,  the  student 
may  enroll  in  the  Honors  Program. 

Honors  courses  are  block  scheduled  so  that  honor  students  may  register  for 
all  of  these  courses  without  conflict.  Honors  courses  have  numbers  and  titles 
especially  selected  to  distinguish  them  from  comparable  regular  courses. 
Transcripts  designate  credit  earned  in  these  courses  as  honor  course  credit. 

Courses  offered  in  the  Honors  Program  are:  ENG  1213,  Honors 
Composition  I;  ENG  1223,  Honors  Composition  II;  ENG  2353,  Honors  English 
Literature  I;  ENG  2363,  Honors  English  Literature  II;  HIS  1143,  Honors 
Western  Civilization  I;  HIS  1153,  Honors  Western  Civilization  II;  and  SOC 
2913,  Honors  Colloquium. 

SUMMER  EARLY  ADMISSIONS  PROGRAM 

Between  their  junior  and  senior  years  in  high  school,  students  may  earn  as 
many  as  twelve  semester  hours  college  credit  in  summer  session  classes.  Only 
students  with  an  overall  "B"  average  in  high  school  are  eligible  to  enroll. 
There  is  no  obligation  upon  the  part  of  the  student  to  enroll  at  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  after  high  school  graduation.  Credits  earned  by  students 
enrolled  in  the  Early  Admissions  Program  are  held  until  regular  admission 
status  is  obtained  at  some  college  or  university.  All  regulations  and  fee 
schedules  apply  to  Early  Admissions  Program  students  as  apply  to  regular 
students.  To  be  admitted  to  the  Early  Admissions  Program,  students  must  have 
the  following: 

(1)  Overall  "B"  average  in  high  school  as  verified  by  the  high  school 
principal. 
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(2)  Application  for  admission  to  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College. 

(3)  Letter  of  recommendation  from  the  principal  or  counselor  at  the  stu- 
dent's high  school. 

(4)  Official  score  report  for  the  American  College  Test  (ACT). 
Further  information  may  be  obtained  by  contacting  the  Dean  of  Instruction, 

Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College,  Wesson,  Mississippi  39191. 

ADVANCED  PLACEMENT  CREDIT 

Students  from  cooperating  high  schools  can  earn  up  to  nine  (9)  semester 
hours  credit,  with  no  more  than  three  (3)  semester  hours  or  one  (1)  course  in  a 
given  subject-matter  area,  through  the  College  Board's  Advanced  Placement 
Testing  Program.  Credit  may  be  awarded  for  College  Board  test  scores  of  3  or 
above  for  each  Advanced  Placement  examination.  The  awarding  of  credit  is 
administered  by  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records. 

Accepted  Advanced  Placement  credits  are  recorded  on  the  student's  tran- 
script and  may  apply  toward  the  meeting  of  graduation  requirements.  No 
grades  or  quality  points  are  given  for  Advanced  Placement  credits.  Therefore, 
such  credits  are  not  used  in  the  computing  of  grade-point  averages. 

CREDIT  BY  EXAMINATION 

Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  will  allow  credit  by  examination  to  those 
students  who  have  participated  in  the  College  Level  Examination  Program 
(CLEP),  and  have  achieved  a  level  acceptable  to  the  college.  Credit  by  exami- 
nation is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  24  semester  hours.  This  credit  cannot  be  used 
to  reduce  the  minimum  residence  requirement  of  the  college.  Credit  by 
examination  will  be  allowed  only  for  those  students  who  have  earned  a 
minimum  of  sixteen  (16)  semester  hours  of  college  credit  at  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College.  Credit  will  not  be  given  in  courses  in  which  failing  grades  have 
been  earned.  Credit  earned  through  examinations  will  not  be  used  in  the 
computation  of  grade  point  averages.  A  grade  of  "P"  will  be  issued  for  credit 
allowed  by  examination. 

General  Examination  (CLEP):  Credit  will  be  awarded  for  each  area  the 
student  receives  a  scale  score  of  500  or  above.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Admissions  and  Records  Office  to  determine  a  person's  eligibility  to  receive 
such  credit.  CLEP  credit  appearing  on  another  institution's  transcript  will  be 
accepted  as  transfer  credit.  Credit  will  be  granted  for  successful  completion  of 
the  general  examination  in  the  following  manner.

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Subject  Area  Examination  (CLEP):  Credit  on  the  CLEP  subject  area  exami- 
nation will  be  awarded  only  to  those  students  who  make  a  scaled  score  of  50  or 
above.  The  Dean  of  Instruction  along  with  the  appropriate  Division  Chairper- 
son will  make  the  determination  as  to  specific  course  credit  to  be  granted  on 
CLEP  subject  area  examination.  Credit  appearing  on  another  institution's 
transcript  will  be  accepted  as  transfer  credit. 

The  combined  credit  on  all  CLEP  examinations,  both  general  and  subject 
area,  may  not  exceed  30  semester  hours. 

TELEVISED  COLLEGE  CREDIT  PROGRAM 

Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  is  a  member  of  the  State  Television  Council 
on  Higher  Education  and  participates  in  activities  of  the  Council  by  offering 
credit  for  approved  college  courses  which  are  broadcast  by  the  Mississippi 
Authority  for  Educational  Television. 

Further  information  may  be  obtained  by  writing  the  Dean  of  Instruction. 

CLASSIFICATION 

Students  with  fewer  than  28  semester  hours  of  credit  are  classified  as 
freshmen;  students  with  28  semester  hours  or  more  are  sophomores;  students 
taking  work  after  graduation  are  special  students.  The  normal  load  of  work  is 
fifteen  to  eighteen  semester  hours.  All  dormitory  students  will  be  required  to 
take  at  least  twelve  semester  hours.  The  minimum  load  is  twelve  semester 
hours;  the  maximum  load  is  eighteen  semester  hours  unless  one  of  the  subjects 
is  a  four-hour  course.  No  student  may  carry  hours  below  the  minimum  or 
above  the  maximum  without  special  written  permission  recommended  by  the 
Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  and  approved  by  the  Dean  of  Instruction. 
Students  enrolled  in  twelve  (12)  semester  hours  at  the  Wesson  Campus  and 
nine  (9)  semester  hours  at  the  Natchez  Campus  are  classified  as  full-time 
students. 

CLASS  ATTENDANCE  (Wesson  Campus) 

Students  are  urged  to  attend  all  classes  unless  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  be 
absent.  Since  there  are  times,  however,  when  students  feel  that  they  must  miss 
class,  the  following  regulations  for  class  attendance  have  been  established. 

An  absence  should  occur  only  because  of  emergencies  of  death  or  accident  in 
the  student's  family,  illness  of  the  student,  or  in  the  student's  family. 

An  official  absence  occurs  when  a  student  represents  the  school.  The  person 
responsible  for  requesting  official  absences  must  turn  in  the  request  to  the 
Director  of  Student  Life  at  least  forty-eight  (48)  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  the 
absence. 

Three  tardies  will  constitute  an  absence.  A  student  is  counted  as  being  absent 
if  he  is  more  than  fifteen  minutes  late  to  a  class.  The  policy  regarding  tardies 
for  the  Vocational  Trade  students  is  as  follows:  After  the  first  two  tardies  in 
any  trade  class  (related  or  laboratory),  each  additional  tardy  will  count  as  one 
hour  absent  during  a  semester. 

A  student  is  responsible  for  all  work  missed  regardless  of  the  cause  of  the 
absence. 

A  student  who  misses  an  announced  test  or  examination  receives  a  zero  on 
the  test  unless  the  teacher  deems  the  absence  to  be  of  a  justifiable  nature. 
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The  total  number  of  absences  in  each  course  will  be  reported  on  the  grade 
sheet  each  grading  period  and  will  become  a  part  of  the  student's  permanent 
record.  Instructors  will  report  to  the  Director  of  Student  Life  when  a  student's 
performance,  as  based  on  attendance,  indicates  the  student  has  missed  one-half 
o£  the  number  of  allowed  absences.  The  Director  of  Student  Life  will  notify 
the  student  and  his  parents  that  the  absences  are  jeopardizing  the  student's 
chance  to  pass  the  course. 

If  a  student  has  excessive  absences,  he  may  appeal  to  the  Absentee 
Committee  for  an  extension  of  allowed  absences. 

CLASS  ATTENDANCE  (Natchez  Campus) 

Students  in  evening  classes  are  allowed  ONE  absence  per  course  during  each 
eleven-week  term.  Students  in  day  classes  are  allowed  THREE  absences  per 
MWF  course  and  TWO  absences  per  TT  course  during  each  eleven-week 
term. 

Excessive  absences  result  in  an  automatic  failure  unless  an  extension  of 
allowable  absences  is  granted  either  by  the  Admissions  Office  personnel  or 
upon  appeal  to  the  Absentee  Committee.  Students  who  leave  during  a  class 
break  are  recorded  one  full  absence  (day  and  evening  classes). 

If  a  student  exceeds  the  number  of  allowable  absences  for  reasons  beyond 
the  control  of  that  student,  appeal  may  be  made  for  a  possible  extension  of 
allowable  absences.  Reasons  for  which  an  appeal  may  be  submitted  include, 
but  are  not  limited  to,  the  following:  confirmed  illness,  death  of  a  relative, 
mandatory  shiftwork  schedules  that  cause  conflict  with  a  class  and  over  which 
the  student  has  no  control. 

Excused  absences  are  not  granted  to  students  for  ANY  reason  if  the  total 
number  of  absences  accumulated  exceed  the  following: 

Evening  classes  3  absences 

MWF  Day  classes  6  absences 

TT  Day  classes  4  absences 

Students  are  urged  to  be  present  for  all  classes  except  in  such  instances  that  it 
is  impossible  to  attend.  In  all  cases  students  are  held  responsible  for  arranging 
to  make-up  work  that  is  missed  due  to  absence. 

Classes  missed  due  to  late  registration  are  recorded  as  absences  and  are 
counted  in  the  total  number  of  absences  for  each  class  missed. 

Appeals  for  an  extension  of  allowable  absences  are  accepted  by  the  admis- 
sions office  personnel. 

SUBJECTS  DROPPED  (Wesson  Campus) 

Any  subject(s)  dropped  before  the  end  of  the  ninth  week  will  constitute  a 
"W"  (withdrawal),  provided  there  have  been  no  excessive  absences,  while 
subject(s)  dropped  after  the  ninth  week  will  constitute  a  "WP"  or  "WF" 
(withdrawal  passing  or  withdrawal  failing).  A  mark  of  "WP"  or  "WF"  is 
recorded  if  the  student  officially  withdraws  after  mid-semester  but  before 
Monday  of  the  examination  week.  A  grade  of  "F"  will  be  recorded  for  courses 
in  which  excessive  absences  are  reported  prior  to  official  withdrawal. 
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GRADE  REGULATIONS 

The  regular  session  at  the  Wesson  Campus  is  divided  into  two  semesters  of 
approximately  eighteen  weeks  each.  Most  three-hour  credit  courses  meet  150 
minutes  each  week  for  eighteen  weeks.  Each  semester  is  divided  into  two  nine- 
week  periods.  Grades  are  mailed  to  the  home  address  of  each  student  at  mid- 
semester  and  at  the  end  of  the  semester. 

The  Natchez  Campus  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  operates  on  an 
eleven-week  term  system.  Day  classes  meet  240  minutes  per  week.  Evening 
classes  meet  3Vz  hours  one  night  each  week  with  one  additional  class  session 
scheduled  on  a  Friday  night.

The  final  grade  in  a  course  is  based  on  the  evaluation  by  the  instructor  of  the 
work  done  by  the  student  in  the  course  during  the  semester. 

Incomplete  grades  are  assigned  to  a  student  if  his  inability  to  complete  the 
work  for  the  period  was  due  to  sickness  or  some  unavoidable  circumstance. 
This  deficiency  may  be  removed  during  the  succeeding  semester  at  the  Wesson 
campus;  otherwise,  it  will  be  recorded  as  an  F. 

At  the  Natchez  campus,  students  who  receive  incomplete  grades  shall  have 
two  succeeding  terms  to  remove  such  grades.  At  the  end  of  this  period  the 
grade  "I"  will  be  changed  to  grade  "F"  if  satisfactory  conditions  for  course 
completion  have  not  been  met. 

REPEATED  COURSE  POLICY 

Students  in  academic  or  technical  curricula  who  desire  to  improve  their 
grade  point  averages  may  do  so  by  repeating  courses.  For  academic  or 
technical  courses  for  which  semester  hour  credit  is  awarded,  students  may 
repeat  a  total  of  nine  (9)  semester  hours  credit  without  increasing  the  total 
number  of  hours  attempted  for  GPA  computations.  Hours  for  repeated  courses 
beyond  the  allowed  nine  (9)  semester  hours  will  be  used  in  computing  grade 
point  averages  except  for  students  who  transfer  from  Associate  Degree 
Programs  to  Certificate  Programs  and  then  only  the  courses  specified  in  the 
particular  Certificate  Program  will  be  used  in  determining  the  grade  point 
average. 

The  repeat  course  policy  does  not  apply  to  courses  or  programs  for  which 
credit  other  than  semester-hour  transfer  credit  is  awarded.  Such  courses  or 
programs  may  be  repeated  without  penalty  upon  approval  by  the  Dean  of 
Instruction  and/or  the  Associate  Dean  for  Vocational-Technical  Instruction. 
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ACADEMIC  PROBATION 

Any  full-time  student  at  the  Wesson  Campus  who  fails  to  pass  a  minimum  of 
nine  semester  hours  will  be  placed  on  academic  probation  for  the  following 
semester. 

Should  the  student  fail  to  pass  nine  hours  for  the  semester  in  which  he/she  is 
on  probation,  then  it  will  be  necessary  for  that  student  to  attend  summer  school 
and  pass  nine  semester  hours  or  remain  out  of  school  for  one  full  semester 
before  being  considered  for  readmission. 

At  the  Natchez  Campus,  any  full-time  day  or  evening  student  who  fails  to 
pass  a  minimum  of  six  semester  hours  per  term  will  be  placed  on  academic 
probation  for  the  following  term.  Should  the  student  fail  to  pass  six  semester 
hours  during  the  term  that  he/she  is  on  academic  probation,  that  student  will 
be  dismissed  for  academic  failure  and  will  not  be  eligible  for  admission  as  a 
full-time  student  for  a  period  of  two  consecutive  terms. 

CHANGES  OF  SCHEDULE 

1.  Changes  in  schedule  may  be  made  only  with  special  permission  from  the 
Counselor  and  advisor.  This  includes  adding  or  dropping  courses. 

2.  A  fee  of  $1.00  must  be  paid  for  each  change  in  schedule  after  schedule  has 
been  turned  in  at  completion  of  registration.  This  includes  adding  and 
dropping  courses. 

3.  A  grade  of  "W"  will  be  recorded  for  any  course  officially  dropped 
before  the  end  of  the  first  nine  weeks  of  the  fall  and  spring  semester, 
provided  the  student  has  not  exceeded  allowable  absences.  The  grade 
"W"  is  not  used  in  computing  grade  point  average. 

4.  A  grade  of  "WP"  or  "WF"  will  be  recorded  for  any  course  dropped 
after  the  Friday  of  the  ninth  week.  A  course  with  a  grade  of  "WF"  is 
considered  as  attempted  hours  and  is  used  in  computing  grade  point 
average. 

At  the  Natchez  Campus,  students  may  add  or  drop  courses  through  the  first 
calendar  week  of  a  term.  These  schedule  changes  require  the  approval  of  the 
faculty  members  involved  and  an  Admissions  Office  counselor.  Change  of 
schedule  carries  a  fee  of  $1.00.  A  mark  of  "WP"  or  "WF"  is  recorded  if  the 
student  officially  withdraws  after  the  sixth  week  but  before  Monday  of  the 
examination  week. 

DEVELOPMENTAL  STUDIES 

Adequate  skills  levels  in  the  areas  of  English,  reading  and  mathematics  are 
vital  for  successful  achievement  in  college-level  courses.  To  assure  that 
students  are  able  to  achieve  to  the  greatest  extent  possible  in  their  selected 
curricula,  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  offers  developmental  studies 
programs  to  help  elevate  student  skills  levels  according  to  individual  needs. 
Institutional  credit  is  awarded  for  developmental  courses  and  these  credits  may 
be  counted  in  the  total  number  of  credit  hours  required  for  graduation  from 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College.  Developmental  courses  are  not  designed  to 
take  the  place  of  regular  college-level  courses,  but  to  prepare  students  to  enroll 
in  the  regular  courses. 
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CRITERIA  FOR  THE  PLACEMENT  OF  STUDENTS 

IN  DEVELOPMENTAL  STUDIES  COURSES 

AT  THE  WESSON  CAMPUS  ARE: 

Mathematics 

MAT  1103 — Developmental  Mathematics  I 

1.  Students  with  no  high  school  algebra  take  a  test  of  arithmetic  skills.  A 
score  of  22  or  less  on  this  test  places  the  student  in  MAT  1103. 

2.  This  course  carries  three  hours  of  institutional  credit  and  is  not  intended 
to  meet  graduation  requirements. 

MAT  1203 — Developmental  Mathematics  II 

1 .  Students  who  score  above  22  on  the  test  of  arithmetic  skills  or  who  score 
below  15  on  the  Algebra  I  placement  test  are  placed  in  MAT  1203. 

2.  This  course  carries  three  hours  of  institutional  credit  and  is  not  intended 
to  meet  graduation  requirements. 

MAT  1233— Intermediate  Algebra 

1.  Prerequisites:  (a)  Successful  completion  of  MAT  1203  or  (b)  One  year  of 
high  school  algebra  and  a  score  of  15  or  above  on  the  Algebra  I  placement 
test. 

2.  This  course  carries  three  hours  institutional  credit  but  does  not  satisfy  the 
graduation  requirement  in  mathematics. 

English 

The  following  criteria  will  be  used  for  placement  of  students  in  English  1103 
with  emphasis  on  writing. 

1.  Students  with  an  English  ACT  score  of  10  or  below  and  pass  the 
placement  paragraph  must  enroll  in  English  1103. 

2.  Students  with  an  English  ACT  score  of  10  or  below  and  fail  the 
placement  paragraph  must  enroll  in  English  1103  with  emphasis  on 
grammar. 

3.  Students  with  an  English  ACT  score  of  11  and  above  and  fail  the 
placement  paragraph  will  be  ADVISED  to  enroll  in  English  1103  or  will 
be  enrolled  in  English  1113  at  the  student's  option.  (English  labs  may  be 
assigned  by  instructor  in  English  1113.) 

Reading 

REA  1103— Developmental  Reading  I 
Course  entrance  criteria  (student  meets  any  two  of  these): 

1.  ACT  Social  Studies  score  below  10 

2.  DTLS  Reading  Comprehension  Test  Score  of  25  or  below 

3.  GPA  below  3.0  (B  average)  on  high  school  grades 

REA  1203— Developmental  Reading  II 
Course  entrance  criteria  (student  meets  any  two  of  these): 

1.  ACT  Social  Studies  score  below  10 

2.  DTLS  Reading  Comprehension  Test  Score  between  26-29 

3.  Below  a  B  average  on  high  school  grades 
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CRITERIA  FOR  THE  PLACEMENT  OF  STUDENTS  IN  THE  DEVELOP- 
MENTAL STUDIES  COURSES  AT  THE  NATCHEZ  CAMPUS  ARE: 

Reading 

The  Developmental  Reading  Program  is  a  series  of  courses  divided  into 
three  academic  quarters  of  intensive  reading  experiences  based  on  individual 
strengths  and  weaknesses.  This  competency-based  program  is  required  of  all 
freshmen  with  15  or  below  on  the  ACT  Social  Studies  Reading  section.  Course 
exit  is  determined  by  demonstrated  competence. 

REA  1103  Designed  to  give  extensive  practice  in  basic  reading  processing  with 
emphasis  on  vocabulary  development  and  basic  comprehension  skills.  Three 
semester  hours  of  institutional  credit  awarded  at  the  end  of  1203. 

REA  1203  (or  competency  test  score  equivalency  is  a  prerequisite  for  REA 
1103)  Designed  to  provide  specific  skills  practice  for  students  whose  reading 
proficiency  is  inadequate  for  successful  college  performance.  Special  areas 
of  emphasis:  sustained  silent  reading,  comprehension  strategies,  time  man- 
agement PQ4R,  marking,  mapping,  vocabulary  building,  and  reading  flexi- 
bility. Three  hours  of  institutional  credit  awarded. 

REA  1213  (REA  1103,  1203,  or  competency  test  score  equivalent  is  a  prerequi- 
site for  REA  1213)  Designed  to  diagnose  and  remediate  individual  student 
skill  weaknesses.  General  areas  of  emphasis:  listening  and  notemaking, 
textbook  notemaking,  testwiseness,  developing  content  area  vocabulary, 
paragraph  patterns,  memory  training  skills  and  diversified  rate  strategies. 
Three  hours  of  institutional  credit  awarded. 

Learning  Center 

In  addition  to  developmental  reading,  students  may  enroll  in  the  following 
courses  offered  through  the  Learning  Center  at  the  Natchez  Campus: 
EDU  1411  Advanced  Study  Skills 

For  accelerated  students  who  have  achieved  16  or  above  on  the  ACT,  or 
completed  REA  1103  C,  EDU  1411  is  designed  to  foster  insight  and  practice 
of  critical  reading  skills  needed  for  efficient  and  effective  pursuit  of  college 
level  courses,  both  graduate  and  undergraduate.  Six  key  comprehension 
skills,  subject  area  vocabulary  concepts,  outlining,  the  PQ3R  study  method, 
paragraph  analysis  and  synthesis,  precis'  summary  writing,  and  rate  diver- 
sity are  all  explored  and  practiced.  (One  semester  hour  credit.) 

Mathematics 
The  Developmental  Math  Program  is  a  series  of  two  courses  designed  to 
prepare  students  for  college  level  mathematics.  Students  with  an  ACT  math 
score  of  12  or  below  will  be  given  the  TABE  and  McGraw-Hill  Math  tests  to 
determine  placement  in  MAT  1103  or  MAT  1203. 

English 
ENG  1103 — Developmental  English — Students  who  make  11  or  12  on  the 
English  section  of  the  ACT  and/or  a  "D"  average  in  high  school  English  are 
advised  to  take  ENG  1 103.  If  a  student  makes  10  or  below  on  the  English  section 
of  the  ACT,  the  student  is  required  to  take  ENG  1103.  (This  course  carries 
three  hours  institutional  credit). 
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WITHDRAWAL  FROM  COLLEGE 

For  an  official  withdrawal  during  a  semester/quarter,  the  student  must 
obtain  a  formal  WITHDRAWAL  PERMIT  from  a  counselor  and  have  it 
properly  signed.  Students  failing  to  conform  to  this  regulation  will  forfeit  their 
right  to  any  refund  from  the  business  office  and  a  grade  of  "F"  will  be  recorded 
for  all  subjects  for  which  the  student  was  registered  during  that  term. 

All  dormitory  students  must  properly  withdraw  at  the  end  of  the  session. 
Dormitory  withdrawal  must  be  completed  no  later  than  the  official  closing 
date  of  the  college. 

Students  living  in  married  quarters  must  withdraw  with  the  Business  Man- 
ager and  will  be  charged  rent  until  properly  withdrawn. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

Students  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  may  pursue  one  of  three  routes 
to  graduation  by  completing  the  requirements  for: 

1.  The  Associate  in  Arts  Degree, 

2.  The  Associate  in  Applied  Science  Degree,  or, 

3.  A  Program  Certificate 

Candidates  for  the  Associate  in  Arts  Degree  must  complete  a  minimum  of  64 
semester  hours.  These  students  must  complete:  English  composition,  six  hours; 
college  algebra  (or  a  higher  math  in  complexity),  three  hours;  laboratory 
science,  six  hours;  humanities  and  fine  arts,  nine  hours  (includes  literature, 
history,  philosophy,  and  non-performance  fine  arts);  physical  education,  two 
hours;  and  elective  subjects  to  complete  the  total  sixty-four  hours 
requirement. 

Exception:  students  who  need  all  their  hours  to  meet  the  course  require- 
ments in  their  major  field,  as  set  up  by  the  senior  college  for  the  first  two  years, 
shall  be  required  to  meet  the  senior  college  requirements  in  lieu  of  those  stated 
above. 

Candidates  for  the  Associate  in  Applied  Science  degree  must  complete  a 
minimum  of  64  semester  hours.  This  degree  is  for  those  students  in  curriculums 
which  do  not  allow  them  to  meet  the  course  requirements  for  the  Associate  in 
Arts  degree.  To  be  eligible  to  receive  this  degree  a  student  must  pass  all  courses 
in  his  curriculum  and  be  in  line  to  receive  a  certificate  in  his  field  of  study. 

Candidates  for  Certificate  graduation  must  complete  all  courses  in  the 
vocational  curriculum  in  which  they  are  enrolled. 

Students  completing  the  requirements  for  an  Associate  in  Arts,  or  an  Asso- 
ciate in  Applied  Science  degree,  or  a  certificate  from  the  vocational  depart- 
ment must  have  a  2.0  quality  point  average  in  all  hours  attempted. 

A  student  must  complete  the  last  regular  semester  at  Copiah- Lincoln  Junior 
College  in  order  to  graduate. 

Not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  work  required  for  graduation  may  be  done 
by  correspondence  and/or  extension. 

Each  student  is  responsible  for  checking  on  his  credits,  scheduling  of 
subjects,  and  otherwise  meeting  requirements  for  graduation.  The  Counselors, 
Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  and  other  faculty  advisors  will  assist  in 
planning  a  schedule  and  program,  but  the  final  responsibility  rests  with  the 
student. 

Candidates  for  graduation  should  file  their  applications  with  the  Director  of 
Admissions  and  Records  for  diploma  or  departmental  certificate  not  later  than 
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the  end  of  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  semester  in  which  they  plan  to  graduate, 
or  if  a  summer  graduate,  not  later  than  the  beginning  of  the  summer  term  in 
which  they  expect  to  graduate. 

All  graduates  are  expected  to  participate  in  the  practice  for  graduation  and 
the  graduation  exercises. 

ACADEMIC  RECORDS 

The  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  prepares  and  maintains  a  perma- 
nent scholastic  record  for  each  student.  These  records  are  treated  with  due 
regard  to  the  personal  nature  of  the  information  they  contain.  The  records  are 
the  property  of  the  college;  however,  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records 
will  honor  a  student's  written  request  that  his  official  academic  record  not  be 
released  or  information  contained  in  his  record  not  be  disclosed.  Unless  there  is 
a  written  request  to  the  contrary,  the  following  information  will  be  made 
available  to  parents,  spouses,  prospective  employers,  government  security 
agencies,  previous  schools  attended,  campus  organizations  which  require  min- 
imum scholastic  averages  for  memberships  and  organizations  awarding  finan- 
cial assistance  (grants,  scholarships  and  loans):  name,  date  and  place  of  birth, 
address,  dates  of  attendance,  major  field  of  study,  class  rank,  and  quality  point 
average.  Transcripts  are  released  only  at  the  request  of  the  student. 

One  transcript  will  be  furnished  each  student  free  of  charge.  For  every 
transcript  after  the  first,  a  fee  of  $2.00  will  be  assessed. 


HONORS 

Students  who  attain  an  average  of  3.2  quality  points  for  each  semester  hour 
are  graduated  with  HONORS;  those  who  have  an  average  of  3.6  quality  points 
for  each  semester  hour  are  graduated  with  HIGH  HONORS;  and  those  who 
make  4  quality  points  with  every  semester  hour  are  graduated  with  HIGHEST 
HONORS.  A  student  graduating  with  honors  will  have  the  proper  designation 
inscribed  on  his  diploma  and  entered  on  his  record. 
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COURSE  OFFERINGS  FOR  TERMINAL 
OR  DEGREE  PROGRAMS 


The  curricula  for  the  various  programs  in  each  division  include  courses 
generally  required  for  students  planning  to  major  in  the  programs  indicated. 
There  may  be  variations  in  the  exact  subjects  needed  depending  upon  the 
requirements  of  the  senior  college  or  university  from  which  the  student  may 
expect  to  receive  a  degree. 

Substitutions  may  be  made  in  any  of  the  programs  listed  to  meet  the 
curricula  requirements  of  the  senior  college  or  university  of  the  student's 
choice. 

Courses  of  study  are  approved  for  veteran  training.

DIVISION  OF  BUSINESS

The  primary  objective  of  the  Business  Department  is  two-fold;  (1)  to

The  Music  Department  provides  the  following: 

1.  A  variety  of  opportunities  including  performing  groups,  general  courses 
in  music,  and  private  or  class  study  in  applied  music  for  both  music  majors 
and  those  students  interested  in  music  as  a  cultural  pursuit. 

2.  For  students  choosing  music  as  their  vocation,  a  course  of  study  organized 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  first  two  years  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of 
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Music  Degree  in  Piano,  Voice,  Instrumental  Music,  Music  Education  and 
Sacred  Music.  The  graduates  may  matriculate  with  junior  standing  to 
senior  colleges  or  universities. 

3.  A  musical  atmosphere  for  the  whole  campus  through  its  operas,  instru- 
mental and  choral  concerts,  festivals,  and  recitals. 

4.  Musical  enrichment  to  the  cooperating  counties  with  musical  programs 
for  churches,  schools,  civic  clubs,  and  community  functions. 

ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS 

Students  who  enroll  as  majors  or  minors  in  music  must  satisfy  the  regular 
college  entrance  requirements.  Music  faculty  members  will  counsel  with  those 
students  and  arrangements  will  be  made  during  summer  pre-registration  or  the 
regular  fall  registration  period  for  them  to  be  assigned  to  the  proper  courses  in 
applied  music  and  theory. 

Note:  For  a  student  to  be  considered  as  a  music  major,  he  must  continue  to 
meet  the  specific  requirements  as  set  up  by  the  department. 

RECITALS 

Recitals  which  are  open  to  the  public  are  presented  throughout  the  year. 
Music  majors  and  applied  non-majors  are  required  to  attend  recitals  given  by 
students,  faculty,  or  guests.  A  creditable  graduation  recital  of  30  minutes 
duration  is  required  of  music  majors.

APPLIED  MUSIC 

THE  CURRICULUM  IN  ORGAN 

The  study  of  organ  begins  with  the  manual  touch,  pedal  technique  and 
studies  for  the  independence  of  the  hands  and  feet.  Literature  is  in  keeping  with 
the  needs  of  the  individual  student.  Students  must  demonstrate  a  keyboard 
proficiency  at  the  level  of  MUA  1541  before  beginning  the  study  of  organ. 

THE  CURRICULUM  IN  PIANO 

For  students  pursuing  a  piano  major  or  emphasis,  requirements  are  in 
keeping  with  the  degree  programs  of  senior  colleges.  The  student  is  expected 
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to  develop  a  technique  and  musicianship  adequate  for  the  creditable 
performance  of  piano  literature  representative  of  the  various  stylistic  periods. 
Progress  is  expected  each  semester  in  the  technical  proficiency  of  major  and 
minor  scales,  chords  and  arpeggios.  Students  may  enroll  in  piano  for  elective 
credit  by  permission  of  the  instructor,  including  a  course  for  beginners. 
Students  whose  major  or  emphasis  is  piano  are  required  to  attend  piano 
seminars  scheduled  regularly  throughout  the  semester. 

THE  CURRICULUM  IN  VOICE 

Definite  training  in  tone  production  and  breath  control  with  drill  on  accu- 
racy of  rhythm,  clear-enunciation,  intonation,  and  artistic  interpretation. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  year  the  voice  major  should  have  acquired  and 
developed  to  a  much  higher  degree  the  principles  of  vocal  training  as  stated 
above.  The  repertoire  should  include  the  more  simple  arias  from  operas, 
oratorios,  and  classics  of  different  schools. 

THE  CURRICULUM  OF  APPLIED  WOODWINDS, 
BRASSES,  PERCUSSION,  AND  STRINGS 

Attention  is  given  to  the  development  of  technique,  interpretation,  and 
musicianship.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  ensemble  playing.  Materials  are  selected 
from  the  baroque,  classic,  romantic,  and  modern  schools  of  composition. 

THE  CURRICULUM  IN  COMPOSITION 

A  major  in  composition  seeks  to  develop  an  understanding  of  twentieth 
century  musical  concerns  and  compositional  techniques  through  their 
application  in  original  compositions.  The  study  of  composition  entails 
techniques  of  musical  notation,  the  performance  characteristics  of  voices  and 
instruments,  and  the  development  of  complete  musical  statements.  Student 
composers  are  expected  to  arrange  for  a  live  performance  of  a  composition 
each  semester,  where  such  a  performance  is  practical. 

MUSIC 

The  Music  Department  offers  a  curriculum  designed  to  meet  the  require- 
ments for  the  first  two  years  of  study  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Music  degree 
with  a  major  in  Music  Education,  Applied  Music,  or  Sacred  Music.

The  objective  of  the  Related  Studies  Lab  is  to  enable  students  to  overcome 
academic  deficiences  in  the  basic  skills  of  reading  comprehension  and 
interpretation,  arithmetic,  and  language  arts.  Vocational  and  technical 
students  who  indicate  a  low  proficiency  score  on  the  Test  of  Adult  Basic 
Education  are  required  to  attend  the  Related  Studies  Lab  a  minimum  of  3  hours 
per  week  in  the  area(s)  as  indicated  by  the  test.  Because  this  is  an 
individualized,  self-paced  program,  students  may  not  be  required  to  attend  the 
lab  a  full  term  but  only  until  he/she  achieves  the  functioning  level  needed  to 
receive  full  value  of  the  education  being  pursued.

COMPUTER  TECHNOLOGY 

Mr.  D.  Smith,  Mrs.  E.  Hutchins,  Advisors  (Wesson  Campus) 

This  two-year  technical  program  provides  students  with  a  knowledge  o( 
Business  Information  Systems  and  a  firm  background  in  Computer 
Programming  with  its  business/industry  applications.  The  program  is  designed 
to  prepare  students  to  analyze  and  design  computer  systems  which  consist  of 
writing,  testing,  monitoring,  debugging,  implementing,  and  maintaining 
computer  programs  and  peripheral  hardware.  In  addition,  students  will  learn 
accounting  procedures  and  their  relationship  with  computerized  business 
applications.  The  students  work  with  the  IBM  System  34,  System  36,  and  the 
IBM  Personal  Computer.  The  high-level  programming  languages  are  taught 
with  an  emphasis  on  COBOL  and  RPG  II.  Language  capabilities  of  the  systems 
include  BASIC,  COBOL,  FORTRAN  IV,  and  RPG  II. 

Special  admission  requirements  are: 

1.  ACT  composite  score  of  12  or  above. 

2.  ACT  scores  of  12  or  above  on  the  math  and  social  studies  section. 
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3.  A  score  of  not  less  than  36  on  the  Data  Processing  Aptitude  Test  for 
Computer  Programmers  administered  by  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College 
personnel. 

4.  Students  enrolled  in  the  Computer  Operations  Program  may  transfer  to 
the  Computer  Technology  Program  under  the  following  conditions: 

Completion  of  the  first  semester  with  an  overall  C  (2.0)  average  and  a 
B  (3.0)  average  in  Technical  Computer  Technology  courses.

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  train  students  in  all  phases  of  cosmetology. 
Training  includes  one  year  of  classroom  and  laboratory  activities  which  are 
necessary  to  become  proficient  as  a  cosmetologist.

SPECIAL  PROGRAMS  (WESSON  CAMPUS) 

COSMETOLOGY  TEACHER  TRAINEE 

The  Cosmetology  teacher  trainee  course  is  a  special  course  designed  to 
prepare  a  person  to  become  a  Cosmetology  instructor.  To  be  eligible  to  make 
application  for  this  course,  one  must  meet  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Hold  a  current  Mississippi  Cosmetology  license. 

2.  Be  at  least  twenty  years  of  age. 

3.  Have  a  high  school  education  or  the  equivalent. 

4.  Be  a  graduate  of  an  accredited  beauty  school. 

To  be  eligible  to  complete  the  teacher  trainee  program  one  must  fulfill  the 
requirements  as  outlined  below: 

1.  Obtain  twelve  (12)  semester  hours  credit  in  "Methods  of  Teaching." 

2.  Successfully  complete  750  clock  hours  of  Cosmetology  trainee 
instruction  with  a  minimum  of  two  years  work  experience  prior  to 
teacher  trainee  training  or  2,000  clock  hours  without  the  work 
experience. 

It  should  be  noted  that  only  one  instructor  trainee  can  be  accepted  into  the 
program  at  a  time. 

The  student  will  be  required  to  register  as  a  full-time  student  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  semester  and  will  be  required  to  pay  for  a  minimum  of  two 
semesters.  The  teacher  trainee  will  be  responsible  for  paying  for  all  supplies.

Supervisory  Development  Training 

Supervisory  Development  Training  courses  are  designed  for  potential  and 
active  supervisors  who  want  to  prepare  for  more  effective  leadership 
advancement.  Courses  are  offered  at  the  college  campuses  or  in  industrial 
plants.  The  courses  are  flexible  in  terms  of  content  and  meeting  times.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  fit  course  content  to  particular  industrial  or  business  needs. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  training  time,  improved  worker  safety  records,  reduced 
labor  turnover,  improved  product  quality,  upgraded  production  records,  and 
improving  an  industry's  image. 

Start-Up  Training 

The  Vocational/Technical  Division  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College 
offers  Start-Up  Training  for  industries  in  the  surrounding  communities. 

This  is  specialized  training  utilizing  the  pre-employment  training  concepts 
for  new  or  expanding  industry.  Start-up  will  provide  a  pretrained  work  force 
for  industry  in  the  Co-Lin  district. 
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SINGLE  PARENT/HOMEMAKER  PROGRAM

The  Single  Parent/Homemaker  Program  offers  career  and  personal 
development  services  to  students  as  well  as  to  community  residents.  The 
program,  helping  people  to  make  changes  in  their  lives,  provides  direction  and 
assistance  to  single  parents,  displaced  homemakers,  entry  or  re-entry  women 
and  others  who  may  benefit  from  the  services  offered.  The  term  "displaced 
homemaker"  is  now  used  to  identify  men  and  women  eligible  through  federal 
legislation  for  target  employment  assistance  programs  and  includes  the 
following  groups: 

1.  Persons    who    have    been    homemakers,    but    who    now,    because    of 
dissolution  of  marriage,  must  seek  employment. 

2.  Persons  who  are  single  heads  of  household  and  who  lack  adequate  job 
skills. 

3.  Persons  who  are  currently  homemakers  or  part-time  workers,  but  who 
wish  to  secure  full-time  employment. 

4.  Persons  who  wish  to  enter  nontraditional  areas  of  employment.

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JOB  TRAINING  PROGRAMS 

Training  for  disadvantaged  adult  students  is  available  through  funds 
provided  by  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  (JTPA).  Students  are  referred  by 
local  Mississippi  Employment  Security  Commission  offices. 

CONSTRUCTION  SKILLS 

(Natchez  Campus) 

The  construction  skills  program  is  designed  to  prepare  students  for  entry 
level  jobs  in  the  building  construction  industry.  Students  receive  instruction  in 
masonry,  plumbing,  and  carpentry.  Classes  are  held  six  (6)  hours  a  day,  five  (5) 
days  a  week  for  approximately  twelve  (12)  months.  Curriculum  and  course 
descriptions  are  available  upon  request. 

FOOD  SERVICE 

(Natchez  Campus) 

The  food  service  program  is  designed  to  prepare  students  for  jobs  in  the  food 
service  industry.  Students  receive  instruction  in  proper  cooking  and  serving 
food,  in  caring  for  equipment,  and  in  safety  and  sanitation  standards.  Classes 
are  held  six  (6)  hours  a  day,  five  (5)  days  a  week  for  approximately  six  (6) 
months.  Curriculum  and  course  descriptions  are  available  upon  request. 

EMPLOYMENT  PREPARATION 

(Wesson/Natchez  Campus) 

This  highly  individualized  program  is  designed  to  prepare  students  to  enter 
employment,  attain  a  GED,  or  enroll  in  vocational  training.  It  provides 
instruction  in  basic  math  and  language  skills,  employability  skills,  and  career 
exploration  activities.  Intensive  counseling  services  are  also  available  to 
students.  Enrollment  periods  may  range  from  a  few  weeks  to  six  months. 
Classe  are  held  six  (6)  hours  a  day,  five  (5)  days  a  week.  Curriculum  and  course 
descriptions  are  available  upon  request. 

VOCATIONAL  ORIENTATION  AND  EXPERIENCE 
FOR  THE  VISUALLY  IMPAIRED 

(Hazlehurst) 

Operated  in  conjunction  with  Royal  Maid  Association  for  the  Blind  and 
Mississippi  Vocational  Rehabilitation  for  the  Blind,  this  program  is  designed  to 
prepare  non-legally  blind,  and  in  some  cases,  legally  blind  students  from  the 
entire  state  for  entry-level  employment.  It  provides  intensive  counseling, 
instruction  in  basic  math  and  reading  skills,  employability  skills  training,  and 
on-site  occupational  experience  in  ten  (10)  vocational  areas.  Enrollment 
period  is  twelve  (12)  weeks;  class  times  vary.  Curriculum  and  descriptions  are 
available  upon  request. 
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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 
ACADEMIC  COURSES 


The  academic  courses  offered  by  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  follow  the 
uniform  course  numbering  system  for  public  junior  colleges  in  Mississippi.  The 
numbers  for  university  parallel  courses  carry  four  digits.  The  first  digit 
indicates  the  year  that  the  course  is  normally  taught.  Generally  courses 
required  or  recommended  for  freshmen  begin  with  a  "1"  and  courses  at  the 
sophomore  level  begin  with  a  "2".  The  last  of  the  four  digits  indicates  semester 
hours  credit  carried  by  the  course.  The  second  and  third  digits  are  used  to 
separate  courses  within  departments.  The  course  descriptions  are  those 
adopted  in  the  uniform  numbering  system  and  are  equivalent  to  those  courses 
offered  at  the  same  level  at  four-year  institutions. 

ACCOUNTING 

ACC  1214 — Principles  of  Accounting — A  study  of  the  elementary 
accounting  principles  as  applied  to  the  various  forms  of  business  organizations, 
and  an  introduction  to  specialized  fields  of  accounting.  Four  hours  lecture  per 
week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

ACC  1224 — Principles  of  Accounting — A  continuation  of  Accounting 
1214.  Prerequisite:  Accounting  1214.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

ART 

ART  1113 — Art  Appreciation — A  simple  approach  to  the  understanding 
of  the  visual  arts  (drawing,  architecture,  sculpture,  painting,  and  graphics)  on 
a  conceptual  basis.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ART  1213 — Introductory  Art — For  non-art  majors.  Fundamentals  of  let- 
tering, drawing,  perspective,  light,  shade,  color  theory,  design,  and  display 
techniques.  Three  lectures  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit.  (Natchez 
Campus). 

ART  1313 — Drawing  I — Study  of  basic  principles  of  construction  of  vis- 
ual forms.  Emphasis  on  line,  perspective,  and  shading.  Use  of  black  and 
white — media,  pencil,  charcoal.  Six  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semes- 
ter hours  credit.  Required  of  art  majors. 

ART  1323— Drawing  II— (Prerequisite:  ART  1313)  Continuation  of 
Drawing  I,  with  more  emphasis  on  various  drawing  media  and  an  introduction 
to  figure  drawing.  Six  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours 
credit.  Required  of  art  majors. 

ART  1413 — Design  I — Emphasis  on  principles  and  materials  in  visual 
design.  Introduction  to  theory  and  terms.  Use  of  color  theory  and  elementary 
lettering.  Six  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
Required  of  art  majors. 

ART  1423 — Design  II — (Prerequisite:  ART  1413  or  special  permission  of 
the  instructor).  Continuation  of  basic  principles  of  design,  color,  and  texture. 
Creative  approach  to  three  dimensional  design.  Study  of  methods  of  water 
color,  tempera  and  fluid  media.  Six  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester 
hours  credit.  Required  of  art  majors. 
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ART  1913 — Art  For  Elementary  Teachers — Designed  for  the  needs  of 
the  elementary  education  student.  Essentials  of  public  school  art;  study  of 
development  of  the  children's  art;  experiences  with  major  forms  of  two- 
dimensional  art  problems;  experiences  with  a  variety  of  media.  Two  hours  of 
lecture  and  two  hours  of  laboratory  each  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ART  2513 — Painting  I — Techniques  used  in  various  painting  media 
emphasizing  methods  and  materials.  Six  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

ART  2523 — Painting  II — Continuation  of  Painting  I  emphasizing 
techniques  used  in  various  painting  media.  Six  hours  laboratory  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ART  2613 — Ceramics  I — A  studio  course  designed  to  cover  the  making  of 
pottery,  from  the  building  by  hand  or  throwing  on  the  potter's  wheel  to  the 
application  of  ceramic  glazes  and  the  firing  procedures,  to  produce  finished 
ceramic  ware.  An  appreciation  of  the  ceramics  of  the  past  and  present  will  be 
included.  Six  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION 

BAD  1113 — Introduction  to  Business — This  course  includes  an  introduc- 
tion to  the  major  divisions  of  study  that  will  be  followed  in  succeeding  business 
courses  such  as:  Business  Organization,  Management,  Marketing,  Finance, 
Accounting,  Business  Law,  and  other  related  courses.  Three  hours  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

BAD  1313 — Business  Mathematics — Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  study  of 
the  fundamental  processes,  fractions,  decimals,  percentage,  and  problem  solv- 
ing. The  application  of  these  fundamental  processes  is  applied  toward  the 
problems  of  business  which  the  student  will  encounter  in  the  various  commer- 
cial fields.  Three  lectures.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

BAD  2323 — Business  Statistics — Introduction  to  statistical  methods  of 
collecting,  presenting,  analyzing  and  interpreting  quantitative  data  for  busi- 
ness management  and  control.  Prerequisite:  MAT  1333.  Three  lectures.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

BAD  2413 — Business  Law  I — This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  law  as  they  relate  to  the  basic  legal 
problems  of  business  transactions  in  our  economy.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  an  introduction  to  law;  law  of  contracts;  agencies  and  employment; 
negotiable  instruments  and  commercial  papers.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

BAD  2423 — Business  Law  II — This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Business 
Law  2413  and  is  designed  to  cover  the  following  specific  areas:  sales  contracts; 
personal  property  and  bailments;  partnerships;  corporations;  real  property  and 
leases;  insurance;  security  and  mortgages;  and  bankruptcy.  Three  hours  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

BAD  2513 — Principles  of  Management — This  course  is  a  study  of  basic 
management  principles  as  applied  to  the  function  of  planning,  organizing, 
directing,  controlling,  and  coordinating  with  effective  communication  in 
business  enterprise.  Prerequisite:  ECO  2113.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 
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BAD  2613 — Principles  of  Finance — This  course  is  a  study  of  the 
organization  and  operation  of  the  American  financial  institutions.  Financial 
problems  of  industrial  and  commercial  firms,  methods  and  procedures  of 
business,  foreign  trade,  and  consumer  financing,  and  governmental  policies 
and  activities  in  finance  and  their  effects  on  prices.  Interest  rates  and  economic 
activities  are  included.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

BAD  2623 — Personal  and  Family  Finance — Financial  management  ap- 
proached from  the  personal  and  family  standpoint  including  the  following 
topics:  budgeting  and  record  keeping,  consumer  credit,  banking,  investments, 
insurance,  income  tax,  social  security,  home  ownership,  and  estate  planning. 
Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

BAD  2713 — Principles  of  Real  Estate — The  course  deals  with  the  nature 
of  the  real  estate  market,  types  of  ownership  of  property,  contracts,  methods 
of  transferral  of  title,  instruments  used  in  transfers,  title  closing,  financing, 
property  management,  insuring,  and  appraising.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

BAD  2723 — Real  Estate  Law — Designed  to  give  the  student  a  general 
background  in  the  law  of  real  property  and  the  law  of  real  estate  brokerage. 
Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

BAD  2733 — Real  Estate  Finance — A  study  of  principles  and  methods  of 
financing  real  estate,  sources  of  funds,  types  and  contents  of  financing 
instruments,  and  the  role  of  various  institutions,  both  private  and 
governmental.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

BAD  2743 — Real  Estate  Appraisal — An  introductory  course.  Includes 
purpose  of  appraisal,  methods,  and  techniques  to  determine  the  value  of  the 
various  types  of  property.  Emphasis  on  residential  and  single  unit  property. 
Prerequisite:  BAD  2713  or  Real  Estate  Sales  or  Broker  License.  Three  hours 
per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

BAD  2813 — Administrative  Communications — A  study  of  effective 
principles  and  practices  of  written  communications,  emphasizing  a  managerial 
approach  for  business  and  the  individual.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semes- 
ter hours  credit. 

BIOLOGY 

BIO  1134 — General  Biology — A  laboratory  course  in  basic  biological 
concepts;  chemical  and  cellular  basis  of  life;  levels  of  organismal  complexity; 
comparative  studies  of  plant  and  animal  reproduction;  patterns  of  inheritance; 
development;  and  basic  biosocial  problems.  Three  hours  lecture  and  two  hours 
laboratory  per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

BIO  1144 — General  Biology — A  laboratory  course  dealing  with  those 
fundamental  principles  of  biology  which  relate  to  populations,  communities, 
ecosystems,  and  the  biosphere.  Emphasis  will  also  be  placed  on  those 
mechanisms  whereby  organisms  are  able  to  maintain  a  homeostatic  condition 
as  they  interact  with  one  another  and  the  abiotic  environment.  Three  hours 
lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

BIO  1314 — General  Botany — A  laboratory  course  introducing  the  mor- 
phology, physiology,  and  reproduction  of  the  seed-bearing  plants.  Three  hours 
lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 
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BIO  1324 — General  Botany — A  laboratory  course  surveying  the  major 
taxonomic  groups  in  the  plant  and  fungi  kingdoms  with  emphasis  on  internal 
anatomy,  morphology,  methods  of  reproduction,  and  phylogeny.  Three  hours 
lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

BIO  1514 — Anatomy  and  Physiology — An  anatomical  and  physiological 
study  of  the  human  body,  particularly  the  molecular,  cellular,  tissue,  and  organ 
systems.  The  systems  covered  include  the  skin,  skeletal,  muscular,  nervous  and 
endocrine.  Each  system  is  considered  in  detail  regarding  both  structure  and 
function.  Three  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Four 
semester  hours  credit. 

BIO  1524 — Anatomy  and  Physiology — A  continuation  of  the  study  of 
the  structure  and  function  of  systems  of  the  human  body.  The  systems  studied 
include  the  cardiovascular,  lymphatic,  respiratory,  digestive,  urinary  and 
reproductive.  Three  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Four 
semester  hours  credit. 

BIO  2313 — Dendrology — A  laboratory  course  placing  emphasis  on  the 
taxonomy,  recognition,  identification,  and  morphology  of  trees.  Two  hours 
lecture  and  three  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
Prerequisite:  BIO  1314,  Botany. 

BIO  2414 — Zoology — A  laboratory  course  surveying  biological  princi- 
ples and  systems  with  regard  to  animals.  Laboratory  requires  extensive  use  of 
the  monocular  compound  microscope.  Emphasis  is  upon  biochemistry,  the  cell, 
major  body  processes,  genetics  and  biosocial  problems.  Three  hours  lecture 
and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

BIO  2424 — Zoology — A  laboratory  course  surveying  the  major  taxo- 
nomic animal  groups  from  protozoa  to  primates.  Emphasis  is  upon  morphol- 
ogy, physiology,  special  adaptations,  taxonomy  and  ecological  impact.  Labo- 
ratory requires  dissection  of  the  dogfish  shark,  bullfrog  and  white  rat.  Biology 
2414  recommended  but  not  required.  Three  hours  lecture  and  two  hours 
laboratory  per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

BIO  2613 — Immunohematology — Includes  formation  of  antibodies, 
reactions  to  antigens,  procedures  in  serologic  detection  of  disease,  procedures 
in  blood  banking.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

BIO  2924 — Microbiology — A  survey  of  microorganisms  of  the  Kingdom 
Protista,  with  emphasis  on  the  study  of  those  that  affect  man  and  other  animals. 
The  laboratory  portion  is  designed  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  basic 
microbiological  techniques  used  in  culturing,  identifying,  and  controlling 
bacteria.  Prerequisite:  CHE  1214  highly  recommended.  Three  hours  lecture 
and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

BIO  2964 — Pathogenic  Microbiology — Identification  and  culture 
methods  for  pathogenic  bacteria.  Prerequisite:  BIO  2924.  Two  hours  lecture 
and  four  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

BIO  2973 — Parasitology — A  course  in  the  study  of  animal  parasites  with 
emphasis  on  human  pathogenic  parasites.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours 
laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 


COPIAH-LINCOLN  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  123 

BIO  2995 — Hematology — Includes  study  of  the  blood  and  blood  forming 
tissues,  morphology  of  blood  cells,  blood  counts,  coagulation,  blood  smears 
and  staining  techniques.  Three  hours  lecture  per  week  and  four  hours 
laboratory  per  week.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 

CHEMISTRY 

CHE  1214 — General  Chemistry  I — This  course  is  designed  to  study  the 
basic  laws  and  theories  of  chemistry.  Areas  of  study  will  be  the  molecular 
orbital  theory,  chemical  bonding,  hybridization  of  orbitals,  gases,  metals,  non- 
metals,  and  solutions.  Stoichiometric  calculations  are  stressed  throughout  both 
CHE  1214  and  CHE  1224.  Emphasis  will  be  on  laboratory  experiments  with  a 
quantitative  analytical  approach.  High  school  chemistry  and  algebra 
highly  recommended.  Three  hours  lecture  and  one  two-hour  laboratory  per 
week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

CHE  1224— General  Chemistry  II— A  continuation  of  CHE  1214.  Areas 
of  study  will  be  chemical  equilibrium,  ionic  equilibrium,  pH  calculations, 
solubility  product  principle,  oxidation-reduction  reactions,  and  an  introduc- 
tion to  organic  chemistry.  Laboratory  of  CHE  1224  will  be  semi-micro 
qualitative  analysis.  Prerequisite:  General  Chemistry  1214.  Three  hours 
lecture  and  one  three-hour  laboratory  per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

CHE  2424 — Organic  Chemistry  I — Basic  principles  of  carbon  chemistry 
bonding,  structure,  and  behavior;  aliphatic  compounds;  identification  and 
preparation  of  compounds;  mechanisms  o£  reactions  will  be  emphasized  and 
beginning  instrumentation  will  be  introduced.  Prerequisite:  General  Chemis- 
try 1224.  Three  hours  lecture  and  four  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Four 
semester  hours  credit. 

CHE  2434 — Organic  Chemistry  II — A  continuation  of  Chemistry  2424. 
The  study  of  aromatic  and  complex  compounds  will  be  emphasized  with 
special  study  given  to  instrumentation,  study  of  the  infrared  and  gas 
chromatography.  Three  hours  lecture  and  four  hours  laboratory  per  week. 
Four  semester  hours  credit. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

COM  1423 — Introduction  to  Broadcasting — This  course  is  designed  to 
provide  an  understanding  of  the  operation  of  stations  and  to  provide  a  wide 
background  of  information  about  broadcasting  and  this  form  of  mass  commu- 
nication. Three  semester  hours  credit. 

COM  2511 — Radio  Laboratory — Special  production  projects  with  on- 
the-air  experience  and  training.  One  semester  hours  credit. 

COMPUTER  SCIENCE 

CSC  1113 — Introduction  to  Computer  Concepts — A  basic  course  that 
advances  concepts,  terminology,  and  theory  of  modern  computers  and  pro- 
vides a  background  in  programming  languages.  Three  lectures  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

CSC  1213 — Basic  Computer  Programming — The  writing  of  programs 
using  the  BASIC  computer  language.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours 
laboratory  each  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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CSC  1223 — Basic  Programming  II — Advanced  programming  concepts 
using  BASIC  language  with  emphasis  on  structured  programming.  This  course 
includes  functions,  subroutines,  search  and  sort,  algorithms,  sequential  and 
random  access  and  external  file  management.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two 
hours  laboratory  each  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

CSC  1313 — Fortran  Programming — Introduction  to  digital  computers 
and  computer  programming  using  the  FORTRAN  language.  Two  hours  lec- 
ture and  two  hours  laboratory  each  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

CSC  1613 — Computer  Programming  I — Introduction  to  problem- 
solving  methods  and  algorithm  development;  designing,  debugging,  and 
documentation  in  the  Pascal  language  with  a  variety  of  applications.  Two 
hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  each  week.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

CSC  2413 — Cobol  Programming — Includes  the  structures,  data  bases, 
and  operating  systems.  Applications  place  particular  emphasis  on  business 
systems  and  operations.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  each 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

CSC  2543 — Advanced  Computer  Programming — An  introduction  to 
computer  architecture,  hardware,  software,  and  programming  in  an  assembly 
language.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  each  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

CSC  2623 — Computer  Programming  II — Continued  program  develop- 
ment; algorithm  analysis;  string  processing;  recursion;  internal  search/sort 
methods;  simple  data  structures;  debugging  and  testing  of  large  programs  in 
the  Pascal  language.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  each  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit.  Prerequisite:  Computer  Programming  I. 

ECONOMICS 

ECO  1113 — Elementary  Economics  (Survey) — A  study  of  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  economics  which  form  the  foundation  of  our  present 
economic  system.  Attention  will  be  given  to  the  laws  governing  production 
and  consumption  of  goods  and  services,  economic  resources,  the  exchange  of 
wealth,  human  needs,  the  determination  of  price  and  values,  and  problems  of 
business  organization.  Designed  for  non-business  majors.  Three  hours  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ECO  2113 — Principles  of  Economics  (Macroeconomics) — An  intro- 
duction to  economic  principles,  problems,  and  policies  with  emphasis  on 
national  income,  employment,  and  monetary  theories.  Three  lectures  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ECO  2123 — Principles  of  Economics  (Microeconomics) — A  continua- 
tion of  Economics  2113  with  emphasis  on  price  and  production  theory  and 
international  trade.  Three  lectures  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

EDUCATION 

EDU  1223 — Human  Development — The  development  of  the  individual 
through  self-assessment  and  self-awareness.  The  course  emphasizes:  career 
development,  study  skills,  and  self  affirmation.  Three  lectures  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 
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EDU  1310 — Orientation — This  course  is  designed  to  help  the  freshman 
adjust  to  college  life.  It  includes  a  study  of  personal  and  social  adjustments.  Use 
of  the  library,  college  policies,  and  effective  study  skills  are  topics  also 
covered.  Required  of  all  freshmen.  Meets  one  hour  per  week  for  two  weeks. 
(Natchez  Campus)  No  credit. 

EDU  1321 — Career  Exploration — A  course  designed  to  assist  students  in 
determining  career  goals.  Interest  tests,  personality  inventories,  and  aptitude 
tests  are  given  to  help  students  determine  career  choices.  A  variety  of  occupa- 
tional experiences  is  provided.  One  class  session  per  week.  One  semester  hour 
credit. 

EDU  1413 — Improvement  of  Study  (Advanced  Study  Skills) — This  is  a 
course  that  fosters  insight  and  practice  of  critical  reading  skills  and  study 
techniques  needed  for  efficient  and  effective  pursual  of  college  level  courses, 
both  graduate  and  undergraduate.  Six  key  comprehension  skills,  vocabulary 
development,  outlining,  PQ4R  study  method,  paragraph  analysis  and 
synthesis;  precis'  summary  writing,  notemaking,  test-wiseness  and  rate 
diversity  are  all  explored  and  practiced.  The  course  entrance  competency  is 
designed  for  accelerated  students  who  have  an  ACT  score  of  13  and  above,  or 
those  who  have  completed  REA  1213.  Three  semester  hours  elective  credit. 

EDU  2543 — Educational  Psychology — A  study  of  such  topics  as  health, 
general  process  of  growth,  interests  and  incentives,  social  psychology  of  the 
child,  and  the  development  of  intellectual  efficiency  and  learning.  Three 
lecture  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ENGLISH 

ENG  1103 — Developmental  English — This  course  offers  individualized 
instruction  for  freshmen  whose  skills  are  deficient  for  the  regular  sequence  of 
English  Composition.  The  course  is  designed  to  help  students  forge  a  series  of 
connections  among  thinking,  reading,  and  writing.  Placement  in  the  course  is 
determined  by  standards  set  by  the  department.  The  course  emphasizes 
grammar,  spelling,  and  writing.  Two  lecture  hours  and  one  writing  hour  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit.  (Institutional  credit) 

ENG  1113 — English  Composition  I — This  course  is  a  study  of  composi- 
tion with  emphasis  on  the  sentence,  the  paragraph,  the  essay,  and  the  research 
paper.  Three  lectures  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ENG  1123 — English  Composition  II — Prerequisite:  English  1113.  This  is 
a  continuation  of  ENG  1113  with  emphasis  on  writing  about  literature.  Stu- 
dents will  study  the  genres  of  short  story,  novel,  drama,  and  poetry.  Three 
lectures  per  week.  Three  semester  hours. 

ENG  1213 — Honors  Composition  I — Prerequisite:  Admission  to  honors 
program.  Substitutes  for  ENG  1113.  Designed  to  develop  the  expository 
writing  skills  of  academically  talented  students.  Emphasizes  logical  thinking, 
objective  analysis,  clear  organization  of  materials,  and  precis'  writing.  Three 
lectures  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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ENG  1223— Honors  Composition  II— Prerequisite:  ENG  1113  or  1213 
and  admission  to  honors  program.  Substitutes  for  ENG  1123.  Builds  upon  the 
skills  acquired  in  Honors  Composition  I.  Special  attention  is  given  to  critical 
reading  of  selections  from  various  literary  genres,  to  written  analyses  based 
upon  the  selections,  to  using  the  library,  and  to  documented  research  writing. 
Three  lectures  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ENG  2132 — Creative  Writing  I — Consent  of  the  instructor  required. 
Writing  the  poem,  the  short  story,  the  essay,  and  the  play.  Two  hours  per 
week.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

ENG  2142— Creative  Writing  II— A  continuation  of  English  2132.  Two 
hours  per  week.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

ENG  2223 — American  Literature  I — This  is  a  survey  of  American  Litera- 
ture from  Colonial  times  through  Walt  Whitman.  Three  lectures  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ENG  2233 — American  Literature  II — This  is  a  survey  of  American  Liter- 
ature from  Mark  Twain  to  the  present.  Three  lectures  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

ENG  2323 — English  Literature  I — This  is  a  survey  of  English  Literature 
from  Beowulf  through  the  Age  of  Neo-Classicism.  Three  lectures  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ENG  2333 — English  Literature  II — This  is  a  survey  of  English  Literature 
from  the  Age  of  Romanticism  to  the  present  time.  Three  lectures  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit 

ENG  2353 — Honors  English  Literature  I — (Prerequisite:  six  semester 
hours  in  Freshman  Composition  and  admission  to  the  Honors  Program.) 
Substitutes  for  ENG  2323.  A  study  of  English  Literature  from  its  beginning 
until  1798.  An  individualized  course  which  attempts  to  program  the  study  of 
literature  to  the  student's  major  interests  and  skills.  Three  lectures  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ENG  2363 — Honors  English  Literature  II — (Prerequisite:  six  semester 
hours  in  Freshman  Composition  and  admission  to  the  Honors  Program.) 
Substitutes  for  ENG  2333.  A  study  of  English  Literature  from  1798  until  the 
present.  An  individualized  course  which  attempts  to  program  the  study  of 
literature  to  the  student's  major  interest  and  skills.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

EDUCATIONAL  PSYCHOLOGY 

EPY  2513 — Child  Psychology   (Human   Growth  and  Development 

I) — Prerequisite:  Psychology  1513  and  sophomore  standing.  A  course  which 
deals  with  the  various  aspects  of  human  growth  and  development.  Problems 
studied  include  physical,  mental,  social  and  emotional  development  from 
infancy  through  preadolescence.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  implications 
for  education.  Three  lectures  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit.  (This 
course  is  for  pre-professional  and  elementary  teachers  only.) 
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EPY  2523 — Adolescent  Psychology  (Human  Growth  and  Develop- 
ment II) — Prerequisite:  Psychology  1513  and  sophomore  standing.  A  study  of 
the  individual  during  adolescent  years.  Three  lectures  per  week.  Three  semes- 
ter hours  credit.  (This  course  is  for  pre-professional  and  secondary  teachers 
only. ) 

GEOGRAPHY 

GEO  1113 — World  Geography — A  regional  survey  of  the  basic  geogra- 
phic features  and  major  new  developments  of  the  nations  of  the  world.  Three 
lectures  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

GRAPHICS  AND  DRAWING 

GRA  1113 — Engineering  Drawing  I — The  use  of  instruments,  geometric 
construction,  orthographic  projections,  sectional  views,  and  lettering.  One 
hour  lecture  and  four  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

GRA  1123 — Engineering  Drawing  II — Auxiliary  views,  dimensioning, 
aonometric  projections,  oblique  drawings  and  fasteners.  One  hour  lecture  and 
fours  hour  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HISTORY 

HIS  1113 — Western  Civilization  I — A  general  survey  of  European  His- 
tory from  ancient  times  to  1660  A.D.  including  coverage  of  world  history. 
Recommended  for  freshmen.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

HIS  1123 — Western  Civilization  II — A  general  survey  of  European 
civilization  since  1660  A.D.  including  coverage  of  world  history.  Three 
lectures.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HIS  1143— Honors  Western  Civilization  I— Substitutes  for  HIS  1113. 
Survey  of  the  history  of  man,  his  government,  economic,  social,  religious, 
intellectual,  and  aesthetic  activities  from  the  earliest  time  to  the  middle  of  the 
seventeenth  century.  Special  projects  and  recitation  required.  Admission  to 
the  Honors  Program  is  required  for  enrollment.  Three  lectures  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HIS  1153— Honors  Western  Civilization  II— Substitutes  for  HIS  1123. 
Continuation  of  HIS  1143  including  European  colonizations  and  imperialism  in 
Asia,  in  Africa,  and  in  the  Americas;  revolutionary  movements  of  the  18th  and 
19th  centuries;  the  movements  leading  to  World  War  I,  the  aftermath  of  the 
war;  the  global  events  preceding  the  second  world  conflict;  the  Second  World 
War,  recent  international  developments.  Special  projects  and  recitations 
required.  Admission  to  the  Honors  Program  required  for  enrollment.  Three 
lectures  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HIS  2213 — American  (U.S.)  History  I — This  course  is  a  survey  of  U.S. 
history  from  the  period  of  discovery  and  exploration  through  Reconstruction. 
Three  lectures.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HIS  2223 — American  (U.S.)  History  II — This  course  is  a  survey  of  U.S. 
history  from  Reconstruction  to  the  present.  Three  lectures.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 
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HEALTH,  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  RECREATION 

HPR  1111 — General  Activities  I — Designed  to  give  students  a  modern 
concept  of  physical  education  and  recreation  by  developing  body  skills  through 
individual  and  team  sports  and  varied  exercises.  Also  includes  the  importance 
and  significance  of  nutrition  in  health  and  physical  education.  Not  designed  for 
physical  education  majors.  Two  hours  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

HPR  1121— General  Activities  II— A  continuation  of  HPR  1111. 
Incorporates  health  fitness  concepts  as  they  pertain  to  the  individual  student. 
Two  hours  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

HPR  1131 — Varsity  Sports  I — Participation  in  varsity  sport.  One  semes- 
ter hour  credit. 

HPR  1141 — Varsity  Sports  II — Participation  in  varsity  sport.  One  semes- 
ter hour  credit. 

HPR  1213 — Personal  and  Community  Health — Application  of  princi- 
ples and  practices  of  healthful  living  to  the  individual  and  community;  major 
health  problems  and  the  mutual  responsibilities  of  home,  school  and  health 
agencies.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HPR  1313 — Introduction  to  Health,  Physical  Education  &  Recrea- 
tion—  Introduction  to  the  objectives,  literature,  and  organizations  of  the 
profession.  Analysis  of  successful  teaching  with  discussion  of  the 
responsibilities  and  opportunity  of  professional  personnel.  Orientation  of 
students  to  opportunities  in  the  field.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

HPR  2111— General  Activities  III— A  continuation  of  HPR  1121.  Two 

hours  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

HPR  2121— General  Activities  IV— A  continuation  of  HPR  2111.  Two 

hours  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

HPR  2131 — Varsity  Sports  III — Participation  in  varsity  sport.  One 
semester  hour  credit. 

HPR  2141 — Varsity  Sports  IV — Participation  in  varsity  sport.  One 
semester  hour  credit. 

HPR  2213 — First  Aid  and  Personal  Safety- — Instruction  and  practice  in 
methods  prescribed  in  the  American  Red  Cross  standard  and  advanced  courses. 
Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HUMANITIES 

HUM  1113 — Humanities — An  approach  to  man's  creative  achievements 
in  art,  literature,  music,  and  philosophy  in  western  civilization.  This  course 
consists  of  a  tour  studying  the  culture  of  European  man.  Students  who  com- 
plete the  tour  and  the  instructional  requirements  shall  earn  three  semester 
hours  credit  as  a  Humanities  elective. 
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JOURNALISM 

JOU  1111 — College  Publications  I — The  laboratory  course  is  designed  to 
give  practical  experience  in  working  with  college  newspaper  and  yearbook 
production.  News,  feature,  and  editorial  writing,  make-up  and  layout,  editing, 
advertising  and  photography  will  be  emphasized  according  to  student  need. 
Two  hours  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit.  (TBA) 

JOU  1121— College  Publications  II— A  continuation  of  JOU  1111.  Two 
hours  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

JOU  1313 — Principles  of  Journalism  I — Introductory  journalism,  news 
reporting,  construction  of  the  news  story,  sources,  and  the  types  and  methods 
of  handling  elementary  study  of  typography  and  headline  writing.  Three 
lectures.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

JOU  1323 — Principles  of  Journalism  II — The  preparation  of  advertising 
copy  and  layouts  for  newspapers,  agencies,  and  retail  advertising.  Types  of 
layouts;  copy  writing  and  proofreading,  with  emphasis  on  proof  marks.  Three 
lectures.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

JOU  2111 — College  Publications — Open  to  journalism  majors  only  who 
have  successfully  completed  JOU  1313  and  1323.  Laboratory  work  will  include 
coverage  of  news  events  on  campus,  photography,  sports  writing,  and  editorial 
writing.  Advancement  in  skill  of  headline  writing,  copy  editing,  and  make-up 
design  will  also  be  stressed.  Two  hours  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

JOU  2121 — College  Publications — Open  to  journalism  majors  only  who 
have  successfully  completed  JOU  1313,  1323,  and  2111.  Laboratory  work  will 
include  coverage  of  news  events  on  campus,  photography,  and  editorial  writ- 
ing. Advancement  in  skills  in  headline  writing,  copy  editing,  and  makeup  and 
design  will  be  stressed.  Two  hours  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

MATHEMATICS 

MAT  1103 — Developmental  Math  I — This  course  is  designed  for  those 
students  whose  background  and  orientation  test  scores  indicate  a  need  for 
additional  skills  in  basic  arithmetic  and  introductory  algebra.  Three  semester 
hours  institutional  credit. 

MAT  1203 — Developmental  Math  II — This  course  is  designed  to  develop 
proficiency  and  self  confidence  in  cognitive  reasoning  patterns  and  problem 
solving  techniques,  and  to  provide  a  review  of  basic  algebra  concepts  and 
operations  and  to  prepare  students  for  intermediate  algebra.  Three  hours  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  institutional  credit. 

MAT  1233 — Intermediate  Algebra — This  course  is  designed  for  students 
whose  qualifications  are  deficient  for  college  algebra  or  technical  math. 
Topics  include  algebraic  operations  on  polynomials,  algebraic  fractions, 
equations  and  inequalities,  graphs,  exponents  and  radicals.  Prerequisite:  One 
year  of  high  school  algebra  and  a  score  of  15  or  above  on  the  Algebra  I 
placement  test  or  successful  completion  of  MAT  1203.  Three  hours  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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MAT  1313 — College  Algebra — This  course  includes  equations  and 
inequalities,  functions  and  their  graphs,  polynomials  and  rational  functions, 
systems  of  equations  and  inequalities,  complex  numbers,  radicals,  and  conic 
sections.  Prerequisite:  Two  units  of  high  school  algebra  and  score  of  16  or 
above  on  the  Algebra  II  placement  test  or  successful  completion  of  MAT  1233. 
Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MAT  1323 — Trigonometry — Positive  and  negative  angles,  trigonometric 
functions,  radian  measure,  identities,  logarithms,  solution  of  triangle,  inverse 
function,  graphs,  trigonometric  equations.  Prerequisite:  MAT  1313.  Three 
hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MAT  1333 — Finite  Mathematics — This  course  includes  matrix  theory, 
counting,  probability  theory,  statistics,  linear  programming,  simplex  method, 
and  applications  oriented  to  business  decision-making  and  to  the  behavioral 
sciences.  Prerequisite:  MAT  1313.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

MAT  1343 — Elementary  Functions — (Prerequisite:  2  credits  of  high 
school  algebra  and  1  credit  in  high  school  advanced  mathematics  with  min- 
imum letter  grade  of  '"B"  in  each).  Encompasses  college  algebra  and  trigo- 
nometry with  emphasis  on  preparation  for  calculus.  Three  hours  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MAT  1613 — Calculus  I — A — Coordinate  systems;  basic  theorems  of  ana- 
lytics; functions;  limits;  the  derivative;  the  integral;  differentiation  and  inte- 
gration of  algebraic  functions;  applications.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit.  (Natchez  Campus) 

MAT  1623 — Calculus  II — A — Differentiation  and  integration  of  trans- 
cendental functions;  the  definite  integral;  methods  of  integration;  applications. 
Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit.  (Natchez  Campus) 

MAT  1723 — The  Real  Number  System  (Math  for  Elementary  Teachers 

I) — This  course  will  emphasize  the  structure  and  properties  of  the  real  number 
system.  Limited  to  students  preparing  to  teach.  Prerequisite:  One  year  of  high 
school  algebra  or  completion  of  Math  1203.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

MAT  1733 — Informal  Geometry  and  Algebra  (Math  for  Elementary 
Teachers  II) — This  course  will  present  intuitive  foundations  of  geometry  and 
basic  properties  and  structure  of  algebra.  Prerequisite:  MAT  1723.  Three  hours 
per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MAT  1815 — Calculus  I — Unified  course  in  analytics  and  calculus.  A  study 
of  the  basic  theorems  of  analytics,  functions,  limits  and  continuity,  differentia- 
tion of  algebraic  functions,  applications  of  the  derivative  and  formal  integra- 
tion. Prerequisite:  high  school  algebra  II  and  trigonometry  or  MAT  1313  and 
MAT  1323.  Five  hours  per  week.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 

MAT  1825 — Calculus  II — A  study  of  the  conies,  transcendental  functions, 
polar  coordinates,  applications  and  technique  of  integration,  parametric  equa- 
tions, vectors,  and  improper  integrals.  Prerequisite:  MAT  1815.  Five  hours  per 
week.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 

MAT  2613 — Calculus  III — A — Solid  analytics;  vectors;  improper  inte- 
grals. Line  integration.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
(Natchez  Campus) 


COPIAH-LINCOLN  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  131 

MAT  2623 — Calculus  IV — A — Infinite  series;  partial  differentiation; 
multiple  integrals.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit.  (Nat- 
chez Campus) 

MAT  2813 — Calculus  III — A  study  of  analytic  geometry  and  vectors  in 
three  dimensional  space,  partial  differentiation,  multiple  integrals,  and  series. 
Prerequisite:  MAT  1825.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MAT  2913 — Differential  Equations — Solution  of  first  and  higher  order 
differential  equations;  existence  theorems;  solution  by  series;  and  application 
to  problems  in  geometry;  physics  and  chemistry.  Prerequisite:  MAT  1825. 
Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MODERN  AND  FOREIGN  LANGUAGE 

Students  who  have  received  two  high  school  units  in  a  modern  language  will 
not  receive  credit  for  freshman  work  in  that  language.  These  students  may  take 
sophomore  courses  in  that  language. 

MFL  1113 — Elementary  French  I — This  course  is  designed  to  teach  basic 
language  skills — speaking,  reading,  and  writing.  Three  lectures  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MFL  1123 — Elementary  French  II — This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
French  1113,  employing  special  drills  on  verb  forms  and  uses,  as  well  as 
idiomatic  vocabulary,  using  oral  and  written  sentences.  Three  lectures  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MFL  1213 — Elementary  Spanish  I — This  course  is  designed  to  develop 
basic  language  skills;  reading,  writing  and  speaking.  Tapes  are  used  to  develop 
correct  pronunciation.  Drills  on  grammar  through  written  and  oral  exercises 
are  used  in  class  work.  Three  semester  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

MFL  1223 — Elementary  Spanish  II — A  continuation  of  Spanish  1213. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  irregular  verbs  and  the  subjunctive  mood.  Three 
hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MFL  2113 — Intermediate  French  I — This  course  involves  a  review  of 
French  grammar  and  develops  basic  language  skills.  Reading  materials  are  used 
which  have  literary  cultural  value.  Three  lectures  per  week.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

MFL  2123 — Intermediate  French  II — Literary  and  cultural  appreciation 
of  the  language  and  the  country  is  enhanced  by  the  reading  of  a  book  which 
pictures  life  in  a  typical  French  village,  with  class  conversation  concerning  the 
contents  of  this  book.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MFL  2213 — Intermediate  Spanish  I — A  verb  and  grammar  review  and  a 
further  development  of  language  skills.  Reading  materials  used  have  literary 
and  cultural  value.  Recording  equipment  is  available  for  students'  use.  Three 
hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MFL  2223 — Intermediate  Spanish  II — A  continuation  of  Spanish  2213. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  rapid  reading.  Recording  equipment  is  used  for  the 
student  to  listen  to  his  own  and  other  students 'use  of  the  language.  Three  hours 
per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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APPLIED  MUSIC 

(Brass,  Organ,  Percussion,  Piano,  Strings,  Voice  and  Woodwinds) 

ALL  MUSIC  MAJORS  DESIRING  ENROLLMENT  IN  APPLIED  MUSIC 
COURSES  MUST  AUDITION  PRIOR  TO  REGISTRATION  SO  THAT 
THE  PROPER  COURSE  NUMBERS  CAN  BE  ASSIGNED.  APPLIED 
MUSIC  COURSES  MAY  BE  SCHEDULED  FOR  ELECTIVE  CREDIT  BY 
NON  MUSIC  MAJORS  AT  THE  DISCRETION  OF  THE  INSTRUCTOR. 
ONE  HOUR  PRACTICE  IS  REQUIRED  DAILY  FOR  EACH  APPLIED 
MUSIC  HOUR  CREDIT.

Organized  to 
serve  the  college  at  games,  concerts,  and  other  public  and  special  functions. 
Five  laboratories  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit.  (Wesson  Campus) 

MUO  1141, 1151,  2141,  2151— Small  Band  Groups  I,  II,  III,  IV— Groups 
less  than  marching  or  concert  band  size.  Groups  such  as  stage  bands,  brass 
ensembles,  percussion  ensembles,  woodwind  ensembles,  etc.  Participation  by 
audition  or  consent  of  director.  One  semester  hour  credit.  (Wesson  Campus) 

MUO  1211,  1221,  2211,  2221— Choir  I,  II,  III,  IV— Membership  with 
consent  of  instructor.  The  performing  group  for  the  vocal  department  makes 
numerous  appearances  during  the  year,  both  on  the  campus  and  throughout  the 
state.  Four  hours  laboratory  per  week,  one  hour  practice  Monday  through 
Thursday.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

MUO  1241,  1251,  2241,  2251— Small  Singing  Groups  I,  II,  III,  IV— 

Groups  less  than  concert  choir  size,  such  as  show  choirs  (Sojourners),  chamber 
choirs,  or  other  small  vocal  ensembles.  Membership  by  auditions.  One  semes- 
ter hour  credit. 
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MUSIC  FOUNDATIONS 

(Education,  History,  Literature  and  Theory) 

MUS  1113 — Music  Appreciation  (Non-Majors) — The  object  of  this 
course  is  to  increase  the  application  of  music,  enable  the  student  to  hear 
acutely,  to  gain  an  understanding  of  the  composer's  musical  message  through 
the  medium  of  lectures,  discussions,  and  recordings.  Three  hours  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

MUS  1123 — Survey  of  Music  Literature — An  introduction  to  music 
history  and  literature  with  special  emphasis  on  aural,  visual  and  verbal 
comprehension  of  form,  style,  period,  and  composer.  For  music  majors  and 
minors  or  consent  of  the  instructor.  Three  hours  lecture  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

MUS  1133 — Fundamentals  of  Music — An  elective  course  for  non  majors 
in  music  or  music  majors  needing  reinforcement  in  the  rudiments  of  music 
prior  to  taking  MUS  1214.  Emphasis  on  music  reading  and  writing  skills 
through  sight-singing  and  aural  dictation.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

MUS  1214 — Theory  I — A  composite  course  of  basic  music  theory,  sight- 
singing,  aural  dictation,  and  keyboard  skills.  The  emphasis  of  this  course  is  on 
the  composition  and  analysis  of  tonal  music  in  4-part  harmonic  style.  Other 
elements  include  cadences,  non-harmonic  tones  and  basic  formal  structure. 
Three  lecture  hours  and  two  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Four  semester  hours 
credit. 

MUS  1224— Theory  II— A  continuation  of  MUS  1214,  including  sight- 
singing,  aural  dictation,  and  keyboard  skills.  The  emphasis  of  this  course  is  on 
the  composition  and  analysis  of  tonal  music  in  4-part  harmonic  style.  Other 
elements  include  cadences,  non-harmonic  tones  and  basic  formal  structure. 
Three  lecture  hours  and  two  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Four  semester  hours 
credit. 

MUS  1612 — Elementary  Conducting — The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to 
teach  the  student  the  fundamentals  of  choral  and  instrumental  conducting. 
Two  hours  per  week.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

MUS  2214— Theory  III— A  continuation  of  MUS  1224,  adding  secondary 
dominant  chorus  and  procedures  of  modulation.  Introduces  the  study  of  larger 
scale  musical  structures  such  as  binary  and  ternary  forms,  and  sonata  and  fugal 
styles.  Three  lecture  hours  and  two  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Four  semester 
hours  credit. 

MUS  2224— Theory  IV— A  continuation  of  MUS  2214.  Emphasis  on 
advanced  harmonic  procedures,  plus  a  theoretical  introduction  to  the  music  of 
the  20th  century.  Harmonic  analysis  of  large  scale  forms.  Three  hours  lecture 
and  two  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

PHILOSOPHY  AND  BIBLE 

PHI  1113 — Old  Testament  Survey — This  is  a  study  of  the  entire  Old 
Testament  covering  the  recorded  events  prior  to  Abraham  and  the  history  of 
the  Hebrew  nation  as  revealed  in  the  books  of  history,  prophecy  and  poetry. 
Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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PHI  1133 — New  Testament  Survey — This  is  a  study  o{  the  New  Testa- 
ment covering  the  life  of  Christ  and  the  establishment  of  the  early  church  as 
presented  in  the  Gospels,  Acts  and  the  other  New  Testament  books.  Three 
hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

PHI  1153 — The  Life  of  Christ — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the 
student  a  general  knowledge  of  the  most  important  events  in  the  life  of  Christ 
in  a  chronological  order  as  found  in  the  Gospels.  The  Gospels  will  be  studied  as 
a  unit  endeavoring  to  get  a  composite  picture  of  the  life  and  earthly  ministry  of 
Jesus.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit.  (Natchez  Campus) 

PHYSICS 

PHY  2243 — Physical  Science  Survey  I  (Lab) — A  laboratory  course 
designed  for,  but  not  limited  to  education  majors,  which  surveys  the  history 
and  nature  of  science,  selected  laws  of  physics  and  astronomy,  computer  terms 
and  the  table  of  the  elements.  Laboratory  emphasis  is  upon  activities  of  value  to 
the  future  teacher.  Two  hours  of  lecture  and  two  hours  of  laboratory  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

PHY  2253 — Physical  Science  Survey  II  (Lab) — A  laboratory  course 
designed  for,  but  not  limited  to  education  majors,  which  surveys  selected 
chemistry,  meteorology,  geology  and  environmental  topics.  Laboratory 
emphasis  is  upon  activities  of  value  to  the  future  teacher.  Two  hours  lecture 
and  two  hours  of  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

PHY  2313 — General  Physics  I — A  study  of  the  laws  of  mechanics  and 
heat  taught  with  the  aid  of  calculus.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours 
laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

PHY  2323 — General  Physics  II — A  study  of  the  laws  of  electricity  and 
sound  taught  with  the  aid  of  calculus.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours 
laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

PHY  2333 — General  Physics  III — A  study  of  light,  magnetism,  and 
atomic  structure  taught  with  the  aid  of  calculus.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two 
hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE 

PSC  1113 — American  National  Government — Survey  of  the  organiza- 
tion, political  aspects  of  and  basis  for  American  Government.  Three  hours  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

PSC  1123 — American  State  And  Local  Government — Relationship 
between  states  and  federal  government,  and  between  states  and  their  subdivi- 
sions; organizations,  function,  and  operation  of  executive,  legislative  and 
judiciary;  elections  and  suffrage  generally,  Mississippi  particularly.  Three 
hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

PSYCHOLOGY 


PSY  1513 — General  Psychology  I — An  introduction  to  the  scientific 
study  of  human  behavior.  Includes  history  and  methods  of  psychology;  growth 
and  development;  principles  of  learning;  sensation  and  perception;  thinking; 
statistics;  personality;  and  intelligence.  Three  lectures  per  week.  Three  semes- 
ter hours  credit.  (EPY  1513) 
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PSY  1523 — General  Psychology  II — Prerequisite:  Psychology  1513.  A 
continuation  of  Psychology  1513,  emphasizing  applied  psychological  methods 
and  principles.  Includes  motivation  and  emotion;  abnormal  behavior,  mental 
health  and  therapy;  group  processes;  mass  communication  and  persuasion  and 
industrial  psychology.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
(Natchez  Campus)  (EPY  1523) 

READING 

REA  1103 — Developmental  Reading  I — This  course  is  designed  to  give 
extensive  practice  in  basic  word  relationships  with  emphasis  on  massive 
reading  practice,  vocabulary  development  and  reading  comprehension  skills. 
Three  semester  hours  of  institutional  credit. 

REA  1203 — Developmental  Reading  II — This  course  is  designed  to  pro- 
vide specific  skill  practice  for  students  whose  reading  skills  are  still  inadequate 
for  successful  college  performance.  Special  areas  of  emphasis:  sustained  silent 
reading,  comprehension  strategies,  vocabulary  building  and  diversified  rate 
building  skills.  Three  semester  hours  of  institutional  credit. 

REA  1213 — Reading  Improvement  I — This  course  is  designed  to  diag- 
nose and  remediate  individual  skill  weaknesses  that  hinder  successful  college 
study.  General  areas  of  emphasis:  sustained  silent  reading,  the  SQ3R  study 
method,  ten-key  comprehension  strategies,  outlining,  summarizing 
vocabulary  building  and  diversified  rate  building.  This  course  transfers  as  a 
humanities  elective  with  three  semester  hours  credit. 

SECRETARIAL  SCIENCE 

SEC  1113 — Elementary  Typewriting — Mechanism  and  care  of  the 
typewriter;  its  operation;  keyboard  drills  to  gain  speed  and  accuracy; 
introduction  to  letter  forms.  One  hour  lecture  and  four  hours  laboratory  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

SEC  1123— Intermediate  Typewriting — Advanced  drills  for  speed  and 
accuracy;  letter  forms;  telegrams  and  other  business  forms;  manuscript  type- 
writing. One  hour  lecture  and  four  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

SEC  1213 — Elementary  Shorthand — The  theory  and  practice  of  Gregg 
and  Simplified  shorthand.  The  principles  are  applied  by  reading  and  writing 
shorthand  with  a  limited  amount  of  dictation  and  transcription  from  shorthand 
notes.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

SEC  1223 — Intermediate  Shorthand — A  continuation  of  Secretarial 
1213.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

SOCIOLOGY 

SOC  2113 — Introduction  to  Sociology — Deals  with  human  relation- 
ships. Students  will  receive  a  synopsis  of  the  whole  field  of  sociology;  including 
the  social  world,  the  social  and  cultural  processes  within  this  world,  and  the 
integration  of  these  processes  in  relation  to  the  individual,  the  group,  and  the 
institution.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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SOC  2133 — Social  Problems — A  study  of  the  nature,  scope,  and  effects  of 
the  major  social  problems  of  today  and  the  theoretical  preventive  measures  to 
alleviate  them.  Course  includes  such  problems  as  unemployment,  urbaniza- 
tion, crime,  juvenile  delinquency,  alcoholism,  drug  addiction,  and  disaster; 
family  problems  include  the  aged,  mentally  ill,  and  retarded.  Field  trips  are 
scheduled  to  more  fully  acquaint  students  with  social  problems.  Three  semes- 
ter hours  credit. 

SOC  2143 — Marriage  and  Family — A  study  of  the  family  as  a  cultural 
unit,  the  institution  of  marriage,  the  problems  of  parenthood  and  of  social- 
economic  adjustments  to  society.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours 
credit.  Prerequisite:  Sociology  2113  and  sophomore  standing. 

SOC  2913 — Honors  Colloquium — Prerequisite:  Sophomore  standing 
and  admission  to  the  Honors  Program.  The  course  is  designed  for  the  students 
to  research,  to  reason,  and  to  discuss  various  and  divergent  topics  not  usually 
found  in  regular  classes.  Critical  thinking  is  reinforced  through  classwork  and 
assignments.  Three  lectures  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit.  (NOTE: 
This  course  is  not  designed  to  substitute  for  SOC  2113.) 

SPEECH  AND  THEATRE 

SPT  1113 — Oral  Communication  (Principles  of  Speech) — Correct  and 
effective  English,  correct  pronunciation  and  enunciation;  breath  control; 
study  and  practice  in  making  speeches  for  all  occasions,  major  emphasis  on 
organization  of  material;  and  practice  in  speaking  before  the  group.  Three 
hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

SPT  1123 — Argumentation  and  Debate  I — The  study  and  application  of 
basic  argumentative  techniques:  integration  of  speech  techniques  through 
frequent  class  debates.  Three  lectures  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

SPT  1131 — Forensics  I — Forensics  is  an  activity  course  in  public  speaking 
which  includes  oratory,  declamation,  oral  interpretation,  extemporaneous 
speaking,  and  debate.  Students  participate  in  intercollegiate  forensic  contests 
and  debate  tournaments.  One  lecture  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

SPT  1141 — Forensics  II — A  continuation  of  SPT  1131.  One  lecture  per 
week.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

SPT  1213 — Fundamentals  of  Theatre — A  basic  course  in  the  theatre  arts. 
An  introduction  to  the  cultural,  historical,  and  social  aspects  of  the  drama; 
investigation  of  essential  elements  of  play  production.  Three  hours  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

SPT  1241 — Drama  Production  I — Participation  in  college  drama 
productions.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

SPT  1251 — Drama  Production  II — Participation  in  college  drama.  One 
semester  hour  credit. 

SPT  1261 — Drama  Production  III — Participation  in  college  drama.  One 
semester  hour  credit. 

SPT  1271 — Drama  Production  IV — Participation  in  college  drama.  One 
semester  hour  credit. 
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SPT  2223 — Introduction  To  Dramatic  Arts  (Stagecraft) — Stage  craft, 
lighting,  make-up,  acting,  and  production  techniques.  Students  are  required  to 
participate  in  assigned  plays.  Three  lectures  plus  laboratory  in  actual  play 
production.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 


TECHNICAL  EDUCATION 

BUSINESS  TECHNOLOGY 

TBT  1113 — Elementary  Typewriting — This  course  is  primarily  for 
beginners  in  typewriting.  Keyboard  mastery,  parts  and  care  of  the  typewriter, 
developing  correct  typewriting  techniques,  and  the  application  of  this 
acquired  skill  to  simple  personal  and  business  letters,  manuscript  writing, 
vertical  and  horizontal  centering,  and  tabulated  reports.  One  hour  lecture  and 
four  hours  laboratory  each  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  1123 — Intermediate  Typewriting — (Prerequisite:  TBT  1113  or 
equivalent.)  This  course  includes  a  review  of  the  keyboard  parts  and  care  of  the 
typewriter,  and  correct  techniques  with  emphasis  on  accuracy  and  speed 
development,  letter  styles,  manuscripts  and  tabulation.  One  hour  lecture  and 
four  hours  laboratory  each  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  1133— Elementary  Shorthand— (Prerequisite:  TBT  1113  or 
enrolled  in  TBT  1113.)  Theory  and  practice  of  Gregg  Series  90  shorthand  with 
emphasis  on  reading  and  writing  shorthand.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours 
laboratory  each  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  1143— Intermediate  Shorthand— (Prerequisite:  TBT  1113  or 
enrolled  in  TBT  1123.)  Review  of  Theory  of  Gregg  Series  90  shorthand  with 
emphasis  on  dictation  and  transcription.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours 
laboratory  each  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  1153 — Business  Math — Study  of  the  fundamental  processes,  frac- 
tions, decimals,  percentages,  and  problem  solving  both  with  and  without  an 
electronic  calculator  as  applied  to  business  operations.  The  skill  of  operating  a 
desk  calculator  with  touch  control  is  emphasized.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  1163 — Records  Management— Introduction  to  the  major  filing  sys- 
tems with  emphasis  on  information  retrieval,  retention  and  disposal  of  records, 
and  selection  of  supplies  and  equipment.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

TBT  1173 — Introduction  to  Information  Processing — Introduction  to 
information  processing  systems — their  design,  organization,  and  administra- 
tion. An  overview  of  information  processing  technologies:  data,  word,  and 
voice  processing;  telecommunications,  reprographics,  records  management, 
and  electronic  mail.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  1213 — Advanced  Typewriting — (Prerequisites:  TBT  1 123)  Empha- 
sis on  skill  building  and  production  in  specialized  areas.  Three  hours  lecture. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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TBT  1223— Advanced  Shorthand— (Prerequisite:  TBT  1143  and  TBT 
1123  or  enrolled  in  TBT  1213.)  Emphasis  is  given  to  building  the  vocabulary  of 
different  types  of  business,  mailable  transcripts  and  increased  dictation  and 
transcription  speed.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  1233 — Office  Procedures — (Prerequisite:  TBT  1113  or  equivalent.) 
Study  and  application  of  modern  office  systems  and  practices.  Three  hours 
lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  1243 — Word  Processing  I — (Prerequisite:  TBT  1113  or  equivalent 
and  Introduction  to  Information  Processing-TBT  1173.)  Instruction  in  the  use 
of  various  types  of  word  processing  equipment.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two 
hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  1253 — Business  Communication  I — (Prerequisite:  TBT  1113  or 
English  1113.)  Introduction  to  the  composition  of  business  letters  and  reports. 
Emphasis  on  the  application  of  grammar,  typewriting,  speech,  and  human 
relations  skills.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  2314 — Principles  of  Accounting — A  study  of  the  elementary 
accounting  principles  as  applied  to  the  various  forms  of  business  organizations, 
and  an  introduction  to  specialized  fields  of  accounting.  Four  hours  lecture  per 
week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  2323 — Dictation  and  Transcription — (Prerequisite:  TBT  1223.) 
Continuation  of  Advanced  Shorthand  (TBT  1223)  with  further  development 
of  speed  and  accuracy  in  sustained  dictation  and  transcription.  Three  hours 
lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  2343— Word  Processing  II— (Prerequisite:  TBT  1123,  TBT  1173, 
and  TBT  1243.)  Instruction  in  the  use  of  the  microcomputer/word  processor. 
Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  2413— Machine  Transcription— (Prerequisite:  TBT  1213.)  Instruc- 
tion in  the  use  of  transcribing  machines  to  prepare  mailable  business  corre- 
spondence. Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  2423 — Administrative  Office  Management — Study  of  the  princi- 
ples of  management  as  applied  to  office  organization,  supervision,  space 
management,  labor-management  relations,  ergonomics,  forms  and  reports, 
telecommunications,  and  information  processing.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  2443 — Advanced  Microcomputer  Applications — Review  of  word 
processing,  spreadsheet,  and  database  concepts.  Introduction  to  integrated 
software  with  applications.  Prerequisite:  TBT  1173,  Introduction  to 
Information  Processing,  and  TBT  1243  and  2343,  Word  Processing  I  and  II. 
Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TBT  2453 — Business  Communications  II — (Prerequisite:  TBT  1253.) 
Continuation  of  the  study  of  business  communications  with  emphasis  on 
principles  of  writing  business  correspondence,  report  writing,  proofreading, 
oral  communications,  parliamentary  procedures,  dictation,  and  interview 
techniques.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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CHILD  DEVELOPMENT  TECHNOLOGY 

TCD  1115 — Child  Development  I — An  introductory  study  of  the  various 
stages  of  development  from  birth  through  toddlerhood  with  emphasis  on  the 
physical,  social,  emotional,  and  cognitive  aspects  of  development.  Observation 
and  participation  in  the  laboratory  are  required.  Two  lecture  hours,  six 
laboratory  hours  per  week.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  1123 — Creative  Art  For  Children — This  course  introduces  a  wide 
variety  of  art  media  suitable  as  effective  teaching/learning  tools.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  value  of  creative  art  along  with  the  selection  and  objective  use  of 
art  activities.  Three  hours  lecture  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  1133 — Introductions  to  Early  Childhood  Education — Introduces 
the  student  to  principles  and  programs  in  early  childhood  education:  history, 
philosophy,  and  theory  of  educating  young  children.  Three  hours  lecture  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  1143 — Child  Nutrition  and  Health  Care — This  course  includes 
basic  information  regarding  nutrition,  the  nutritional  value  of  food,  planning, 
preparing,  and  serving  meals,  and  needs  of  young  children.  Emphasis  on 
establishing  good  eating  habits  early.  Common  childhood  diseases  will  be 
studied.  Three  hours  lecture  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  1215— Child  Development  II— Continuation  of  TCD  1115.  A  study 
of  the  young  child  ages  three  through  six  with  emphasis  on  the  characteristics 
of  their  physical,  social,  emotional,  and  cognitive  development  and  how 
behavior  can  be  influenced  or  guided  through  planned  activities.  Two  lecture 
hours  and  six  laboratory  hours  per  week.  (Prerequisite:  TCD  1115)  Five 
semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  1223— Physical/Motor  Development  For  Young  Children— This 

course  is  a  study  of  the  fundamental  motor  patterns  developed  during  early 
childhood  with  emphasis  on  fine  and  gross  motor  skills.  Three  hours  lecture  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  1233 — Music  For  Young  Children — Introduces  a  variety  of  activi- 
ties with  music  for  children.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  creative  value  of  a  music 
program,  and  the  selection  and  objective  use  of  music  activities.  Three  lecture 
hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  1243- — Employability  Skills — This  course  is  designed  to  prepare 
students  to  locate,  create,  or  otherwise  secure  jobs  in  the  child  development 
field,  with  emphasis  on  family  day  care  and  CD. A.  (Child  Development 
Associate)  requirements.  It  will  stress  development  of  social  skills  and  attitudes 
that  are  acceptable  in  the  job  market.  Three  lecture  hours  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  2315 — Practicum  I — This  course  is  designed  for  the  student  to  par- 
ticipate actively  in  guiding  and  supervising  children  in  a  nursery  laboratory 
school  setting  under  the  supervision  of  a  qualified  instructor.  Ten  hours 
laboratory.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 
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TCD  2323 — Language  Arts  For  Young  Children — This  course  is  a  study 
o£  the  importance  and  significance  of  language  development  for  young  chil- 
dren. Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  selection  of  literature  appropriate  for  different 
age  groups  along  with  creative  activities  designed  to  stimulate  language 
development.  Three  hours  lecture  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  2343 — Oral  Communications — Correct  and  effective  English,  cor- 
rect pronunciation  and  enunciation;  breath  control.  Study  and  practice  in 
making  speeches  for  all  occasions.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  organization  of 
material  and  practice  in  speaking  before  groups.  Three  lecture  hours  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  2353 — Science/Number  Concepts  for  Young  Children — A  study 
of  a  variety  of  science  and  mathematics  experiences  for  use  with  young 
children.  Emphasis  placed  on  tools,  equipment,  objectives,  and  methods  for 
creative  science  and  mathematics  experiences  for  young  children.  Three 
lecture  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  2415— Practicum  II— A  continuation  of  TCD  2315.  Ten  hours 
laboratory.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  2423 — Administration  of  Preschool  Programs — This  course  is  a 
study  of  the  organizational  structure  and  management  of  various  preschool 
programs.  Three  lecture  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  2433 — Methods/Materials  For  Teaching  Young  Children — This 
course  will  give  a  better  understanding  of  teaching  techniques  and  procedures 
for  young  children.  Students  will  study  and  analyze  resource  materials  as  well 
as  develop  units  of  study.  Guidelines  for  evaluating  resource  materials  will  be 
included.  Three  lecture  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  2443 — Child  and  the  Family — This  course  focuses  on  family 
relations  and  their  effect  on  the  child  in  each  stage  of  family  development. 
Three  lecture  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCD  2453 — Infant  Development — Emphasis  will  be  given  to  the  devel- 
opment and  behavior  of  the  infant.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

TCD  2463 — Methods  and  Materials  for  Teaching  the  Exceptional 
Child — This  course  is  designed  to  provide  teachers  with  more  meaningful 
education  concerning  learning  disabilities  and  other  areas  of  exceptionality  in 
children.  Three  lecture  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

COMPUTER  TECHNOLOGY 

TCT  1113 — Concepts  of  Data  Processing  and  Computers — A  basic 
introductory  course  which  deals  with  the  history,  concepts,  terminology,  and 
theory  of  data  processing  and  computers.  Also,  a  discussion  of  the  various 
programming  languages  including  RPG  II,  BASIC,  COBOL,  FORTRAN  IV, 

and  Pascal.  Prerequisite:  Permission  of  instructor.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 
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TCT  1123 — Data  Entry — A  course  designed  for  specialization  in  the  data 
entry  field  to  acquire  accuracy  and  speed  in  keying  operations  for  job  accepta- 
bility, emphasizing  keyboard  mastery,  the  development  of  correct  keyboard- 
ing  techniques,  and  the  application  of  these  skills.  Prerequisite:  Permission  of 
instructor.  One  hour  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

TCT  1213 — BASIC  Programming — An  in-depth  study  of  the  writing, 
debugging,  testing,  and  documentation  of  the  Beginners  Ail-Purpose  Symbolic 
Instruction  Code  language  (BASIC).  Prerequisite:  TCT  1113.  Two  hours 
lecture,  two  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCT  1225 — RPG  II  Programming — Designed  to  introduce  the  student 
to  the  Report  Program  Generator  language  (RPG  II).  Practice  in  writing, 
compiling,  debugging,  testing,  and  documentation  of  RPG  II  programs.  Study 
of  input/output  operations,  report  headings  and  editing,  calculation  specifica- 
tions, resulting  indicators,  field  indicators,  multiple  record  file  concepts,  move 
operations,  control  level  indicators,  compare  operations.  Prerequisite:  TCT 
1113.  Three  hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 

TCT  1233 — Micro-Computer  Applications  I — Emphasis  on  micro- 
computer hardware,  Disk  Operating  System  (DOS),  and  software  including 
word  processing  and  data  base  management  applications.  Prerequisites:  TCT 
1113,  and  TCT  1123.  One  hour  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

TCT  2113 — Computer  Operations — Study  and  use  of  OCL  statements, 
utility  programs,  control  commands,  procedures,  SORT  Utility,  and  Data  File 
Utility.  Prerequisite:  TCT  1113.  Two  hours  lecture,  two  hours  laboratory. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCT  2125 — Advanced  RPG  II  Programming — An  advanced  study  of 
RPG  II.  (Includes  RPG  III  concepts.)  Study  of  branching  and  looping  concepts, 
exception  operations,  internal  subroutines,  disk  file  concepts,  sequential  disk 
file  concepts,  indexed-sequential  disk  file  concepts,  direct  and  addrout  disk  file 
concepts,  processing  and  updating  files  by  the  matching  record  method  and  by 
the  read  operation,  table  concepts,  array  concepts,  and  interactive  RPG  II. 
Prerequisite:  TCT  1225. Three  hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Five 
semester  hours  credit. 

TCT  2135— COBOL  Programming — Designed  to  introduce  the  student 
to  the  Common  Business  Oriented  Language  (COBOL).  Practice  in  writing, 
compiling,  debugging,  testing,  and  documentation  of  COBOL  programs. 
Prerequisite:  TCT  1113.  Three  hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Five 
semester  hours  credit. 

TCT  2214 — Computer  Business  Applications — Emphasis  on  practical 
applications  of  data  processing  to  solving  business  applications  such  as  payroll, 
general  ledger,  accounts  receivable,  accounts  payable,  inventory  control,  etc. 
Prerequisites:  TCT  1213,  TCT  2125,  TCT  2135.  Two  hours  lecture,  four  hours 
laboratory.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 


COPIAH-LINCOLN  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  143 

TCT  2224 — Systems  Analysis  &  Design — Emphasis  on  the  development 
and  design  of  data  processing  systems.  Use  of  data  processing  equipment  and 
concepts  in  designing  a  complete  management  information  system.  Shows  how 
all  business  functions  interrelate  by  requiring  students  to  analyze  manual 
procedures,  design  a  sound  systems  approach,  make  proper  selections,  and 
implement  a  management  information  system.  Prerequisites:  TCT  1213,  TCT 
2125,  TCT  2135.  Two  hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Four  semester 
hours  credit. 

TCT  2233 — Technical  Writing — The  study  of  fundamentals  of  technical 
writing  designed  for  practice  in  preparing  written  and  oral  reports  of  various 
types  most  likely  to  be  used  on  the  job  by  technicians.  Three  hours  lecture  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TCT  2245 — Advanced  COBOL  Programming — An  advanced  study  of 
COBOL;  including  multiple  data  files,  indexed-sequential  files,  tables,  sort 
routines,  and  screen  design.  Prerequisite:  TCT  2135.  Three  hours  lecture  and 
four  hours  laboratory.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 

DRAFTING  AND  DESIGN  TECHNOLOGY 

TDD  1126 — Drawing  for  Technicians — An  intensive  course  in  the 
basic  principles  of  drawing  including  the  alphabet  of  lines,  layouts,  use  and 
care  of  instruments,  orthographic  projection,  oblique  projection,  sections, 
auxiliaries,  screws,  threads,  cams,  springs,  tolerances,  allowances, 
dimensioning,  revolutions  and  counter-revolutions,  and  general  drafting 
practices.  Two  hours  lecture,  eight  hours  laboratory,  six  semester  hours 
credit. 

TDD  1213 — Drafting  Design  Math — Trigonometric  functions,  plan  right 
triangles,  reduction  formulas,  fundamental  relations,  identities,  addition 
formulas,  double  angles,  half  angles,  inverse  functions,  solution  of  oblique 
triangles,  logarithms,  and  complex  numbers.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

TDD  1223 — Architectural  Drawing — Development  of  architectual  proj- 
ects through  the  single  story,  single  unit  dwelling.  Models  will  be  required  of 
all  work.  One  hour  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

TDD  1233 — Structural  Drawing — The  application  of  drawing  principles 
to  show  the  architectural  and  structural  features  of  buildings  and  other  engi- 
neering structures.  Structural  drafting  to  deal  primarily  with  steel,  concrete 
and  timber  structures.  One  hour  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semes- 
ter hours  credit. 

TDD  1243 — Descriptive  Geometry  for  Drafting  Technicians — A  study 
of  the  graphic  representation  of  ideas  dealing  with  lines,  planes  and  solids  in 
space.  One  hour  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TDD  1252 — Technical  Writing — The  study  of  fundamentals  of  technical 
writing  designed  for  practice  in  preparing  written  and  oral  reports  of  various 
types  most  likely  to  be  used  on  the  job  by  technicians.  Two  hours  per  week. 
Two  semester  hours  credit. 


144  COPIAH-LINCOLN  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

TDD  2313 — Cost  and  Estimates — This  course  is  a  study  of  basic 
principles  and  current  practices  employed  in  estimating  construction  costs. 
The  student  prepares  material  and  labor  quantity  surveys  from  working 
drawings  and  specifications  for  residential  and  commercial  buildings.  A  study 
is  made  of  unit  cost  and  contractors'  overhead  and  profit  items.  The  principles 
of  bid  procedures  and  requirements  of  construction  projects,  both  public  and 
private,  are  introduced.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TDD  2323 — Advanced  Architectural  Drawing — A  continuation  of 
TDD  1223  through  the  two-story  commercial  structure.  One  and  two  perspec- 
tives and  freehand  rendering  are  required  in  this  course.  One  hour  lecture,  four 
hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TDD  2333 — Elementary  Surveying — The  care  and  use  of  surveying 
instruments.  Field  survey  problems  to  be  executed  including  differential  level- 
ing plus  angular  and  distance  measurements.  One  hour  lecture,  four  hours 
laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TDD  2343 — Topographical  Drawing — This  course  includes  the  use  and 
care  of  drafting  machines,  topographical  notes  and  maps.  Includes  the  devel- 
opment of  both  open  and  closed  traverses,  contour  maps,  city  maps,  plots  and 
land  subdivisions.  One  hour  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

TDD  2353 — Introduction  to  CAD — This  course  is  a  study  of 
computerized  drafting.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  use  of  menus  and  peripheral 
devices,  geometric  constructions,  automatic  dimensioning,  zoom  commands, 
erasure  and  deletion  commands,  and  other  basic  skills.  Two  hours  lecture  and 
two  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TDD  2413— Physics  for  Technicians — The  study  of  the  principles  of 
physics  for  technicians  with  special  emphasis  in  the  areas  of  sound,  light, 
radiation  and  acoustics.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

TDD  2423 — Drawing  Seminar  I — This  course  is  designed  to  give  the 
drafting  student  advanced  study  in  whichever  phase  of  drafting  he  chooses  to 
enter.  Practical  problems  will  be  presented  to  the  student  who  will  be 
expected  to  resolve  them  to  the  best  ability  without  the  advice  of  the  instructor 
but  with  the  knowledge  and  literature  at  his  disposal.  One  hour  lecture,  four 
hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TDD  2433 — Highway  Drafting — This  course  includes  the  development 
of  highway  plans  and  profiles.  Detail  work  in  the  construction  of  bridges  and 
culverts  is  included.  One  hour  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

TDD  2443 — Electrical,  Piping  and  Welding  Drawing — This  course 
teaches  the  use  of  ASA  and  SAE  symbols  in  electrical  schematics,  piping  and 
plumbing  diagrams  and  welded  assembly  drawings.  One  hour  lecture,  four 
hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TDD  2453 — Applied  CAD — This  course  is  a  study  of  advanced 
computerized  drafting  and  design  techniques.  Topics  include  associate 
dimensioning,  overlays,  pattern  fills,  off  screen  commands,  CAD/CAM 
digitizing,  and  tool  cutter  path  and  part  outline  exhibitions.  Two  hours  lecture 
and  two  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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ELECTRONICS  TECHNOLOGY 

Prerequisite:  All  courses  must  be  taken  in  sequence  as  listed  in  program 
curriculum. 

TET  1113 — Introduction  to  Electronics — An  elementary  course 
designed  to  introduce  the  numerous  career  opportunities.  Laboratory 
demonstrations  and  exercises  enable  the  student  to  become  involved  with 
electronic  devices,  test  and  measuring  equipment,  soldering  construction 
practices.  Slide  rule  and  the  electronic  slide  rule  are  also  introduced  in  this 
course.  One  hour  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TET  1123 — Basics  Electronics  I — This  course  provides  lecture  and  labor- 
atory experiences  to  provide  the  student  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  DC 
circuits  and  basic  test  equipment.  Two  hours  lecture,  two  hours  laboratory. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TET  1133 — Electronics  Math — A  course  for  electronic  students  to  learn 
trigonometric  functions,  solve  right  and  oblique  triangles,  reduction  formulas, 
fundamental  relations,  identities,  double  angles,  half  angles,  inverse  functions 
and  complex  numbers.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TET  1143 — Electronics  Drafting — An  elementary  course  for  electronics 
students.  The  course  covers  fundamentals  of  drawing  symbols,  and  standards. 
Emphasis  is  on  construction  and  interpretation  of  typical  electronic  circuits. 
One  hour  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TET  1215 — Basic  Electronics  II — This  course  provides  the  student  with  a 
working  knowledge  of  alternating  current  circuits.  Laboratory  exercises  pro- 
vide theory,  reinforcement,  and  familiarity  with  test  equipment.  Three  hours 
lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 

TET  1224 — Electronics  Devices — Introduction  to  semiconductors, 
vacuum  tubes,  including  the  construction,  theory,  static  and  dynamic  charac- 
teristics of  these  devices.  Three  hours  lecture,  two  hours  laboratory.  Four 
semester  hours  credit. 

TET  1233 — Technical  Physics  I — An  introductory  course  in  physics  for 
technicians.  Fundamentals,  mechanics,  heat  and  electricity.  Particular  empha- 
sis is  given  to  mechanics,  concurrent  forces,  parallel  forces,  forces  in  space, 
work  and  energy.  Simple  machines  are  studied.  Two  hours  lecture,  two  hours 
laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TET  2313 — Advanced  Solid  State  Devices — Principles  of  field  effect 
devices.  UNI-junction  transistors,  operational  amplifiers,  differential  amplifi- 
ers and  other  semi-conductor  devices  and  application.  Two  hours  lecture,  two 
hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TET  2324 — Electronics  Circuits  and  Systems — A  study  of  the  most 
frequently  used  systems  of  communications  equipment.  The  theory  of  opera- 
tion, use,  and  servicing  technique  applicable  to  each  system.  Laboratory 
exercises  are  used  to  develop  trouble  shooting  and  repair  of  systems.  Two 
hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 
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TET  2333— Technical  Physics  II— A  continuation  of  Physics  TDD  2313 
with  special  emphasis  given  to  the  areas  of  sound,  light,  radiation  and 
acoustics.  Two  hours  lecture,  two  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

TET  2344 — Digital  Principles  and  Computers — A  course  designed  to 
introduce  electronics  students  to  computers,  number  systems,  logic  circuits, 
and  mathematics,  counters,  registers,  registers  memory  devices,  input/output 
devices,  and  computer  languages.  Two  hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory. 
Four  semester  hours  credit. 

TET  2415 — Pulse  and  Switching  Circuits — A  course  of  study  designed 
to  provide  the  student  with  the  opportunity  to  gain  knowledge  and  experience 
with  non-linear  circuits.  Three  hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Five 
semester  hours  credit. 

TET  2424 — Instrumentation  and  Control — This  course  covers  devices, 
circuits,  and  systems  which  are  used  for  control  purposes  in  industry.  Theory 
and  lecture  demonstration  along  with  design  and  construction  of  control 
systems  in  the  laboratory  is  used.  Two  hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory. 
Four  semester  hours  credit. 

TET  2434 — Introduction  to  Microprocessors — This  course  provides  an 
introduction  to  the  use  of  microprocessors  and  how  they  function.  The 
students  learn  to  write  and  implement  matching  language  programs  to  control 
the  microprocessors.  Two  hours  lecture,  four  hours  laboratory.  Four  semester 
hours  credit. 

MEDICAL  LABORATORY  TECHNOLOGY 

TML  1111 — Introduction  to  Medical  Technology  and  Phlebotomy — 

Includes  an  overview  of  the  field  of  Medical  Technology,  discussion  of  ethical 
conduct,  and  field  trips  to  affiliated  hospitals.  Two  hours  laboratory.  One 
semester  hour  credit. 

TML  1215 — Clinical  Chemistry — Study  of  human  biochemistry  as  an  aid 
in  the  diagnosis  of  disease  processes.  Chemistry  procedures  performed  on  body 
fluids  for  aiding  in  diagnosis  of  disease  processes.  Three  hours  lecture  and  four 
hours  laboratory  per  week.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 

TML  1222 — Urinalysis  and  Serology — A  study  of  the  diagnostic  signifi- 
cance of  urine  and  serological  detection  of  disease.  One  lecture  hour  per  week 
and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

TML  2313 — Parasitology  and  Mycology — Includes  the  study  of  animal 
parasites  as  well  as  the  fungi  and  yeast  that  affect  man.  Two  hours  lecture  and 
two  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TML  2325 — Hematology — Includes  study  of  blood  and  blood  forming 
tissues,  morphology  of  blood  cells,  blood  counts,  coagulation,  blood  smears 
and  staining  techniques.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 

TML  2333 — Immunohematology — Includes  formation  of  antibodies, 
reactions  to  antigens,  and  procedures  in  blood  banking.  Two  hours  lecture  per 
week,  and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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TML  2417 — Clinical  Experience — Thirty  weeks  of  clinical  practice  and 
didactic  instruction  in  a  clinical  affiliate.  Areas  covered  are  Hematology, 
Clinical  Chemistry,  Immunohematology,  Urinalysis,  and  Microbiology.  Pre- 
requisite: Students  must  meet  all  the  requirements  for  the  AS  Degree  upon 
successful  completion  of  this  course.  1200  clinical  hours.  Seventeen  semester 
hours  credit. 

TECHNICAL  RELATED  STUDIES 

TRR  1100 — Technical  Related  Reading — This  course  provides  practice 
in  basic  communication  skills.  It  is  designed  to  diagnose  and  remediate  individ- 
ual skill  deficiencies  which  may  prevent  students  from  succeeding  in  technical 
programs.  Areas  of  emphasis:  vocabulary  development,  comprehension  skills 
and  study  skills.  Three  laboratory  hours.  No  credit. 

RADIOGRAPHY 

All  Radiography  course  must  be  successfully  completed  according  to  the 
curriculum  sequence  beginning  with  the  fall  semester. 

TRT  1111 — Orientation  to  Radiography — This  course  consists  of 
orientation  to  the  clinical  environment  of  the  radiology  department,  the  role 
of  the  technologist  as  a  member  of  the  health  care  team,  radiation  protection. 
One  hour  theory.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

TRT  1121 — Nursing  Procedures  for  Radiologic  Technologists — This 
course  consists  of  nursing  procedures  and  techniques  as  related  to  the  diagnos- 
tic and  therapeutic  practices  of  patient  care  in  the  radiology  department.  One 
hour  theory.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

TRT  1133 — Radiographic  Positioning  I — This  course  consists  of  a 
lecture/laboratory  study  of  radiographic  positioning  and  related  anatomy  of 
the  chest,  abdomen,  upper  extremities,  body  thorax,  digestive  and  urinary 
systems.  One  hour  theory.  Four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TRT  1143 — Radiographic  Technique  I — This  course  consists  of  lecture/ 
laboratory  study  of  radiographic  imaging.  This  includes  care  of  radiographic 
rooms  and  equipment,  film  processing,  technique  charts,  exposure  factors, 
radiographic  quality,  sensitometry,  macroradiography  and  basic  electronic 
image  detector  principles.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

TRT  1151 — Clinical  I — This  course  consists  entirely  of  clinical 
experiences.  The  student  is  introduced  to  the  hospital  setting  and  begins 
assisting  the  technologist.  Sixty-four  hours  clinical.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

TRT  1214 — Radiographic  Positioning  II — This  course  consists  of  a 
lecture/laboratory  study  of  radiographic  positioning  and  related  anatomy  of 
the  lower  extremities,  pelvis,  spine,  skull  and  facial  bones.  This  is  a 
continuation  of  Radiographic  Positioning  I.  Two  hours  theory  and  four  hours 
laboratory.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 
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TRT  1223 — Radiographic  Technique  II — This  course  consists  of  a 
lecture/laboratory  study  of  advanced  radiographic  equipment  and  quality 
assurance.  This  includes  a  review  of  radiographic  technique  and  quality 
factors,  principles  of  tomography  CT  scanning,  ultrasonography,  magnetic 
resonance  imaging,  digital  radiography  and  quality  assurance  equipment.  This 
course  is  a  continuation  of  Radiographic  Technique  I.  Two  hours  theory  and 
two  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TRT  1233 — Radiologic  Physics — This  course  consists  of  basic  principles 
of  electronics  for  X-radiation  production  and  control  of  diagnostic 
radiographic  equipment,  methods  of  solving  fundamental  mathematical 
problems  in  algebra,  geometry,  graphs  and  charts,  ratio  and  proportion,  and 
scientific  notation.  The  course  includes  energy  and  matter,  electrostatics  and 
electrodynamics,  motors,  generators,  X-ray  tube  and  control  panel,  etc.  Two 
hours  theory  and  two  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TRT  1245 — Clinical  II — This  course  consists  entirely  of  clinical 
experiences.  The  student  assists  the  registered  technologist  in  performing  basic 
radiographic  procedures.  Three  hundred  eighty-four  hours  clinical.  Five 
semester  hours  credit. 

TRT  1316 — Clinical  III — This  course  consists  entirely  of  clinical  exper- 
iences. With  the  approval  of  the  registered  technologists,  the  student  begins  to 
perform  specified  radiographic  procedures.  Four  hundred  forty  hours  clinical. 
Six  semester  hours  credit. 

TRT  2412 — Radiographic  Pathology — This  course  is  a  study  of  basic 
disease  processes,  nature  and  causes  of  disease  and  injury  and  their  related 
radiographic  significance.  Two  hours  theory.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

TRT  2422 — Radiation  Biology — This  course  consists  of  a  study  of  the 
effect  of  ionizing  radiation  on  living  tissue.  Two  hours  lecture.  Two  semester 
hours  credit. 

TRT  2433 — Radiographic  Positioning  III — This  course  consists  of  the 
study  of  radiographic  procedures  which  utilize  sterile  techniques  and/or 
specialized  equipment.  Three  hours  theory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TRT  2446 — -Clinical  IV — This  course  consists  entirely  of  clinical 
experiences.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Clinical  III  and  the  student  begins  to 
work  with  indirect  supervision.  Four  hundred  eight  hours  clinical.  Six 
semester  hours  credit. 

TRT  2514 — Clinical  V — This  course  consists  entirely  of  clinical 
experiences.  This  is  a  continuation  of  Clinical  IV.  The  student  is  expected  to 
demonstrate  proficiency  in  all  phases  of  radiography.  Nine  hundred  fifty-two 
hours  clinical.  Fourteen  semester  hours  credit. 

SALES  AND  MANAGEMENT  TECHNOLOGY 

TSM  1113 — Salesmanship — Retail,  wholesale  and  specialty  selling. 
Major  emphasis  is  placed  on  mastering  and  fundamentals  o(  selling. 
Preparation  and  execution  of  sales  demonstrations  required.  Two  hours 
lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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TSM  1213 — Retailing — A  study  of  retailing  in  the  economy  including 
development  of  present  retail  structure,  functions  performed,  principles 
governing  effective  operation  and  managerial  problems  resulting  from  current 
economic  and  social  trends.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TSM  1223 — Personnel  Management — Involves  a  study  of  the  objectives, 
function  and  various  types  of  personnel,  organizations,  major  emphasis  placed 
on  selection  and  recruiting  of  personnel,  job  evaluation,  education  and 
training,  and  employee  relations.  Two  hours  lecture  and  one  hour  laboratory 
per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

TSM  1313 — Advertising — A  study  of  advertising  as  sales  promotion  with 
emphasis  on  display,  layout,  special  events,  and  coordination  of  advertising 
projects.  Two  hours  lecture  and  one  hour  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester 
hours  credit. 

TSM  1323 — Marketing — The  basic  principles  and  methods  involved  in  the 
movement  of  goods  and  services  from  producer  to  consumer.  Special  attention 
and  emphasis  given  to  problems  in  markups,  markdowns,  inventories,  pricing, 
unit  control,  merchandising  and  budgeting.  Major  problems  and  decision 
making  included.  Two  hours  lecture  and  one  hour  laboratory  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

TSM  2213 — Principles  of  Finance — The  objectives,  tools,  methods,  and 
problems  of  financial  management;  federal  rules  and  regulations  are  discussed. 
Two  hours  lecture  and  one  hour  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

TSM  2223 — Marketing  Management — Involves  the  preparation  of  an 
overall  marketing  plan  which  is  a  result  of  the  integration  of  the  marketing 
functions  of  produce  planning,  advertising  and  sales  promotion,  merchandis- 
ing, marketing  research,  sales  and  sales  management,  and  the  coordination  of 
all  marketing  functions  with  the  desired  marketing  objectives.  Two  hours 
lecture  and  one  hour  laboratory  per  week.  Three  semester  hour  credits. 

TSM  2313 — Business  Management — Principles  of  business  management 
including  overview  of  major  functions  such  as  planning,  staffing,  controlling, 
directing,  and  financing.  Role  of  management  in  business — qualifications  and 
requirements.  Two  hours  lecture  and  one  hour  laboratory  per  week. 
Prerequisite:  TSM  1323  and  201.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION 

AIR  CONDITIONING,  HEATING  AND  REFRIGERATION 

VAH  1112 — Air  Conditioning  and  Refrigeration — This  course  is  an 
introduction  to  refrigeration,  heat  and  temperature.  The  student  will  become 
acquainted  with  the  mechanical  operations  used  by  the  service  specialist  and 
will  be  introduced  to  the  basic  refrigeration  cycle.  Safety,  use  of  hand  tools, 
and  transfer  of  heat  are  an  integral  part  of  this  course.  Twenty-four  laboratory 
hours  each  week.  Twelve  semester  hours  credit. 
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VAH  1123 — Applied  Math — This  course  provides  a  full  review  and  prac- 
tice of  shop  arithmetic  dealing  with  all  functions  of  common  fractions,  mixed 
numbers  and  decimals.  Measuring  tools  of  the  machinist  trade  are  introduced 
with  the  teaching  of  their  purpose,  the  methods  of  checking  their  accuracy  and 
means  for  the  proper  calibration.  Under  the  study  of  weights  and  measures,  the 
student  learns  the  metric  system,  angular  measurements,  weight  and  cost  of 
stock,  liquid  and  temperature  measurement,  expansion  of  metals.  Three 
lecture  hours.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VAH  1133 — Basic  Electricity — An  introduction  to  basic  electricity  and 
its  application  to  air  conditioning  systems.  The  course  will  include  magnetism, 
A.C.  and  D.C.  Circuit,  electrical  diagrams,  and  residential  and  commercial 
wiring.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VAH  1212 — Air  Conditioning  and  Refrigeration — This  course  is  a  con- 
tinuation of  VAH  1112  which  includes  non-mechanical  refrigeration  systems. 
Study  involves  theory  and  application  of  compressors,  condensers,  evapora- 
tors, refrigerators,  and  changing  and  testing  refrigeration  systems.  Twenty- 
four  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Twelve  semester  hours  credit. 

VAH  1223 — Applied  Math— This  course  is  a  continuation  of  VAH  1123. 
Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VAH  1231 — Welding — The  student  receives  orientation  on  safety  in  the 
welding  trades.  The  student  is  taught  basic  arc  and  acetylene  welding;  also, 
soldering  and  brazing  of  aluminum  and  copper.  Two  laboratory  hours.  One 
semester  hour  credit. 

VAH  2312 — Air  Conditioning  and  Refrigeration — This  course  is 
designed  to  give  the  student  theory  and  practical  application  to  develop 
fundamental  skills  connected  with  installation  and  servicing  of  air  condition- 
ing, heating,  and  refrigeration  systems.  It  will  include  a  study  of  the  installa- 
tion of  small  commercial  equipment,  self  contained  water-cooled  and  air- 
cooled  units,  cooling  tower  installation  and  water  treatment.  Twenty-four 
laboratory  hours.  Twelve  semester  hours  credit. 

VAH  2323 — Psychrometrics — Psychrome  tries  is  the  study  of  the  proper- 
ties of  air.  In  air  conditioning,  psychrometrics  involves  measuring  and  deter- 
mining the  properties  of  outside  air  and  of  air  that  is  present  in  the  conditioned 
room  or  building.  It  is  also  used  to  establish  the  conditions  of  air  that  will  be 
most  comfortable  in  a  given  heated  or  cooled  area.  Three  lecture  hours.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

VAH  2333— Electric  Control  Systems — This  course  is  designed  to  pre- 
sent the  technical  subject  of  electric  motor  controls  and  their  application.  To 
present  a  system  of  study  and  analysis  of  control  circuits  and  circuit  diagrams. 
Three  lecture  hours.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VAH  2412 — Air  Conditioning  and  Refrigeration — This  course 
familiarizes  the  student  with  commercial  refrigeration  systems,  air  distribu- 
tion, cooling  and  heating  loads,  system  requirements,  and  electric  motors  in 
refrigeration.  Twenty-four  laboratory  hours.  Twelve  semester  hours  credit. 

VAH  2422 — Human  Relations — Study  of  actions  of  people.  Course  is 
designed  toward  personality  development,  development  of  techniques  work- 
ing with  others  and  the  ability  to  communicate.  This  course  includes  employa- 
bility  skills.  Two  lecture  hours.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 
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VAH  2433 — Blueprint  and  Duct  Fabrication — This  course  is  designed  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  the  practical  duct  layout  problems  which  are  met 
within  air  conditioning  sheet  metal  work.  Also  includes  instruction  on  isomet- 
ric views  and  beginning  drawings.  Prerequisite:  A  student  must  complete  two 
semesters  in  air  conditioning  before  entering  this  course.  Three  lecture  hours. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

AUTOMOTIVE  MECHANICS 

VAM  1116 — Automotive  Laboratory — This  course  is  a  study  of  general 
shop  safety,  hand  tools,  and  power  tools.  General  shop  practices  will  be 
stressed  with  specific  emphasis  on  correct  hand  and  power  tool  care  and 
correct  operation.  An  introduction  to  simple  automotive  repairs  will  begin  in 
this  course.  Twelve  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Six  semester  hours  credit. 

VAM  1125 — Engine  Repair — This  course  is  a  study  of  basic  engine 
principles  covering  the  cooling,  lubricating,  exhaust,  and  fuel  systems.  This 
course  will  also  cover  in  depth  an  overhaul  of  engines,  with  emphasis  placed  on 
correct  procedures  followed  in  the  repair  or  overhaul.  Three  class  hours  and 
four  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 

VAM  1136 — Manual  Drive  Train  and  Axles — This  course  will  introduce 
the  student  to  the  components  of  the  drive  train,  including  clutch  assembly, 
standard  transmission,  drive  lines,  front  wheel  drive  and  rear  axle  assemblies. 
Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  repair,  replacement,  and/or  overhaul  of  the 
components  of  the  drive  train.  Four  class  hours  and  four  laboratory  hours  per 
week.  Six  semester  hours  credit. 

VAM  1218 — Automotive  Laboratory — This  course  is  designed  to 
introduce  the  student  to  advanced  repairs  of  automobiles.  An  introduction  to 
specialty  tools,  such  as  an  engine  analyzer,  will  be  in  this  course.  Also  included 
will  be  the  theory  safety,  and  practical  application  of  oxy-acetylene  and 
electric  arc  welding.  Sixteen  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Eight  semester  hours 
credit. 

VAM  1224 — Automatic  Transmission/Transaxle — This  course  is  a  study 
of  components  of  the  automatic  transmission  and  transaxle  including  the 
mechanical  gears  and  hydraulic  systems.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
troubleshooting,  repair,  replacement,  and/or  overhaul  of  the  automatic 
transmission/transaxle  units.  Two  class  hours  and  four  laboratory  hours  per 
week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

VAM  1234 — Brakes — This  course  is  designed  to  familiarize  the  student 
with  today's  modern  brake  systems.  The  physics  of  fluid  pressure  to 
mechanical  advantage,  components,  troubleshooting,  and  repair  will  be  taught 
Three  class  hours  and  two  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Four  semester  hours 
credit. 

VAM  2315 — Automotive  Laboratory — The  student  will  perform  actual 
repairs  on  customer  vehicles  with  emphasis  on  repair  sheets,  ordering  of  parts, 
and  time  sheets.  Safety  practices  for  courses  at  the  sophomore  level  will  be 
taught.  Ten  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Five  semester  hours  credit. 
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VAM  2324 — Suspension  and  Steering — This  course  is  a  study  of  the  basic 
information  and  techniques  needed  to  service  and  repair  the  suspension  and 
steering  system  of  today's  automobile.  Areas  covered  include  steering  systems 
diagnosis  and  repair,  suspension  systems  diagnosis  and  repair,  wheel  and  tire 
diagnosis  and  repair,  and  wheel  alignment  diagnosis,  adjustment  and  repair. 
Two  class  hours  and  four  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Four  semester  hours 
credit. 

VAM  2338 — Electrical  Systems — This  course  is  a  study  of  the  operation, 
construction,  diagnosis,  and  servicing  of  automotive  electrical  systems.  Test 
procedures,  troubleshooting,  and  overhauling  various  systems  are  stressed. 
Five  class  hours  and  six  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Eight  semester  hours 
credit. 

VAM  2414 — Automotive  Laboratory — The  student  will  continue  to 
perform  live  repair  work  on  customers  vehicles  with  emphasis  on  increasing 
speed  of  making  repairs  while  maintaining  quality  of  workmanship. 
Employability  skills  such  as  job  requirements,  wage  information,  employment 
opportunities,  career  ladder,  preparing  resume,  letter  of  application, 
appropriate  dress,  etc.,  will  be  covered  in  this  course.  Eight  laboratory  hours 
per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

VAM  2429 — Engine  Performance — This  course  is  a  study  of  ignition,  fuel, 
emission  control,  and  exhaust  systems.  Included  will  be  tune-up  on  both 
breaker  point  and  electronic  ignition  systems;  the  testing  and  adjusting, 
repairing  and/or  replacing  of  components  in  the  fuel  system,  emission  control 
system,  and  exhaust  system.  Five  class  hours  and  eight  laboratory  hours  per 
week.  Nine  semester  hours  credit. 

VAM  2434 — Heating  and  Air  Conditioning — This  course  is  a  study  of 
various  components  of  the  automotive  heating,  testing,  servicing,  repair  and/ 
or  replacement  of  various  components  of  the  systems.  Two  class  hours  and  four 
laboratory  hours  per  week.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

COSMETOLOGY 
All  courses  must  be  taken  in  sequence. 

VCO  1112 — Practical  I — It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to  enable  the  student 
to  obtain  basic  fundamental  experiences  in  beginning  Cosmetology.  This 
course  will  primarily  consist  of:  demonstrations,  practice  on  mannequins,  and 
beginning  practice  on  fellow  students.  Practical  experiences  will  include  the 
basics  in:  shampooing  and  rinsing,  scalp  and  hair  treatment,  manicuring  and 
hair  shaping.  Four  hundred  fifty  clock  hours.  Twelve  semester  hours  credit. 

VCO  1126 — Theory  I — This  course  is  the  introduction  to  the  basics  of 
Cosmetology.  The  student  must  complete  at  least  240  class  hours  before 
becoming  eligible  to  do  practical  applications  on  patrons.  Instruction  included 
in  the  class  will  consist  of:  professional  ethics,  hygiene  and  good  grooming, 
visual  poise,  personality  development,  voice,  conversations,  bacteriology, 
sterilization  and  sanitation.  Also  includes  instruction  in:  shampooing  and 
rinsing,  scalp  and  hair  treatments  manicuring,  hair  shaping,  and  finger  waving. 
Seventy  seven  clock  hours.  Six  semester  hours  credit. 
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VCO  1212— Practical  II— This  course  includes  a  duplication  of  VCO  1112 
with  additional  practical  experiences  in:  hair  styling,  styling  of  wigs  and  care, 
permanent  waving,  chemical  hair  relaxing,  massage,  facial  treatment,  hair 
coloring,  hair  removal,  hair  pressing  and  thermal  waving.  During  this 
semester  the  student  will  obtain  practical  experience  in  Cosmetology  working 
and  practicing  with  patrons  from  the  public.  Four  hundred  seventy  clock 
hours.  Twelve  semester  hours  credit. 

VCO  1226 — Theory  II — Instruction  in  the  course  will  include  lectures  and 
demonstrations  in  the  following  subjects:  hair  styling,  styling  of  wigs  and  care, 
permanent  waving,  chemical  hair  relaxing,  theory  of  massage,  facial  treat- 
ment and  make-up,  hair  coloring,  superfluous  hair  removal,  hair  pressing,  and 
thermal  waving.  Seventy  seven  clock  hours.  Six  semester  hours  credit. 

VCO  1312 — Practical  III — This  is  a  continuation  of  the  first  and  second 
semesters  with  a  special  emphasis  on  advanced  assignments.  Special  projects 
are  assigned  by  the  instructors  to  meet  the  individual  student's  needs.  Three 
hundred  fifty  clock  hours.  Twelve  semester  hours  credit. 

VCO  1326 — Theory  III — This  is  a  continuation  of  the  first  and  second 
semesters.  The  classroom  work  consists  of  theory  and  study  in:  anatomy  and 
physiology,  muscular  system,  nervous  system,  endocrine  system,  excretory 
system,  respiratory  system  and  digestive  system,  the  skin  and  scalp,  hair 
composition  and  the  nails;  disorders  of  the  skin,  scalp  and  hair,  electricity  and 
light  therapy,  chemistry  and  salon  management.  Seventy  six  clock  hours.  Six 
semester  hours  credit, 

VCO  2118 — Practical  IV — This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  Teacher 
Trainee  actual  teaching  experience  under  the  supervision  of  experienced 
instructors.  Eight  semester  hours  credit. 

VCO  2124 — Theory  IV — This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  teacher 
trainee  actual  classroom  teaching  experience  under  the  supervision  of  expe- 
rienced instructors.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

VCO  2218— Practical  V— This  course  is  a  continuation  of  VCO  2118  for 
duration  of  hours.  Eight  semester  hours  credit. 

VCO  2224 — Theory  V — This  course  is  a  continuation  of  VCO  2124  for 
duration  of  hours.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

VES  1111 — Employability  Skills — This  course  is  designed  to  provide 
information  and  activities  that  may  be  used  in  helping  the  student  become 
more  knowqledgeable  in  the  skills  needed  for  employability.  Areas  of  emphasis 
will  include  human  relations  on  the  job,  resume  writing,  application 
completion,  and  interview  techniques.  One  hour  per  week.  One  semester  hour 
credit. 

PROFESSIONAL  FOOD  SERVICE 

VFS  1117 — Food  Service  Practicum  I — This  lab  period  will  be  devoted  to 
actual  planning,  preparing,  supervising  and  serving  of  meals.  Emphasis  will  be 
placed  on  basic  food  production,  as  well  as  training  students  for  positions 
required  to  make  a  food  service  operable.  Fourteen  hours  per  week.  Seven 
semester  hours  credit. 
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VFS  1123 — Sanitation  and  Safety  I — This  course  will  be  devoted  to 
educating  the  student  in  personal  hygiene,  ware  washing,  and  general  house- 
keeping skills.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VFS  1133 — Math  Principles  for  Food  Service  I — This  course  will  be  a 
review  in  basic  math,  as  related  to  food  service  with  emphasis  on  operational 
symbols,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and  division  ...  fractions, 
decimals,  and  percents.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VFS  1143 — Human  Relations  I — This  course  is  designed  to  prepare  the 
students  with  the  proper  attitude  toward  themselves,  their  fellow  employees, 
as  well  as  their  employers.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VFS  1153 — Food  Production  I — This  course  will  be  an  introduction  to 
food  handling  and  storage,  introduction  to  equipment,  work  simplification, 
basic  food  production,  types  of  service,  portion  control,  and  garnishing.  Three 
hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VFS  1161 — Employability  Skills  I — This  course  will  be  basically  a 
work  shop,  held  one  hour  per  week.  It  is  designed  to  aid  students  in  acquiring 
and  maintaining  employment.  One  hour  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit. 

VFS  1217 — Food  Service  Practicum  II — A  continuation  of  Food  Service 
Practicum  I,  with  greater  responsibilities  being  assigned  to  second  semester 
students.  Fourteen  hours  per  week.  Seven  semester  hours  credit. 

VFS  1223 — Sanitation  and  Safety  II — This  course,  a  continuation  of  Sani- 
tation and  Safety  I,  will  be  devoted  to  educating  the  student  in  pest  control, 
bacteriology,  OSHA  standards,  Mississippi  sanitation  codes.  Three  hours  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VFS  1233 — Math  Principles  for  Food  Service  II — A  continuation  of 
Math  Principles  for  Food  Service  I,  this  course  will  be  devoted  to  operational 
procedures  for  the  preparation  crews,  operational  procedures  for  the  service 
crews,  and  operational  procedures  for  management,  as  well  as  the  metric 
system  and  related  tax  laws  and  regulations.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

VFS  1243 — Human  Relations  II— A  continuation  of  Human  Relations  I, 
this  course  will  educate  the  student  in  the  need  and  necessity  of  teamwork  and 
good  communication  skills.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

VFS  1253 — Food  Production  II — This  course,  a  continuation  of  Food 
Production  I,  is  designed  to  educate  the  student  in  general  equipment  mainte- 
nance, equipment  management,  quantity  food  production,  recipe  writing,  and 
food  and  menu  marketing.  Three  hours  per  week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VFS  1261 — Employability  Skills  II — This  course  will  be  devoted  to 
improving  skills  such  as  resume  writing,  interviewing,  and  personal  motiva- 
tion. One  hour  per  week.  One  semester  hour  credit 

VFS  1317 — Lab  Practicum  III — This  course  will  be  devoted  to  the  actual 
planning,  organizing,  and  supervising  of  meals  in  a  manager  capacity,  with 
emphasis  on  management  techniques,  organizational  skills,  and  quick  decision 
making.  Fourteen  laboratory  hours.  Seven  semester  hours  credit. 
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VFS  1327 — Organization  Management — This  course  is  designed  to  pre- 
pare the  student  for  management  duties  and  responsibilities  such  as  scheduling 
of  employees,  production,  training,  etc.,  as  well  as  techniques  in  inventory, 
cost  and  cash  control,  purchasing,  and  other  organizational  duties  required  in 
food  service  management.  Fourteen  laboratory  hours.  Seven  semester  hours 
credit. 

VFS  1333 — Management  Theory  and  Techniques — This  course  is 
devoted  to  introducing  the  theory  and  principle  of  food  service  management 
and  to  aid  the  students  in  developing  their  own  philosophies  and  techniques  in 
food  service  management.  Three  lecture  hours.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HEAVY  EQUIPMENT  MECHANICS 

VHE  1116 — Basic  Engine  Overhaul  I — In  this  course,  the  student  will 
become  familiar  with  the  principles  by  which  an  internal  combustion  engine 
operates.  This  course  will  include  the  theory  of  analyzing  and  repairing 
gasoline  and  diesel  engines.  Six  hours  lecture.  Six  semester  hours  credit. 

VHE  1123 — Interpreting  Automotive  Systems  I — This  course  is 
designed  so  that  the  student  will  become  familiar  with  and  recognize  the 
various  components  of  heavy  equipment.  Three  lecture  hours  per  week.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

VHE  1132 — Welding  I — The  student  receives  orientation  of  safety  in  the 
welding  trade.  The  student  is  taught  welding  theory,  electrode  classification 
and  identification  of  oxyacetylene  welding  and  cutting  and  electric  arc 
welding.  Four  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

VHE  1148 — Heavy  Equipment  Mechanics  Laboratory  I — The  student 
will  make  diagnosis,  repair  and  rebuild  all  types  of  engines  for  heavy  equip- 
ment. Twelve  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Eight  semester  hours  credit. 

VHE  1216 — Basic  Engine  Overhaul  II — This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
VHE  1116.  This  course  will  include  the  theory  of  governors,  fuel  systems,  and 
anti-pollution  devices.  Six  hours  lecture.  Six  semester  hours  credit. 

VHE  1223 — Interpreting  Automotive  Systems  II — This  course  is  a  con- 
tinuation of  VHE  1123.  Three  hours  lecture  per  week.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

VHE  1232— Welding  II— A  continuation  of  VHE  1132.  Again  the  stu- 
dents are  constantly  reminded  of  good  safe  working  habits.  Four  laboratory 
hours  per  week.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

VHE  1248 — Heavy  Equipment  Mechanics  Laboratory  II — This  course 
is  a  continuation  of  VHE  1148,  in  which  the  student  will  break  down  and 
rebuild  a  Caterpillar,  Cummins  and  Detroit  engine.  Sixteen  hours  laboratory 
per  week.  Eight  semester  hours  credit. 

VHE  2114 — Heavy  Equipment  Mechanics — This  course  is  a  continua- 
tion of  VHE  1216,  with  the  following  additions:  the  theories  and  application  of 
the  hydraulic  system,  the  equipment  carriage,  framework,  wheel  and  track 
systems  will  be  covered.  Much  work  is  in  diagnosing  and  repairing  the  systems. 
Twenty-two  hours  laboratory,  and  three  lecture  hours.  Fourteen  semester 
hours  credit. 
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VHE  2123 — Vocational  Electronics  I — This  course  is  designed  to  intro- 
duce the  automotive  mechanics  to  the  electrical  systems  of  the  modern  day 
vehicle.  This  course  includes  direct  current  circuits,  alternating  current  cir- 
cuits, power  generating  and  control  systems.  Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours 
laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credits. 

VHE  2214 — Heavy  Equipment  Mechanics — The  theories  and  applica- 
tion of  transmissions,  differentials,  drive  lines,  torque  converters  and  brake 
systems.  Major  tune-up  and  trouble  shooting  will  be  included  in  this  course. 
Twenty-two  hours  laboratory  per  week,  and  three  lecture  hours.  Fourteen 
semester  hours  credit. 

VHE  2223— Vocational  Electronics  II— A  continuation  of  VHE  2123. 
This  course  includes  theory  and  application  of  semi-conductors,  zener  diodes, 
transistor  amplifiers,  transistorized  voltage  regulators,  and  ignition  systems. 
Two  hours  lecture  and  two  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HEAVY  EQUIPMENT  OPERATOR 

All  courses  must  be  taken  in  sequence. 

VHO  1117 — Heavy  Equipment  Operation— Basic  operation  of  the 
backhoe,  scraper,  front  end  loader,  dozer,  motor  grader,  and  excavator. 
Includes  mastering  the  controls  and  basic  skills  performed  with  each  machine, 
taking  and  following  written  and  verbal  instructions.  Fourteen  hours  labora- 
tory. Seven  semester  hours  credit. 

VHO  1123 — Service  and  Preventive  Maintenance — Routine  start-up 
service  and  preventive  maintenance  on  all  the  machines  used  in  VHO  1117. 
One  hour  lecture,  and  four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VHO  1133 — Safety — Personal  safety  and  the  safe  operation  of  each 
machine  in  VHO  1117.  One  hour  lecture,  and  four  hours  laboratory.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

VHO  1143 — Grades — Setting  and  checking  grades  which  are  used  on  job 
sites  when  applicable.  One  hour  lecture,  and  four  hours  laboratory.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

VHO  1217 — Heavy  Equipment  Operation — A  continuation  of  VHO  110 
with  advanced  training  and  practice.  Fourteen  hours  laboratory.  Seven 
semester  hours  credit. 

VHO  1223 — Service  and  Preventive  Maintenance — A  continuation  of 
VHO  1123.  One  hour  lecture,  and  four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

VHO  1233— Safety— A  continuation  of  VHO  1133.  One  hour  lecture,  and 
four  hours  laboratory.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VHO  1243 — Grades — A  continuation  of  VHO  1143.  One  hour  lecture,  and 
four  hours  laboratory,  three  semester  hours  credit. 
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MACHINE  SHOP 

VMS  1111 — Machine  Shop  I — An  introduction  to  the  field  of  metal  work 
and  industrial  manufacturing  for  machine  shop  students.  Possibilities  and 
limitations  of  various  machine  tools  are  developed  so  that  a  student  will  have  a 
basic  perspective  of  modern  efficient  machine  shop  procedures.  The  charac- 
teristics of  different  materials  are  covered  as  well  as  their  adaptability  to  the 
various  processes  and  during  this  course  the  student  is  constantly  reminded  of 
good  safety  procedures.  Twenty-two  hours  laboratory.  Eleven  semester  hours 
credit. 

VMS  1122 — Shop  Mathematics  I — This  course  provides  a  full  review  and 
practice  of  shop  arithmetic  dealing  with  all  functions  of  common  fractions, 
mixed  numbers  and  decimals.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  metric  system,  angular 
measurement,  weight  and  cost  of  stock,  liquid  and  temperature  measurement, 
expansion  of  metals,  mechanical  work,  speed  of  pulleys  and  gears,  use  of 
formulas,  square  roots  and  percentages.  Two  lecture  hours  per  week.  Two 
semester  hours  credit. 

VMS  1132 — Blueprint  Reading — It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to  provide 
fundamental  training  in  Blueprint  Reading  with  the  necessary  emphasis  upon 
the  visualization  of  view  of  objects.  Work  sheets  with  questions  and  grids  for 
sketching  accompany  the  blueprints.  Two  hours  per  week.  Two  semester 
hours  credit. 

VMS  1142 — Machine  Tools  I — This  course  has  been  designed,  especially 
with  regard  to  the  descriptions  of  the  most  modern  machines,  their  latest 
attachments  and  their  possible  uses  in  the  machine  shop.  It  is  further  proposed 
to  assist  those  who  desire  to  obtain  knowledge  of  the  elementary  operations  of 
machine  shop  work.  Two  hours  per  week.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

VMS  1211 — Machine  Shop  II — Fundamental  machine  operations  of  drill- 
ing, reaming,  turning  between  centers,  chuck  work,  thread  cutting,  shaper 
work,  layout,  and  finishing.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  cutting  speeds, 
tool  and  drill  grinding,  and  machine  upkeep.  Twenty-two  hours  laboratory. 
Eleven  semester  hours  credit. 

VMS  1222 — Shop  Mathematics  II — In  this  course  the  student  is  taught 
Applied  Geometry  which  defines  shapes  and  certain  properties  associated  with 
the  basic  shapes  of  the  triangle,  circle,  parallelogram,  cylinders,  spheres  and 
pyramids.  This  course  is  made  complete  by  introduction  and  application  of 
shop  trigonometry,  dealing  primarily  with  the  several  functions  of  the  right 
triangle  and  the  use  of  the  sine  bar.  Two  lecture  hours  per  week.  Two  semester 
hours  credit. 

VMS  1232— Blue  Print  Reading  II— (for  Machine  Shop  Students)— A 

considerable  number  of  facsimile  reproductions  of  commercial  prints  are 
included  in  this  course.  These  have  been  carefully  selected  to  provide  a  broad 
view  of  the  practices  of  various  companies  and  to  cover  fundamental  princi- 
ples. Work  sheet,  with  questions  and  grids  for  sketching,  accompany  the 
blueprints.  Two  hours  per  week.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

VMS  1242 — Machine  Tools  II — Continuation  of  Machine  Tools  I  with 
added  emphasis  on  drill  press  and  lathe  operations  and  forge  work.  Two  hours 
per  week.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 
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VMS  2111 — Machine  Shop  III — This  course  advances  the  student  into 
more  technical  aspects  of  the  machinist  trade,  such  as  heat-treating,  gear 
cutting  and  shaper  work.  The  characteristics  of  different  materials  are  covered 
as  well  as  their  adaptability  to  the  various  processes.  Twenty-four  hours 
laboratory.  Eleven  semester  hours  credit. 

VMS  2122— Machine  Tools  III — This  course  is  designed  to  cause  students 
to  use  their  reasoning  powers  and  develop  their  resourcefulness.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  setup  and  operation  of  the  shaper,  planer,  milling  machines,  and 
grinder.  Two  hours  per  week.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

VMS  2132 — Machine  Shop  Welding — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  pro- 
vide the  machine  shop  student  with  welding  procedures  and  operations  neces- 
sary to  become  a  machinist.  Two  clock  hours.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

VMS  2142 — Special  Processes  I — This  course  is  designed  to  orient  the 
student  to  new  processes  of  machine  tool  operations.  The  content  of  this  course 
is  a  combination  of  technical  information,  set-up,  and  operating  procedures  on 
the  electrical  discharge  machine.  Set-up  and  operating  procedures  of  the 
hydraulic  tracer  attachment  on  the  engine  lathe.  Two  hours  per  week.  Two 
semester  hours  credit. 

VMS  2212 — Machine  Shop  IV— This  course  is  designed  for  the  student  to 
advance  into  new  machine  shop  processes  and  to  think  on  his  own.  A  combina- 
tion of  all  the  machines  and  operations  is  reviewed.  The  setting  is  brought 
closer  to  an  industrial  situation  by  industrial  field  trips  and  by  the  student 
solving  problems  and  working  on  his  own.  Twenty-four  hours  laboratory. 
Twelve  semester  hours  credit. 

VMS  2222 — Machine  Tools  IV — Continuation  of  Machine  Tools  III  with 
added  emphasis  on  hydraulics,  metal  band  saws,  metallurgy,  and  cutting  fluids. 
Two  hours  per  week.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

VMS  2234 — Special  Processes  II— This  course  is  designed  to  orient  the 
student  to  the  latest  in  the  state  of  the  arts  in  machine  tool  operations. 
Programming,  set-up,  and  operating  the  computerized  numerical  control 
machine,  through  the  use  of  the  computer  aided  design/computer  aided 
manufacturing  system,  are  all  contents  of  the  course.  Four  hours  per  week. 
Four  semester  hours  credit. 

PRACTICAL  NURSING 

VPN  1112 — Orientation  and  Basic  Education — This  course  includes 
orientation  to  program  policies,  overview  of  nursing  history,  legal  aspects  of 
nursing,  the  role  of  the  practical  nurse  in  health  care,  basic  mathematics 
review  and  introduction  to  dosage  calculation  and  introduction  to  medical 
terminology.  Thirty  clock  hours.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

VPN  1123 — Anatomy  and  Physiology — The  student  is  introduced  to 
and  gains  an  appreciation  of  the  body  as  a  machine.  Body  structure  and  body 
function  is  included.  Each  system  of  the  body  is  covered  with  applications  to 
nursing  specifically.  The  course  is  divided  into  eleven  units.  Sixty  clock  hours. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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VPN  1132 — Normal  Nutrition — Consists  of  normal  nutrition.  Emphasis 
is  placed  on  the  importance  of  nutrition  for  a  healthy  person.  Digestion, 
metabolism  and  diet  therapy  are  introduced.  Forty  clock  hours.  Two  semester 
hours  credit. 

VPN  1142 — Introduction  to  Illness — Upon  satisfactory  completion  of 
this  course  the  student  will  have  gained  a  foundation  in  cause  and  prevention  of 
illness  and  the  nurse's  role  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the  patient  created  by  illness. 
This  is  a  prerequisite  to  Medical-Surgical  Nursing.  The  course  includes 
individual,  family,  and  community  health  and  is  designed  to  give  the  student  a 
meaningful  definition  of  health.  The  scope  of  health  care  and  health  services  is 
included.  Forty  clock  hours.  Two  semester  hours  credit. 

VPN  1158 — Nursing  I,  Fundamentals — The  student  gains  ability  in 
assisting  the  patient  to  fulfill  the  basic  living  needs  common  to  all  persons. 
Laboratory  time  is  utilized  for  gaining  proficiency  in  procedures.  Clinical 
experience  consists  of  caring  for  patient  in  uncomplicated  nursing  situations. 
All  age  groups  are  considered.  One  hundred  ninety-two  clock  hours.  Eight 
semester  hours  credit. 

VPN  1161 — Life  Span — The  normal  developmental  processes  of  humans 
from  conception  until  death.  It  is  felt  that  the  students  must  understand  the 
normal  before  they  can  recognize  deviation  from  normal.  Physical,  emotional, 
social,  and  intellectual  aspects  are  included.  Twenty-four  clock  hours.  One 
semester  hour  credit. 

VPN  1176 — Medical-Surgical  Nursing  I — This  course  includes  the  dis- 
orders of  various  systems  of  the  body.  The  student  learns  to  interpret  signs  and 
symptoms  and  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  patients  created  by  the  disorder. 
The  student  must  apply  principles  and  knowledge  gained  in  all  preceding 
courses.  It  involves  assessing  needs  and  modifying  nursing  measures  to  satisfy 
these  needs.  Clinical  experience  will  support  this  purpose  by  providing  the 
opportunity  of  increasing  skills  in  meeting  these  needs.  One  hundred  sixty 
clock  hours.  Six  semester  hours  credit. 

VPN  1218— Medical-Surgical  Nursing  II— Continuation  of  VPN  1176. 
Four  hundred  forty-four  clock  hours.  Eighteen  semester  hours  credit. 

VPN  1223 — Pharmacology — Administration  of  drugs,  classification  of 
drugs,  and  policies  governing  medications  are  included.  Safety  is  stressed. 
Clinical  experience  is  gained  in  the  hospital  setting  in  administration  of  drugs. 
This  is  an  introduction  to  pharmacology.  Seventy  clock  hours.  Three  semester 
hours  credits. 

VPN  1236 — Psychiatric  Nursing — This  is  an  introduction  to  mental 
health  concepts.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  normal  as  well  as  abnormal.  Needed 
skills  and  attitudes  are  developed  to  enable  the  student  to  provide  effective 
care  to  patients  with  emotional  and  mental  illness  conditions.  There  is  an 
exposure  to  resources  available  in  this  state  for  the  mentally  ill.  Concentrated 
clinical  experience  is  gained  at  Mississippi  State  Hospital  at  Whitfield.  One 
hundred  thirty  clock  hours.  Six  semester  hours  credit. 

VPN  1316— Medical-Surgical  Nursing  III— Continuation  of  VPN  1176. 
One  hundred  sixty  clock  hours.  Six  semester  hours  credit. 
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VPN  1328 — Maternal  and  Newborn  Care — The  student  will  gain  knowl- 
edge and  proficiency  of  performing  skills  in  nursing  care  of  the  ante-partum 
patient,  delivery  of  the  patient,  the  post-partum  patient  and  the  newborn. 
Clinical  experience  is  gained  in  local  hospitals  in  conjunction  with  concen- 
trated experience  at  the  University  of  Mississippi  Medical  Center  in  Jackson. 
The  emphasis  is  on  the  normal.  Two  hundred  clock  hours.  Eight  semester  hours 
credit. 

VPN  1336 — Pediatric  Nursing — The  student  is  exposed  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  child  from  infancy  to  adolescence.  The  needs  of  each  age  group  are 
stressed.  The  normal  and  abnormal  are  included.  An  ability  to  recognize  a 
deviation  from  normal  will  be  acquired.  The  student  will  gain  clinical  exper- 
ience in  helping  to  care  for  the  ill  child  under  qualified  direction.  Concentrated 
clinical  experience  is  gained  at  the  University  Medical  Center  in  Jackson.  One 
hundred  sixty  clock  hours.  Six  semester  hours  credit. 

COMMERCIAL  TRUCK  DRIVING 

VTD  1118 — Commercial  Truck  Driving  — This  eight  week  course  is  a 
combination  of  classroom  instruction  and  practical  skill  training.  The 
competencies  developed  during  the  course  of  study  will  prepare  students  for  a 
position  as  a  tractor-trailer  truck  driver.  Three  hours  lecture  and  twenty- 
seven  hours  laboratory.  Eight  semester  hours  credit. 

WELDING 

VWE  1112 — Welding  Laboratory  I — The  student  will  become  familiar 
with  general  shop  safety,  welding  machines  and  accessories;  oxyacetylene 
welding  and  cutting  equipment;  performing  special  welding  operations;  shield 
metal-arc,  T-joint,  and  Butt  joint  in  the  flat,  horizontal,  vertical,  and  overhead 
positions,  using  E6010,  E6011,  E6013,  E7018-7016  electrodes.  Also  demonstrate 
cast  iron  and  alloysteet  electrodes.  Twenty-four  hours  laboratory.  Twelve 
semester  hours  credit. 

VWE  1123 — Welding  Theory  I — The  student  receives  orientation  on 
safety  in  the  welding  trade.  He/she  is  taught  electrode  classification  and 
identification,  welding  metallurgying,  joint  design  and  welding  terms  and 
characteristics  of  different  kinds  of  cast  iron,  carbon  steel,  alloysteel  and 
nonferrous  metals.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VWE  1133 — Blueprint  Reading  I — This  course  provides  fundamental 
training  in  Blueprint  Reading  with  the  necessary  emphasis  upon  the  visualiza- 
tion of  oblique,  orthographic,  and  isometric  views  of  objects.  Three  hours  per 
week.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VWE  1212 — Welding  Laboratory  II — In  this  course  the  student  will 
perform  welding  techniques  required  to  pass  the  welding  test  1104  A.W.S. 
with  the  6011,  6010,  and  7018  electrodes.  The  student  performs  techniques  for 
the  welding  test  with  Gas  Metal  Arc-Mig,  Gas  Tungsten  Arc-Tig, 
oxyacetylene  welding  and  Brazing  processes.  Twenty  hours  laboratory.  Ten 
semester  hours  credit. 
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VWE  1223 — Welding  Theory  II — This  course  advances  the  student  into 
more  technical  aspects  of  the  welding  trade;  such  as  Gas  Tungsten  Arc-Tig  and 
Gas  Metal  Arc-Mig.  For  both  light  and  heavy  gauge  ferrous  and  non-ferrous 
metals  in  the  vertical  and  overhead  T-joint — Butt  joints.  This  course  will  also 
advance  the  student  to  oxyacetylene  welding,  and  oxyacetylene  special 
welding  processes.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VWE  1223 — Welding  Theory  II — This  course  advances  the  student  into 
more  technical  aspects  of  the  welding  trade;  such  as  Gas  Tungsten  Arc-Tig  and 
Gas  Metal  Arc-Mig.  For  both  light  and  heavy  guage  ferrous  and  non-ferrous 
metals  in  the  vertical  and  overhead  T-joing — Butt  joints.  This  course  will  also 
advance  the  student  to  oxyacetylene  welding,  and  oxyacetylene  special 
welding  processes.  Three  hours  lecture.  Three  semester  hours  credit. 

VWE  1233 — Blueprint  Reading  II — A  considerable  amount  of  facsimile 
reproductions  of  commercial  prints  are  included  in  this  course.  These  have 
been  carefully  selected  to  provide  a  broad  view  of  the  practices  of  various 
companies  and  to  cover  fundamental  principles.  Worksheet,  with  questions 
and  grids  for  sketching,  accompany  the  blueprints.  Three  hours  per  week. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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
